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EXPLANATORY NOTE. 



Sections one to eighty-eight, inclusive, comprise the 
charter, proper, of the city, compiled from the various 
acts of the General Assembly, granting charter powers 
to the municipality. 

Sections eighty-nine to one hundred and nineteen, 
inclusive, are public laws of the State of Georgia, which, 
by reason of their general applicability to the subject of 
municipal corporations, are appropriate to be included 
in a work of this character. 

Sections one hundred and twenty to six hundred and 
seventeen, inclusive, comprise the enactments of the 
mayor and council of the city.

CITY OF BRUNSWICK 



§1. The corporate limits of the city of Brunswick 
are as follows : The Northern boundary line shall begin 
at the intersection of the creek, icommonly called ''Dart's 
Narrows," or cut, and the waters of Back River, and 
shall run thence due West to the channel of Turtle Riv- 
er on that line trace, surveyed and marked by Charles 
S. Wylly and E. A. Meader, surveyors, and reported on 
the 19th day of September, 1896, bv said surveyors to 
the mayor and council, of the city of Brunswick, and by 
said mayor and council, on the 31st day of October, 
1896, finally adopted as, and declared to be, the true 
Northern boundary line of the corporate limits of said 
city; thence Southwardly and Eastwardly along the 
channel of said Turtle River and the Southern line oi 
the channel of St. Simon's Sound to the outer sea bouy 
in the open sea ; thence Westwardly along the Northern 
line of the channel of St. Simon's Sound to the mouth 
of said Back River ; thence up said river to the place 
of beginning. 

§2. An election by ballot shall be held at the city 
hall in said city on the second Tuesday in December, 
1900, for a mayor and four aldermen. And an election by 
ballot shall be held at the said city hall on the second 
Tuesday in December, 1901, for four aldermen. And 
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thereafter on the second Tuesday in December of every 
year an election by ballot shall be held at the city hall 
for four aldermen to succeed those whose terms shall 
empire in the ensuing January; and at the election im- 
m-ediately preceding the expiration of the term of office 
of the incumbent mayor, a mayor for the ensuing term 
shall be elected. 

Said mayor and aldermen shall hold their offices 
for two years from the first Monday in January succeed- 
ing the election, or until their successors are elected 
and qualified. Should any vacancy occur in the office of 
mayor and aldermen by death, resignation, removal or 
otherwise, an election to fill such vacancy for the unex- 
pired term shall be held by the mayor and aldermen in 
council assembled, at the first regular meeting there- 
after. Said election shall be by ballot, and the person re- 
ceiving the highest number of votes shall be declared 
elected, and shall fill said unexpired term. The mayor 
and aldermen shall'be entitled to vote at said election. 

§3. All male persons who are citizens of the United 
States, and shall have resided in this State twelve, 
months, and within the corporate limits of the city of 
Brunswick for six months, immediately preceding the 
election, and who shall have registered as hereinaftei 
provided (unless absent during the whole period of 
registration on lawful business, pleasure or illness, from 
said city,) and who shall have attained the age of twen- 
ty-one years and shall have paid all taxes legally im- 
posed and demanded by the authorities of said city, and 
the county of Glynn, and the State of Georgia, for the 
year next preceding the year of the election he offers to 
vote at, and all such taxes before that time, which it 
was his duty to have paid and which he had an opportu- 
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nity to pay, shall be qualified to vote at any election 
held in and for the said city. 

§4. No person shall be eligible to the office of may- 
or of said city or alderman of said city who has not at- 
tained the age of twenty-one years, and who is not a 
lawful voter of said city, a citizen of the United States, 
and of the State of Georgia. 

§5. The clerk of council, or' some other officer ap- 
pointed by the mayor and council for that purpose, shall 
open a list for the registration of voters in said city, on 
the first Monday in October in each year, at 10 o'clock 
a. m. ; and keep the same open from day to day, from 
ten a. m. to six p. m. (saving one hour, from one to two 
o'clock p. m.), until the first Monday in November fol- 
lowing, when the same shall, at six o'clock p. m., finally 
close, in which shall be inscribed the person entitled to 
vote in said city, and his place of residence and occupa- 
tion ; and the said clerk must not permit any one to reg- 
ister who is not entitled to do so; and if he does so 
knowingly he shall be discharged from office. And no 
person who is not registered, shall be allowed to vote 
at any election in said city for officers thereof, or for any 
measure or matter aflfecting the same, unless absent, as 
above stated, from the city during registration. Any per- 
son who is, at the time he offers to register, possessed 
of all the qualifications of a voter, except time of resi- 
dence and majority, and who, by the election day he ex- 
pects to vote at arrives, will possess those requisites may 
be registered. 

§6. It shall be the duty of the clerk of council, or 
other officer, to arrange and publish in some newspaper 
in said city, or by posting in some conspicuous place, at 
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least once a week from the time of opening such regis- 
try list until the day of closing the same, a list of the 
names so registered, arranged in alphabetical order; 
and also to affix and keep an alphabetical written or 
printed list of the names of all registered voters at the 
door of the court house, and at the city hall in said city, 
for one week immediately preceding the election; but 
it shall not be necessary to publish in said list the busi- 
ness or place of residence of such voter. 

§7. It shall be the duty of the tax collector of 
Glynn County to furnish to the clerk of council of said 
city, by the first day of October of each year, a list of 
all tax defaulters, who are in default in the payment of 
taxes due said State and county since 1877, and who are 
residing at such time within the corporate limits of said 
city ; which list shall contain the name, age, occupation, 
residence, and color of such defaulter, the years in which 
he is in default and the amount of taxes and costs due 
said State and county for each year. 

Such tax collector shall be paid out of the treasury 
of said city five cents for each name on such tax default- 
er's list, so furnished said clerk by him. 

Likewise, by the first day of October of each year 
the ordinary and the clerk of the Superior court of said 
county shall prepare and file with said clerk of council 
a complete list alphabetically arranged of all persons 
living at such time in said city, who are disqualified from 
voting by reason of idiocy, insanity, or conviction ot 
a crime for which one of the penalties is disfranchisment, 
unless such convict has been pardoned and the right ot 
suffrage restored to him. Such ordinary and clerk shall 
be paid out of the treasury of said city five cents for 
each name on such list of disqualified voters. 

Said clerk, or other registration officer of said city, 
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shall not register, or permit any person to register, for 
any election to be held in and for said city, whose name 
appears on such tax defaulters' list so furnished him by 
said tax collector, until such person shall exhibit a re- 
ceipt or certificate from such tax collector, showing or 
certifying the payment of all such taxes which he may 
be due and owe said county and State for the years in 
which he is so in default ; nor shall said clerk, or other 
registration officer, register, or permit any person to 
register, for any -election held in and for said city whose 
name appears on such list of disqualified voters furnish- 
ed by the ordinary and clerk of said county. 



Within thirty days from the first day of Jan- 
uary, 1901, and biennially thereafter, three upright and 
intelligent citiz-ens of said city shall be appointed as a 
board of registrars of said city ; one of whom shall be ap- 
pointed by the judge of the superior court of the Bruns- 
wick Circuit, one by the mayor and aldermen of said ci- 
ty, and one by the ordinary of said county ; and each ol 
said appointing p'owers shall have the authority to fill 
any vacancy, as the same may occur, by death, resigna- 
tion or removal from office, or otherwise, of the respec- 
tive appointee. The clerk of said city shall furnish said 
board of registrars a complete list of the names appear- 
ing on the registration or voters* book of said city with- 
in two days after the closing of said registration or vo- 
ters' book; said list to contain the name, age, occupa- 
tion, residence and color of each person. And such clerk 
shall also deliver to said .board of registrars the tax de- 
faulters' list so furnished him* by said tax collector, and 
said list of disfranchised persons so furnished him by the 
ordinary and clerk of said county. 

Said registrars shall be paid out of the treasury of 
said city two dollars each per day for each day actually 
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engaged in the performance of their official duty. Before 
entering upon the discharge of their duties, each of said 
registrars shall take the following oath, before some of- 
ficer authorized to administer oaths under the laws of 
this State: "I do solemnly swear that I will faithfully 
and impartially discharge, to the best of my ability, the 
duties imposed on me by law as registrar of the city ot 
Brunswick." 

Said board of registrars shall, within three days at- 
ter the receipt of such list of names and said two lists 
of disqualified voters, proceed to examine aame and to 
make up a list to be known as the "Registered Voters" 
in alphabetical order; said list to show the name, age, 
occupation, residence and color of each of said voters. 
And the said board of registrars shall be authorized to 
strike from said voters' list so furnished them by said 
clerk the name of any person whom they shall adjudg* 
to be disqualified from voting, after hearing evidence 
as hereinafter provided ; and shall also be authorized to 
add to said voters' list the name of any person whom 
they shall adjudge to be entitled tO' be on said list after 
hearing evidence as hereinafter provided. In the per- 
formance of their duties and in the striking or adding of 
such name, and in the hearing of evidence, said board 
of registrars shall be governed by the provision of sec- 
tions number 54, 55, 56 and 58 of volume one of the 
code of Georgia of 1895. The said registrars shall have 
the same power and authority to compel the attendance 
and testimony of witnesses and to require the produc- 
tion of books, papers, etc., as is given county registers 
by the provisions of said code sections. However, the 
name of no person shall be entered on said voters' list 
by said registrars, who has not been registered on said 
voters' book, or who has not made a bona fide offer or 
request to said clerk or other proper registration officer 
of said city to have his name registered on said voters* 
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book, and who has not, at the time he so offered to reg- 
ister, qualified to vote in said city, as provided by section 
five of the amended charter of said city, approved No- 
vember 12, 1889; or who has not been absent from said 
city for the entire period for which said voters' book 
was open for the registration of voters for the election 
for which said person offers to register, and who has 
not, before the expiration of said period, so qualified to 
register and vote. Said board of registrars, after com- 
pleting the revision of said voters' list, shall certify the 
same to be true, and shall deliver the same to the elec- 
tion superintendents appointed to superintend the en- 
suing election for said city, or to one of such election 
superintendents, at least two days before such election 
is held. Only i>ersons whose names appear on said regis- 
tered voters' list, and no others, shall be allowed to vote 
at said election. 

§9. Any person who shall sign his name or mark, 01 
who shall cause the clerk or other registration officer of 
said city to sign his name, on the voters' book of said 
city, and who is not in fact qualified according to law 
to vote at the ensuing election to be held in and for 
said city, or any person who shall give said clerk or 
other registration officer of said city an assumed or fic- 
titious name to be entered on said voters' book or who 
shall aid or abet any other person to give said clerk or 
other registration officer an assumed or fictitious name 
to be entered on said voters' book, or any person who 
shall deposit a ballot in any election held in and for 
said city, when he is not in fact qualified by law to vote 
in said election, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
shall be punished as prescribed in section 1039 ^^ vol- 
ume III. of the Code of Georgia of 1895. 
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§io. All elections for mayor and aldermen of said 
city, and all other general and special municipal elec- 
tions held in and for said city, shall be held by three up- 
right and intelligent free holders, citizens of said city, 
appointed by the mayor and aldermen of said city. Such 
superintendents of election shall be appointed at least 
five days before the time of the elections which they are 
to hold, and their names shall be published in the official 
organ of said city at least three days before the day of 
election. 

Different political factions, or sets of candidates, 
shall have representation under such board of election 
superintendents, as far as practicable. 

Before entering upon the discharge of their duties 
said superintendents shall take and subscribe the same 
oath prescribed by the laws of said State for superinten- 
dents of elections of members of the General Assembly. 

All municipal elections in said city shall be held at 
the city hall. And the polls at such elections shall be 
opened at seven o'clock in the morning and close at six 
o'clock in the evening. 

The person receiving the highest number of votes 
for mayor shall be declared duly elected, and the per- 
sons receiving the highest number of votes for alder- 
men shall be declared duly elected aldermen. And the su-» 
perintendents of said election shall, at the expiration of 
five days after said election, if no contest is made, give 
a certificate to that effect to those so elected ; which cer- 
tificate shall be the evidence of their election and their 
authority to act, and shall be recorded by the clerk of 
said city, which record shall be held and considered the 
highest evidence of such election. In case of a tie to fill 
vacancies in the offices of mayor and aldermen, then an 
election shall be held on the last Saturday in December 
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of the same year, to fill the vacancy left by such tie, in 
the manner above provided for. 

Should one or more of the superintendents of an 
election so appointed by the mayor and aldermen fail 
or refuse to appear and act as such superintendents by 
half past seven o'clock on the day of election, then such 
remaining superintendent or superintendents shall ap- 
point another fit and suitable person or persons, quali- 
fied under the provisions of this section, in the place and 
stead of such superintendent or superintendents so fail- 
ing or refusing to appear and act. 

§11. If any person shall knowingly personate and 
register, or attempt to personate and register, in the 
name of any other person, whether living, dead or fictit- 
ious) or fraudulently attempt to register, not having a 
legal right so to do, or shall do any other unlawful act 
whatever to secure registration for himself or any other 
I>erson or by any unlawful means whatever, prevent or 
hinder any person having a legal right to register from 
duly exercising such right or shall compel or induce by 
any unlawful means whatever, the clerk of council 
or other officer, to admit to registration any person not 
legally entitled thereto, or interfere in any manner what- 
ever with the clerk of council or other officer in the dis- 
charge of his duties, or by any unlawful means what- 
ever induce the clerk of council or other officer to vio- 
late or refuse to comply with his duty, or the law regu- 
lating the same, or if the clerk of council or other officer 
shall knowingly and willingly register as a voter any 
person not entitled to be registered, or neglect or re- 
fuse to perform any duty required of him in relation to 
such registration, and violate any duty required of him 
relating to or effecting such registration, or the result 
thereof, or any document, or evidence in relation there- 
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to ; or if any person shall aid, council, procure or advise 
any other person or officer to do any act whatever in 
violation of the law in relation to said registration, all 
and every such person or officer shall be held guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and liable to prosecution in the superior 
court of Glynn County, and, on conviction, shall be pun- 
ished by fine, imprisonment or labor on the public 
streets of said city, at the discretion of the court. 

§12. Any voter at such election may challenge any 
person who offers to vote, and any person so challenged 
shall take the following oath, and if he refuses to do so, 
his vote shall be rejected, to-wit: ''I swear that I am 
twenty-one years old; am a citizen of the United States; 
have resided the last twelve months in this State: six 
months in this county and city; have paid all taxes? 
which have been required of me and which I have had an 
opportunity of paying agreeable to law, and have never 
been convicted of any offense against the laws of this 
State or the United States which debars me from vo- 
ting. So help me God.'' 

And it shall be the duty of said superintendents to 
allow no one to vote at said elections, unless he be 
qualified to do so under the provisions herein contain- 
ed; and to that end, they shall be authorized to admin- 
ister the oath prescribed above. 

§13. The superintendents of all elections for may- 
or and aldermen shall have the same conducted accord- 
ing to parts I, 2, 3, 4, 6, 7, and 11 of section ^2. of the 
Code of 1895 o^ this State; and said parts of said sec- 
tion are hereby made applicable to such elections, and 
are hereby adopted as part of the charter of said city. 
And the superintendents of such elections shall make 
return thereof to the mayor and aldermen of said city. 
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Any person who shall hereafter vote more than 
once at any election held in said city, or any person who 
shall buy or sell, at any such election or offer to buy or 
sell, a vote or votes, shall be indicted for a misdemeanor 
and on conviction shall be punished as prescribed by sec- 
tion 1039 of the Code of Georgia. 

§14. When the election of a person by the voters 
of said city, to the office of mayor or alderman, is con- 
tested by any defeated candidate at any such election, 
the proceedings shall be that prescribed by the Code of 
Georgia, volume one, title two, chapter seven. 

§15. The mayor and aldermen of said city, in ad- 
dition to the oath required of all civil officers of this 
State, shall take and subscribe the following oath of 

office : ''I, , do solemnly swear that I will truly 

and faithfully discharge all the duties required of me as 

of the city of Brunswick ; and will not vote for 

or encourage any measure or ordinance which is not, 
in my judgement, for the best welfare of the inhabitants 
of said city ; and will never vote for a candidate for any 
office unless, in my honest judgment, he is the best 
qualified for the office.'' 

§16. On the first Monday in January of each year, 
the mayor and aldermen elect shall meet at the city hall 
for the purpose of organization; and the mayor and 
each aldermen shall take and- subscribe the above oath 
before entering upon the discharge of his duties; which 
shall be made before any officer of the county of Glynn 
who is authorized by law to administer an oath ; and said 
oath shall be written out and signed, and then filed 
by the clerk of the council. 

The mayor and four aldermen shall constitute a 
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quorum for the transaction of business. But a less num- 
ber may adjourn from day to day, to compel the at- 
tendance of a quorum, and whenever such less number 
shall so adjourn to obtain a quorum, they shall dir-ect any 
officer of said city to serve a copy of their resolution to 
that end upon each absentee to be found in said city, or 
leave same at his most notorious place of abode ; which 
resolution shall specify the time to which such adjourn- 
ment is had. And if any mayor or alderman shall, after 
being three times consecutively so notified to attend 
such meetings, fail or refuse so to attend, his office shall 
be declared vacant by such minority, or more, if present, 
and filled as other vacancies; but if such notice is left at 
the said place of abode and was not in fact received, then 
such vacancy shall not be declared; nor shall it be de- 
clared if such absentee was absent on good and sufficient 
cause each time, to be judged of by the board. No alder- 
man shall receive any compensation for his services. All 
meetings of said mayor and aldermen shall be public, 
except when engaged in executive business. 

§17. The mayor and aldermen shall, on the day of 
their organization, elect by ballot a chairman of coun- 
cil, who shall, in case of absence, death or resignation 
of the mayor, be invested with all his authority and pow- 
er, and shall execute all the duties pertaining to the of- 
fice, and in the absence of both, a chairman pro tem, 
chosen by the board, shall have the like authority and 
power. 

§ 18. The mayor and aldermen shall, at the first reg- 
ular meeting after the day of organization, or as soon 
thereafter as practicable, elect, by ballot, all the perma- 
nent officers of said city, whose terms of office have ex- 
pired, fix their compensation, take bonds from such as 
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they shall require to make bonds, and prescribe the du- 
ties and oaths of those whose duties and oaths have not 
been already prescribed, or additional duties and oaths 
to those already required. 

Unless otherwise provided, all such officers shall 
serve until the first regular meeting of council after the 
day of organization in the succeeding year, or until their 
successors are duly qualified, unless sooner removed 
from office. 

§19. Said mayor and council shall aho appoint all 
such other officers of the city as they may deem neces- 
sary and proper for the police and good government ot 
the same, and regulate the time and manner of electing 
said officers, and prescribe their duties, fees, salaries, 
bonds and oaths, and remove them for good and suf- 
ficient cause. 

§20. Said mayor and aldermen may, at their dis- 
cretion, remove any officer, or other person in the ser- 
vice of the city, for a breach or neglect of duty, or for 
bribery or for incapacity. 

§21. Said mayor and aldermen shall biennially at 
said first regular meeting elect by ballot a clerk of coun- 
cil and a treasurer, who shall hold their offices until their 
successors have been duly elected and qualified, unless 
sooner removed from office; whq shall each give bond 
and security for the faithful performance of his duties, 
as may be required by said mayor and council ; and shall 
take and subscribe an oath that he will, to the best of 
his skill and ability, honestly and faithfully discharge 
his duties, without fear, favor or aflfection. 
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§22. The mayor and council may at any time here- 
after, at their pleasure, consolidate the office of clerk 
of council with that of treasurer and have the two offices 
administered by one person. And the said mayor and 
council may continue to consolidate or separate said of- 
fices whenever they deem it best so to do; but it shall 
require a three-fourth vote and the consent of the mayor 
to either separate or consolidate the same. In the event 
of the separation of said offices, the mayor and council 
shall define what duties shall be performed by the clerk 
and what by the treasurer, and what bonds they shall 
respectively make. 

§23.' The mayor and council shall secure a just and 
proper accountability, by requiring bonds, with suf- 
ficient penalties and securities, from all persons entrust- 
ed with the receipt, custody or disbursement of money ; 
and shall, as often as once a year, cause to be published, 
for the use of the inhabitants, a particular account of 
the receipts and expenditures, and a schedule of the city 
property and the city debts. 

§24. No person shall be eligible to hold more than 
one office of emolument or trust under said city at the 
same time; provided, that the mayor of said city shall 
be, by virtue of his office as mayor, a member of the 
board of education. 

§25. On and after the first Monday in January, 
1901, the officers and privates of the police force of said 
city shall be elected by the mayor and aldermen of said 
city. 

§26. After the first Monday in January, 1901, said 
police force, except the chief and assistant chief, shall 
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hold office' during good behavior; subject only to re- 
moval or discharge by the mayor and aldermen as here- 
inafter provided. 

§27. All officers and members of said police force 
shall be subject to removal and dismissal by the mayor 
and aldermen of said city for malpractice in office, wilful 
neglect of duty, wilful violation of the rules and regula- 
tions prescribed for the guidance and government of 
such police force, or other improper conduct, and for 
the wilful or intentional violation of any ordinance 01 
by-law or resolution of the mayor and aldermen, or law 
of the State of Georgia, or for bribery or breach of the 
peace, or for any crime or misdemeanor against the 
laws of said State, whether such was done or committed 
on or ofif dutv. 

No member of such police force shall be so dis- 
charged, removed or dismissed except upon arraign- 
ment on written information or accusation, signed by 
the mayor or any alderman, or on affidavit of any citi- 
zen of said city ; a copy of which information or accusa- 
tion or affidavit, containing a specification of charges, 
shall be served by the clerk of council, or any member 
of the police force, either personally or by leaving same 
at the most notorious place of abode of accused, at least 
three days before the trial. 

In such cases the mayor and aldermen shall have 
the same authority to subpoena witnesses and punish 
for contempt, as is given the police court in said city. 
Such trial shall be had before the mayor and aldermen 
in open session. 

The accused shall have the right to be heard and 
represented by council and the right to have witnesses 
subpoenaed. 
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§28. The mayor and aldermen of said city shall, at 
their first regular meeting in January of each year, 
elect a marshal and deputy marshal, who shall hold of- 
fice for one year or until their successors are elected and 
qualified. Such marshal shall be ex officio chief of police 
of said city, and such deputy marshal shall be ex officio ' 
assistant chief of police of said city. 

§29. The mayor or acting mayor of said city shall 
be in command of said police force so far as to command 
their services as such, and to direct them as he may 
deem best in patroling the city and protecting its inhabi- 
tants, and shall have the right to suspend any officer or 
member of said police force for not exceeding sixty days 
for neglect of duty or for violation of any of the rules 
or regulations prescribed by the mayor and aldermen 
for the government of said police force, or for any of 
the acts herein above enumerated as grounds for re- 
moval or dismissal of members of the police force. 

There shall be no appeal from the order of the may- 
or or acting mayor so suspending any member of the 
police force; and a member so suspended shall not be 
entitled to any pay for and during the period of suspen- 
sion. 

§30. No person shall be eligible to hold a position 
on such police force who is under twenty-one or over 
sixty years of age, or who is not a resident of said city. 

§31. The mayor and aldermen of said city shall fix 
the salaries and compensation of the officers and pri- 
vates of said police force annually, at the same time as 
salaries of other officers and employes are fixed. 

^^2, The mayor and aldermen shall have the right 
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to prescribe proper rules and regulations for the govern- 
ment of the officers and privates of the police force. 

§33. The mayor and aldermen shall have the right 
to employ a detective or detectives for said city. 

§34. The salary of the mayor shall be fixed by the 
city council, and made payable at stated periods, but it, 
or the salary of any other official of the city, shall not be 
increased or diminished during the term for which he 
or they may have been elected or appointed. 

§35. The mayor and aldermen shall be known as 
the mayor and council of the city of Brunswick, and by 
such, their corp>orate name, shall sue and be sued, 
plead and be impleaded, and do all other acts relating to 
their corporate capacity, and shall have and use a cor- 
porate seal, and shall be capable in law to purchase, 
hold, receive, enjoy, possess and retain to them and their 
successors, for the use and benefit of the said city of 
Brunswick, in perpetuity or for any number of years, 
any estate or estates, real or personal, tenements and 
hereditaments, of any kind or nature soever, either 
within or without the limits of said city, and to sell, 
alien, exchange or release the same, or any part thereof, 
upon such terms and conditions as to them shall seem 
exepdient and beneficial to said city, 

§36. The said mayor and council shall have au- 
thority and power, from time to time, to make, ordain 
and establish such by-laws, ordinances, rules and regula- 
tions as to them shall appear necessary for the security, 
welfare, convenience and interest of said city, and the in- 
habitants thereof, and for preserving the health, morals, 
peace, order and good government of the same. 
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§37. The said mayor and council shall have the au- 
thority and power to levy and collect a tax upon all tax- 
able property within the limits of said city, upon real and 
personal property, stocks in money, corporations, choses 
in action, incomes and commissions derived from the, 
pursuit 6f any profession, faculty, trade or calling, upon 
dividends, banks, insurance, express and other like com- 
panies or their agencies, and upon all other sources ot 
profit, not expressly prohibited or exempt by the laws of 
the State, thus to raise such sum of money as may be 
necessary for the safety, convenience, benefit and inter- 
est of said city, the maintaining the municipal govern- 
ment an<i the payment of the debts thereof; provided, 
the rate of taxation shall not exceed one and one-hall 
per cent upon a fair valuation of the property taxed. 

§38. The mayor and council shall have power and 
authority to require all persons, firms, companies and 
corporations, whether they reside within the corporate 
limits of said city or not, engaged or about to engage in 
any business, calling, trade or profession, within said cor- 
porate limits, to register their names and business, trade, 
calling or profession in the office of the clerk of council, 
at such time and under such regulations as the mayor 
and council may prescribe. 

§39. All bankers, brokers and commission mer- 
chants are required to pay for their- business license, 
during each year, a sum not exceeding three hundred 
dollars. 

§40. All retail liquor dealers shall be required to 
pay for their license a*sum not exceeding one thousand 
dollars. 
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§41. All other liquor dealers, including druggists 
who sell for other than medicinal purposes, shall be re- 
quired to pay for their registration and license a sum not 
exceeding five hundred dollars. 

§42. All other persons, firms, companies and cor- 
porations shall be required for their registration and 
license a sum not exceeding two hundred dollars. 

§43. The mayor and council shall have power and 
authority to allow all persons, firms, companies and cor- 
porations to take out their licenses quarterly; provided, 
the amounts required for the four quarters shall not ex- 
ceed the amounts named for the annual license and reg- 
istration. 

§44. The mayor and council shall have power to 
compel all male persons within the corporate limits of 
said city, between the ages of sixteen and fifty years, ex- 
cept those hereinafter exempted, to work on the public 
streets, squares, lanes and alleys of said city not more 
than ten days during each year ; provided, that any per- 
son subject to work on said streets may commute the 
services so required by the payment to the officer of said 
city authorized to receive and receipt for the same, the 
sum of fifty cents for each day he is required to work ; 
and provided further, that any and all persons who have 
lost one arm, or one leg, or a foot, or a hand, or an eye, 
and all persons who are physically, from deformity, in- 
jury, or accident, or disease, unable to perform manual 
labor, shall be exempt from the performance of street 
duty as provided herein. And provided further, that all 
persons liable to such street or road work duty, who 
shall not present themselves with proper tools and im- 
plements to the superintendent of public works of said 
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city by the first day of July of every year to work and 
serve out such duty, shall, without any notice or sum- 
mons therfor, become and be liable to said mayor and 
council for the commutation tax now or hereafter al- 
lowed by law, to be collected as other taxes due said 
city ; and provided further, that nothing herein contain- 
ed shall take away from the police court of said city 
jurisdiction of cases against persons who fail or refuse 
when summoned so to do, to appear and work the 
streets and roads of said city. 

§45. .The mayor and council shall have the authori- 
ty and power to widen, extend or straighten any street, 
alley, lane, way or square in said city, and to open, lay 
out and establish any new street, alley, lane, way or 
square of whatever nature, and from time to time to es- 
tablish, prescribe, define and lay out a permanent wharf 
line or Hnes in said city, and along the shores and in the 
waters within the same; all of which shall be done by 
resolutions or ordinances, and may, after ten days' no- 
tice to the person owning any wharf or wharves built 
or extended beyond the wharf line or lines so establish- 
ed, proceed in a summary way, by resolution or ordi- 
nance, to cause one or more of the police force, or other 
officer, of said city to remove so much of. all such as ex- 
tend or shall extend beyond such line or lines; and the 
person who returns for city taxes the property on which 
such wharf is erected, or who returns such wharf, or if 
no such returned, then the person in charge of such 
wharf, shall be taken and held as the owner of the same 
for the purposes thereof ; and after like notice said may- 
or and council may so cause all encroachments, all ob- 
structions of a permanent nature, or which, in the judg- 
ment of the said mayor and council ought not to be al- 
lowed, along or upon any street, way, alley, square or 
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lane in said city to be removed ; and whenever such en- 
croachments over the wharf line, or upon such streets, 
lanes, alleys or squares are made or done after such 
wharf line is established or such street, lane, alley or 
square is laid out, then no compensation shall be made 
for the removal of the same. But whenever said mayor 
and council shall exercise the power to widen, extend 
or straighten a street, lane, alley or square, or to open, 
lay out or establish any new street, alley, lane, way or 
square, or to lay out any wharf line to the injury of such 
private right, there shall be appointed five freeholders, 
two by the mayor and council, two by the owner of said 
land, and the other by the arbitrators so chosen, of 
character and responsibility, who shall assess the dam- 
ages sustained by the owner or owners of the lot or lots 
over or through which pass said streets, lanes, alleys, 
ways, squares or wharf lines, so widened, extended, 
straightened, opened, laid out or established, and which 
is taken for the purpose ; and from which award an ap- 
peal in writing can be had to the superior court by either 
party dissatisfied with such award, A majority of said ar- 
bitrators can make the award. The submission shall be in 
writing. The return shall be written and filed in the of- 
fice of the clerk of the superior court of Glynn County 
within ten days after it is made ; and the appeal can be 
entered in ten days after the filing of the award. 

The arbitrators shall be sworn to make a true and 
just assessment of the damage, considering the value of 
the land and the benefits the owner is to receive from 
the opening of such streets, etc., or establishing such 
line. If the owner of such land refuses to act, or is a 
minor, or is insane, upon that fact being shown to the 
Ordinary of Glynn County, he may appoint arbitrators 
for such owner. The award when so filed and not appeal- 
ed from shall be the judgment of the superior court of

Glynn County, and execution may at once issue upon 
the same for th-e amount thereof as other executions 
are issued. In case of appeal, as above provided for, the 
court shall cause the issue as to such damage to be made 
up and tried as other appeal cases ; provided, private 
property shall not be so taken for public purpos-es, as 
stated, until the damage so assessed shall be first paid 
by the authorities of said city ; and when, at the time of 
adopting such wharf line or lines, any wharf or other 
structure extends beyond it, they may either remove it, 
or prevent its being repaired in the future, and suffer 
its use until, in their judgment, it becomes dangerous 
to navigation or to the safety of life or projperty; but 
when said mayor and aldermen once establish a wharf 
line or lines in said city, the same shall not be changed 
except by act of the legislature of Georgia, and it shall 
require a vote of three-fourths of said mayor and coun- 
cil to fix such line; but said mayor and council may, 
from time to time, establish wharf lines over territory 
where they have not previously fixed them, and are 
not bound to prescribe a wharf line in all the waters or 
the city at one time, but as they deem best. 

§46. Any person or persons wishing to lay out into 
lots, streets, alleys, lanes, ways and squares any lands 
within the limits of said city, shall have the same sur- 
veyed and the streets, etc., plainly marked, and the plat 
thereof filed in the office of the clerk of council, after 
which all such streets, alleys, lanes, ways and squares 
shall become the property of, and be vested in, said city. 

§47. No person or body corporate shall, at any 
time, open, lay out or extend any street, alley, lane, way 
or square in any lands in the city limits, contrary to the 
original plan of said city, without the consent ,of three- 
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fourths of said council, at a regular meeting thereof and 
any application of this kind shall be published for one 
month before final action of said mayor and council. 

Said mayor and council may provide by ordinance 
for punishing any pne violating this section, or any or- 
dinance passed in pursuance thereof, either by opening, 
laying out or extending such street, alley, lane or 
square, or by continuing to use the same when same so 
illegally laid out or opened or extended contrary to said 
plan, without such consent; provided, nothing herein 
contained shall apply to the **New Town" of said city, as 
laid off by George R. Baldwin. 

§48. All the streets, lanes, alleys, ways and public 
squares, as at present laid out and within the limits oi 
said city, shall be, and the same are hereby, again de- 
clared to be vested, in fee simple, in the mayor and 
council, for the use, and benefit, forever, of the people 
of said city ; and no privilege heretofore granted by the 
mayor and council, or which may be hereafter granted, 
to any railroad corporation to construct or maintain 
railways in, on or through any of the streets or com- 
mons of said city, .chali ever be construed as giving to 
such corporation an exclusive or perpetual privilege of 
maintaining such railways in said city ; and the said may- 
or and council shall supervise, regulate and control, 
wholly and absolutely, all and every railway within th« 
limits of said city, and shall alone determine through 
what streets railways shall be carried, to what points 
they shall extend, and what shall be the motive power 
used, and what shall be the rate of speed of same, what 
shall be the width or gauge of said railways, and all other 
conditions, limitations and restrictions that may be con- 
sidered necessary to protect the interest of said city; 
and the mayor and council shall have full power and 
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authority to cause any or all of said railways to be re- 
moved from said streets or commons, whenever a ma- 
jority of all the legal voters of said city shall determine 
by ballot, or at a special election ordered for that pur- 
pose, that the same have become a nuisance, or detri- 
mental to the interest of said city. 

§49. The mayor and council may, upon a two- 
thirds vote in regular session, give, grant, donate, sell or 
lease any portion or all of "Queen Square" in said city, 
as designated ui>on the map or plan of said city, made 
by George R. Baldwin on the 25th day of May, 1837, 
saving and excepting that portion used as streets now 
opened through and around said square, to itself, the 
County of Glynn or the federal government, for the 
purpose of erecting and maintaining any public building 
or buildings thereon, and to that end the city by its duly 
constituted authority may execute a deed or deeds, lease 
or leases, as the judgment of the mayor and council may 
direct, for the sole and only use to erect and maintain a 
public building or buildings thereon, but no authority is 
given to the city government to convey by grant, dona- 
tion, lease or otherwise, to any individual or corporation, 
public or private, any portion of said "Queen Square" 
for the erection or maintenance of any buildings, ex- 
cept a public market, for the purpose of corporate or in- 
dividual gain, and no building erected by the city, coun- 
ty of Glynn of federal government, when so erected, 
shall be used for private or corporate gain, saving and 
excepting a building for a public market. 

§50. The mayor and aldermen of said city shall 
have the authority and power, by ordinances or resolu- 
tions, or either, to order the owner of any lot to make 
such pavements or sidewalks and repairs of the same as 
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they may deem necessary; or to pave one-half of the 
streets next such lots ; or to fill up any such lot to any 
grade of the streets of said city as they may think best, 
or the owner of any wharf ^to repair or keep in repair the 
same, and if such owner refuse to do so in thirty days, 
or to begin such work in good faith in twenty days af- 
ter he is served with a copy of their order in that regard, 
which order shall be served by the marshal, or any of- 
ficer of said city, by handing to such owner personally a 
copy thereof, certified by the clerk of council, or leaving 
it at such owner's most notorious place of abode ; then, 
and in that case, unless council shall grant further time, 
said mayor and council shall be empowered to lay such 
sidewalk, pave such streets, repair such pavement or 
streets, or fill up or grade such lot, or repair and keep in 
repair such wharf, at the cost and expense of such owner, 
and issue execution against such owner for such amount 
as it cost them to do such said work and all costs, which 
execution shall be issued, levied, returned and directed 
as tax executions against owners of returned property ; 
and for these purposes the person returning and claim- 
ing such lot or wharf property for city taxes shall be re- 
garded and taken to be the owner thereof, and if two or 
more make return and claim to such, the authorities may 
proceed against all or either of them, and leave to them 
the settlement of the question as to who in fact is owner 
and liable; for all or either of them shall be liable, as 
between them and said authorities, to do said work in 
the first instance, and for the cost of doing it by said au- 
thorities as aforesaid in the second instance ; and where 
no person returns or claims such property as shall be re- 
quired to be filled up or graded or paved around either 
for sidewalk or street or filling in, or to be so repaired as 
above mentioned, then no notice shall be given, but the 
mayor and council shall note the fact, and at once pro- 
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ceed to do such work, and then issue execution for the 
amount of the same and costs against the property, as 
tax executions issue for taxes against non-returned pro- 
perty ; and all provisions as to sales from first to last as 
provided herein with regard to non-returned property 
for taxes shall be followed and apply in this instance. 

§51. The mayor and council shall have sole control 
and management of the public rnarket, and all others 
that may be established in said city, and shall pass such 
ordinances and rules as may be necessary for the regula 
tion of the same, and of sales and purchases therein ; and 
said mayor and council shall have full power and au- 
thority to erect a public market house in said city, upon 
any of the squares or other lands the property of the ci- 
ty, and to operate and conduct the same as they may 
and they may deem best; if they prefer, lease or farm 
out for a term of years, not over fity years, the privilege 
of erecting and operating such market house to any per- 
son or corporation, upon such terms and conditions as 
they may think proper ; and in either event, when built, 
the use of said market house shall be subject to such 
rules and regulations as may be prescribed by said mayor 
and council by ordinance from time to time. 

Said mayor and council shall have full power and 
authority to from time to time regulate and control the 
sale of all perishable commodities, fish, fresh meats, 
fruits, vegetables and the like, and prescribe the hours 
within which the same shall be sold by dealers, or other 
persons, elsewhere than in said market house; to pro- 
hibit the sale of unsound or unwholesome meats, fish, 
vegetables or fruits, and to prescribe penalties for the 
sale thereof; to require said market house kept at all 
times in good order and sanitary condition, and to ap- 
point such officers or inspectors in connection therewith, 
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as they may see fit ; to define the powers and duties of 
such officers and inspectors, and to fix their compensa- 
tion. 

And they shall have the power to regulate 
butcher pens or slaughter houses within the city, and 
cause the same to be removed if they shall become 
nuisances or injurious to the health of the city. 

§52. The mayor and aldermen may prescribe how 
all vessels, st-eam and sail, of all sorts, shall lay or ride in 
the waters in the limits of said city, and prescribe rate 
of speed they shall not exceed in moving in said limits, 
and punish any violation of such rules and ordinances. 

§53. The mayor and council shall have the super- 
vision and control of all wharves and warehouses and 
cotton and lumber yards and naval store yards in said 
city, and shall regulate and fix, whenever in th-eir judg- 
ment it shall be necessary, the rates of wharfage to be 
charged and collected thereon ; and may prohibit smok- 
ing on the same, or the use of fire about cotton ware- 
houses, cotton yards, or places where it is stored, and 
also about naval stores in plac-es where they are stored 
or kept or may be placed. 

§54. Said mayor and council shall have the authori- 
ty and power to remove any forge, smithshop or other 
structure within the city, whenever in their opinion it 
shall be necessary to insure against fire ; and shall have 
power to cause any stove pipe or other thing or matter 
that will endanger the city, as to fire, to be removed or 
remedied as their prudence shall dictate ; and they may 
summarily declare such without notice to any one ; and 
to remove the same instanter ; and whenever it shall ap- 
pear to them that any decayed house, building or struct- 
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ure of any sort is endangering the public health of said 
city or any portion of the inhabitants thereof or any lo- 
caHty therein, or is likely to be diseased, they^ may sum- 
marily condemn it by resolution or ordinance and cause 
it to be torn down by the marshal or police ; and when- 
ever, in their opinion it is necessary to burn any proper- 
ty, clothing or whatever else, to prevent the introduc- 
tion or spread of infectious or contagious disease, they 
may, with the advice and counsel of a health officer and 
a majority of the board of health, do so instanter; and 
the marshal or other officer .directed shall obey such or- 
der; and in all such cases they, or any officer assisting in 
or encouraging in the performance of such order or res- 
olution, shall not be liable to answer therefor in any 
court having jurisdiction, except for gross neglect and 
extreme want of care, coupled with malice, and without 
any proibable cause to suspect such actions were for 
the public good, and every presumption shall be in fa- 
vor of such act having been lawfully done, when done. 

§55. The mayor and council shall have authority 
and power to establish such system of quarantine and to 
make such sanitary regulations within the limits of said 
city as may, in their judgraent, be necessary to prevent 
the spreading or introduction of cootagious or infectious 
diseases within said city ; and in order the more fully to 
exercise this authority and use this power, said mayor 
and council are hereby given quarantine jurisdiction 
over all the area embrciced within the jurisdictional lim- 
its of the county of Glynn, and over all the islands, rivers, 
creeks, sounds, inlets and districts in said coimty, and 
over all that portion of the open sea lying North of the 
line between Glynn and Camden counties, and south of 
the line between Glynn and Mcintosh counties, and 
which lies along the coast of said county of Glynn, for a 
distance of ten miles out in the open sea. And anywhere 
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within these limits, either in said city or county, may lo- 
cate, establish and change at pleasure, on land or water, 
either permanent or temporary quarantine grounds, 
houses or pest houses; and may condemn and take 
lands and buildings and personal property, and property 
of any sort, anywhere within said limits, for quarantine 
grounds, or other quarantine purposes, either per- 
manent or temporary ; and such condemnation pro- 
ceedings shall be had and done in the same manner and 
by the same rules as provided in section 45 hereof, for 
condemning land for streets, ways, etc. ; and all the pro- 
visions of that section for that purpose shall apply and be 
a provision for this, from the selection of arbitrators to 
the trial of appeal ; and may, by order, ordinance or res- 
olution, put any part or all of said area under quar- 
antine; and may arrest, detain, quarantine and, if need 
be, confine any person from or suspected to be from, any 
infected port or place, or port or place suspected to 
be infected, and detain and confine such persons 
from day to day, as they by ordinance shall see 
fit, declare and prescribe and shal have power to stop, 
de-lay, board and search all trains, cars, steam 
boats, vessels, vehicles and conveyances of every sort, 
public or private, entering said limits, whenever, in the 
judgment of the said mayor and council, it may seem 
best; and may absolutely prohibit any such vessel, train 
or carriage from entering said limits or port, or person 
from coming within the same, or any such from leaving 
any of the same ; but such rigid quarantine shall not 
be laid and established except by consent of the 
mayor and aldermen and the board of health. And^ 
no State board of health that now is or herea.fter shall be 
established shall ever have power to molest, lesson or 
otherwise interfere with said authorities in matters of 
quarantine in said limits, saving only to see to it that 
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th-ey mairntain in the said area a quarantine not less strict 
than such State board of health may think best. 

And the said mayor and aldermen shall have full 
power and authority to punish any violation of the quar- 
antine rules and regulations of said city, committed any- 
where within all of said area. And the said mayor and 
aldermen may, by resolution, adopt any regulation rec- 
ommended by said board of health, which shall, upon 
being published one time in the official organ of said ci- 
ty, and within twelve hours after its publication, become 
a binding ordinance ujx>n all persons within said city and 
within said entire area when it shall so recite. The au- 
thorities of said city shall have full power, upon 
the recommendation of the board of health, to adopt and 
enforce such ordinances as they may deem necessary to 
secure the removal of all garbage, rubbish, filth, weeds 
and undergrowth from any and all occupied and unoc- 
cupied lots within the limits of said city, at the expense 
of the owner or owners of such lots ; and any owner of 
such unoccupied lot or lots who shall fail or refuse, af- 
ter ten days' written notice from the authorities afore- 
said, to comply with the terms of such ordinance shall 
be subject to such penalty as may be lawfully prescrib- 
ed for the same; and said authorities, upon the refusal 
of such owner to do such work, may cause the same to 
be done and issue execution, as they may by ordinance 
direct and prescribe, against the property of such owner 
for the amount of such expense and costs ; and the per- 
son returning such lot for city taxes shall be taken to be 
the owner ; and if no one returns the same for city taxes, 
then, after giving ten days' notice in the official organ 
of said city, they may do such work and issue execution 
against such property, as executions are directed to be 
issued in section 50 hereof, where pavements, etc., are 
required to be laid, etc. 
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§56. Said mayor and council shall have the authori- 
ty and power, by ordinance, resolution or order, to cause 
to be abated, within the limits of said city, any nuisance 
which may tend to be immediate annoyance of the citi- 
zens generally, or which may be manifestly injurious to 
the public health or safety, or which may tend greatly to 
corrupt the manners and morals of the people, or any 
considerable portion thereof, whether the same be a nui- 
sance at common law, or by statute of the State, or by 
ordinance of said city passed in conformity with law, 
and to enforce the order for abatement and removal of 
such nuisance by the chief marshal and other civil force 
of said city. 

§57. Said mayor and council shall have full author- 
ity and power to pass all such ordinances and to make 
all such rules and regulations as may, in their judgment, 
be expedient and necessary to prevent the influx or im- 
migration of paupers into said city; and nothing con- 
tained in the general laws of the State shall ever be con- 
strued and held in derrogation of the powers hereby 
conferred upon said subject. 

§58. The said mayor and council shall have authori- 
ty and power to elect a health officer, who shall be a phy- 
sician of at least two years' practice in a seaport, and 
whose term of office shall be one year, and who*^e duties 
and compensation they shall prescribe and regulate (but 
when once fixed, it shall not, whether salary or perqui- 
sites, be decreased during the term of an incumbent,) and 
the first election for health officer under this act shall 
take place before March i, 1890; and he shall exercise 
his functions over the entire quarantine area mentioned 
in section 55 hereof. Said mayor and council shall elect a 
board of health, to consist of five members, whose term 
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of office shall be one year, or until their successors ar-e 
elected and qualified ; they shall each be a citizen of said 
city, of Georgia and of the United States ; and each shall 
take the following oath before an officer authorized to 
administer an oath : "I do solemnly swear that I will well 
and truly discharge all the duties required of me as a 
member of the board of health of the city of Brunswick. 
So help me God.'* They shall exercise the functions ot 
their office over said entire quarantine area as above de- 
fined. 

Said mayor and council shall define by ordinance 
the duties and powers of said board of health not incon- 
sistent with the laws of the land, and such as like boards 
usually have. 

§59. Said mayor and council shall have full power 
and authority to control, govern and exercise a general* 
supervision over all water works, gas works and electric 
light plants in said city, and over all such companies in, 
or doing any of, those businesses in the limits of said ci- 
ty ; and may prescribe the kinds of piping, both for gas 
and water, which shall be used ; and the height from the 
ground and the manner in which electric lights, con- 
ductors, poles and wires shall be placed or hung; and 
may pass ordinances and by-laws fixing the maximum 
water rates, the maximum, charges for gas, and the max- 
imum charges for electric lights, to be demanded by such 
companies or persons owning such gas works, water 
works or electric light plants, or doing any such business 
in said city, from the consumer ; and by ordinance or res- 
olution may declare such water works or gas works, or 
electric light plants nuisances, or dangerous to the health 
of said city, or to the comfort, safety or peace of the in- 
habitants thereof, or any considerable portion of the 
same, when it shall appear to them that such is the case, 
and require any and all of the same to* be remedied or 
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corrected ; and in default thereof, after five days' written 
notice being served on the person, na'tural or artificial, 
owning such water or gas works, or such electric light 
plant, or the i>erson doing such business in said city, or 
the agent in charge of the same then to require the same 
to be removed from the limits of said city by ordinance 
or resolution ; and upon the failure of such owner or 
usee to so remove the same after ten days' written notice 
to that effect being served upon the person or agent of 
any such company in, or doing such business in said city, 
or upon any person or company owning such water 
works, gas works or electric light plants, or his or its 
agent by any officer of said city, said mayor and council 
may then cause the police force of said city, or any mem- 
ber thereof, to proceed, with such force and employes 
as it may see fit, and remove the same. 

§60. Said mayor and council are authorized and 
empowered to construct, equip, operate and maintain 
a system or systems of sewerage and surface draining in 
said city, either separately or together, as in the judg- 
ment of said mayor and council, it may seem best ; and 
they are given, in order to secure such system or systems 
of sewerage and surface drainiage, or sewerage or surface 
drainage, power to issue bonds in such sums as they may 
see fit, of such denominations as may appear to them best 
not in excess of the amount allowed by law, after com- 
plying with the general law governing the issue of bonds 
by municipal corporations; provided, they shall not, by 
any contract, device or contrivance, float or sell such 
bonds for less than ninety-seven* and one-half cents on 
the dollar. And may extend seiwer mains beyond and 
across any water course within in twenty-five miles of 
said city, either navigable or non-navigable, provided, 
that in extending and carrying said mains beyond navig- 
able streams that navigation shall not be interfered with 
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longer than twenty-four hours at a time ; and said mayor 
and council may compel all persons within the limits of 
said city to connect with the sewer mains all water 
closets, urinals and privies upon the real estate or in the 
building held or claimed by such person, either in fee or 
for life, or for a term of years ; and in the event of a fail- 
ure or refusal so to form such connections, may cause 
such connection to be made after ten days* written no- 
tice to the owner of such land or such lessee to do so, and 
issue execution against such owner or lessee for the 
amount of the cost of such connection including piping 
and all necessary material, and all costs; which execu- 
tion shall be issued, levied and returned as herein pro- 
vided for the issue, levy and return of execution for tax- 
es where property has been returned ; and the person re- 
turning the land in fee or as lessee, upon which such 
closets, urinals or privies are, shall be deemed the owner 
or lessee thereof, for the purposes hereof; and if no per- 
son returns the same for taxes, then the person or per- 
sons in possession shall be considered the owners there- 
of for such purposes ; and may by ordinance require such 
connection to be made with such mains within such 
length of time as they may prescribe ; and if sucli con- 
nection is not made within such a time, may punish the 
offender as provided in section 71 hereof; provided, 
however, that no person shall be required to connect 
with any sewer main or mains a greater distance than 
two hundred feet from the closet, urinal or privy of such 
person. 

And said mayor and council, in their judgment, may 
lease or grant by contract the right and privilege to lay, 
manage, equip and maintain sewer mains and sewers in 
said city, and the right to maintain, equip and manage 
a complete system or systems of sewerag*e or surface 
drainage in'the same to any person, natural or artificial. 
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that they may think best, either by resolution or ordi- 
nance, but not for a longer term than fifty years; and 
they may pass all such ordinances, resolutions and or- 
ders controlling, regulating and governing the same, 
and compelling connection therewith as aforesaid, as 
they may deem best, when the same shall be leased, 
made, equipped, managed, operated and maintained as 
any such person- or company under such lease or con- 
tract as though the same were made and maintained and 
oj>erated by said city. 

And in the event that they lease or contract out the 
same, they shall exercise absolute dominion and control 
of such system and the operation of it, and may define 
from time to time the kind of sewers and mains, and the 
manner of laying the same, and the material out of which 
they shall be constructed, and the places where they 
shall be laid, and may, if in their judgment the same 
shall become dangerous to life or health or a nuisance 
to the inhabitants of said city, or any considerable por- 
tion thereof, after ten days' notice directed to whom it 
may concern, and published one time in the newspaper 
where the advertising of said city is done, giving notice 
to the management of such system or systems that the 
same is dangerous to life or health, or is a nuisance as 
aforesaid, either require the same to be remedied or 
taken up and removed from said city, in whole or in 
part, as they may think best. And if the same is not so 
remedied, taken up or removed, in whole or in part, as 
they may require, or if the work in any such case 
to such end actually commenced in good faith within ten 
days after such publication, and after being so commenc- 
ed as aforesaid, then continued on in good faith towards 
the end in view, they may proceed in a summary manner, 
by resolution or ordinance, to direct the marshal of said 
city or other officer, with such force as they may see fit. 
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to repair or remove the same, in whole or in part, at the 
expense of such lessee or owner thereof, and may issue 
execution against the lessee or owner of such system for 
the cost or expense incurred in any such case ; provided, 
that no lease or contract in any such right shall be niade 
to or entered into with any person, natural or artificial, 
unless good and sufficient bond is executed by him, it, or 
them, conditioned to keep such system or systems in 
such repair and perfect order and condition as the mayor 
and council may require from them ; and also to observe 
all such ordinances, by-laws, rules and regulations as 
they may pas? or order touching the same, and condi- 
tioned further, to pay such costs for repairing or remov- 
ing of the same as may be incurred in the event that the 
same may be required to be done as above provided. 
And the said mayor and council shall have power from 
time to time, during the while that such system is oper- 
ated, in the event of a lease or contract as aforesaid, by 
any such lessee or contractor, to require said bond to be 
strengthened whenever, in their judgment, it is neces- 
sary by adding other securities, whenever, in their 
opinion, a bondsman or bondsmen thereon shall become 
financially weakened. 

§6i. There shall be three assessors appointed as 
hereinafter, whose duty it shall be to assess all real and 
personal property in said city, at a true and fair valua- 
tion; and they shall be appointed by said mayor and 
council as follows : at the first appointment of assessors, 
which shall take place under this act, (approved Novem- 
ber 12, 1889,) ^t the first regular meeting of the mayor 
and council after organization in January next, they shall 
be appointed, on« for one year, one for two years, and 
one for three years ; and ever thereafter one assessor 
shall be elected and qualified annually, and shall hold his 
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office for a t-erm of three years, and until his successor is 
elected and qualified, except when an appointment is 
made to fill a vacancy, and shall take the following oath : 

*'I, , do solemnly swear that I will faithfully 

perform the duties of assessor for the city of Brunswick, 
and will make a true and just valuation of all property 
assessed." 

And it shall be the duty of the assessors to assess 
and value annually all r-eal estate and personal property 
in said 'city liable for taxation, at a true and just valua- 
tion, and to enter their assessment of the same in a book 
to be kept for that purpose, and r-eturn the same to the 
mayor and council of said city, and file it with the clerk 
of council on or before the first day of March of each 
and every year ; in which return they shall describe the 
real property assessed, by number, metes and bounds, 
or other sufficient description, so as to give a sufficient 
identification thereof, and they may describe and assess 
the personal property therein in a solid lump, as per- 
sonal property of such and such value, or by items, or by 
classification, with reference to the general character of 
the specifics in which the property may consist, or other- 
wise in their discretion. 

Said assessors shall have the same power to hear 
evidence and subpoena witnesses, and compel the wit- 
nesses when subpoenaed to appear and testify, and to 
punish for contempt, as is given by law to the police 
court of said city. All persons claiming or owning prop- 
erty of every or any nature and sort in the limits of said 
city, or who is engaged in any sort of business, shall, «.»n 
or before the first day of May erf each and every year, 
make such a return of the same to the clerk of council for 
taxation, together with the value of the same, i.milei 
oath, as may be prescribed by ordinance of said mayor 
and council; provided, that any person making return 
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of real property, at any time in the future, may at the 
time of making such return, with the consent of the may- 
or and council, direct, in writing, that his return as to the 
parcels of real estate included therein, shall stand and be 
his return of the same for every year thereafter 
until he shall alter such, his return, by adding 
other parcels thereto, or striking therefrom some of 
the parcels included in the same. And it shall be the duty 
of persons transferring or acquiring real property, after 
the same has been so returned, to notify the derk of 
council, in writing, of the fact of such transfer, and the 
names of the transferer and transferree, before the first 
day of April following such transfer, and in case trans- 
fers of real property shall not be so notified to the clerk, 
then the same may be taxed as the property of the per- 
son last returning the same and shall be subject in like 
manner as if. no transfer had been made. 

If, on the first day of May of any year, there is any 
such real estate in said city as has not been so returned 
by the owner or claimant thereof, it shall be the duty of 
the clerk to issue an execution against said real estate 
which has not been so returned by the owner or owners 
thereof, as non-returned property, which execution shall 
plainly describe the property, against which it is is- 
sued so as to sufficiently, and with reasonable certainty 
identify the same, and it shall be directed to the marshal, 
requiring him to levy upon that particular property, and 
out of the same to make, by levy and sale, the amount' of 
the taxes due on said property for that year, and that the 
sale of non-returned property shall be advertised once a 
week for four weeks before the day of sale ; and when any 
property is sold as non-returned property, as aforesaid, 

when the same was not returned and the terms of this 

(I 

section authorizes such sale shall have been fully com- 
plied with, and the same is not redeemed within the time 
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hereinafter mentioned, then and in that case, the sale of 
the same shall absolutely and entirely divest the claim 
and title to the same from all persons before and at the 
time of such sale, claiming or owning the same or any 
interest therein, and shall vest the title thereto absolute- 
ly and unconditionally in the purchaser at such sale, his 
heirs and assigns; and any person who will make oath 
before any officer authorized by the laws of this State to 
accept an affidavit, that he is the owner, or agent of the 
owner, stating the name of the real owner, (and if such 
affidavit i& made by a trustee, he shall state who are the 
cestui que trust for whom he claims,) of such property, 
that he desires to get a reconveyance of the same he may. 
do so on paying the amoiunt of the purchase money at 
such sale and all costs and charges and ten per cent on 
the same at any time within twelve months from the 
day of the sale. And whenever property is sold as 
non-returned property as aforesaid, and brings more; 
than the amount of the taxes and costs attending such 
sale, the marshal shall pay the excess to the treasurer of 
said city and take his receipt for the same, which balance 
shall be held by the treasurer for the space of two years 
from the date of the sale when, if no person has made 
claim to the same as heireinafter provided, the same shall 
become the property of the mayor and council, and be 
by them used for the best welfare of said city; and no 
suit at law or in equity shall be brought to recover such 
excess, after said period of two years. And when any per- 
son within said period of twelve months shall redeem 
such non-returned property as aforesaid, it shall be the 
duty of the treasurer to pay any such excess, as afore- 
said, over to the person redeeming the same, and take 
his receipt on the back of such affidavit. And if such ex- 
cess is claimed after a period of one year, and within said 
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period of two years, by any owner or claimant, it shall 
be only necessary for such owner or claimant, or agent 
of such, to make an affidavit that he was the owner of 
such non-returned property, or the agent of the owner ^ 
and the name in his affidavit of the owner, and stating 
that the time in which to redeem the same having elaps> 
ed, he desires to have paid to him such excess; and on 
his receipt on the back of such affidavit, the treasurer 
shall pay him the same. 

When any property, real or personal, has been re- 
turned as in this section required, and the person re- 
turning the same shall make default^in the payment of 
any prescribed taxes for that year, then it shall be the 
duty of the clerk to issue his execution against such per-- 
son, directed to the marshal, requiring him to make the 
amount of such taxes out of the person making such re- 
turn, by seizure of the property of such person ; and it 
shall be the duty of the marshal to levy such execution, 
first upon the personal property of said defaulter, if any 
is to be found, and if not to make return of that fact, and 
then levy on the real estate of such person ; and^ the sale 
of such property shall be advertised once a week for 
four weeks preceding the day of sale of such property ; 
and such sale shall pass the title to the same as effectual- 
ly and as absolutely as would the deed of the person or 
persons against whom such executions were issued, 
whenever property has been sold as aforesaid, for the 
non-payment of taxes, and when return has been made, 
the person against whom the execution has been issued 
may redeem the same at any time within twelve months 
from the day of the sale, on paying the amount for which 
it is sold, and the costs and charges aforesaid, and ten 
per cent on the same. 

All sales herein provided for shall take place on a 
regular sheriff's sale day, between the regular hours of 
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sheriffs sales provided for in this State; and on the day 
of sale herein provided for it shall be the duty of the 
marshal to offer the property levied on, the same being 
realty, first for rent for one year ; and if any amount is 
not offered sufficient to pay the taxes and costs, then for 
rent for five years, then for ten years, then for twenty 
years ; and if he receives no such sufficient bid, then to 
offer for sale one-fourth undivided interest; and if he 
then receives no sufficient bid as aforesaid, he shall offer 
one-half; and if still no bid, then three-fourths; and if 
still no bid, then the whole for sale, and shall knock it off 
to the highest bidder, after crying the same according 
to the laws of the land. The amount to be charged for ad- 
vertising the sale of such proi>erty shall be the same as 
now prescribed by the general laws of this State ; and a 
fee of fifty cents for levy, five per cent, commission on 
the amount realized at the sale, fifty cents for signing 
the deed, and fifty cents for each execution issued, shall 
be paid as costs ; and all such costs shall be turned into 
the treasury of said city. 

Any person not a party to any such execution, 
claiming property levied on, may file his claim to the 
same as claims are now filed to property levied on under 
mesne or ordinary process in the State, and as by the 
practice now obtaining generally in the courts of this 
State ; and when property so levied on is so claimed, it 
shall be the duty of the marshal to return the execution 
and claim to the superior court of Glynn County, where 
it shall be tried and disposed of as other claim cases. 

All executions for taxes shall be signed by the clerk 
of council, and directed to the marshal, and bear test in 
the name of the mayor and aldennen of said city, and be 
returnable before them at their next meeting after the 
issue of the same, which shall not convene within thirty 
days; and the proceeds of all such shall be paid to the 
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treasurer, and at all sales under executions for taxes due 
said mayor and council, the mayor and council may bid 
in the property so offered for sale in the name of the 
mayor and council, and they may direct the clerk or any 
other officer, from time to time, to bid in the same, and 
have a deed of realty or bill of sale of personalty of the 
same made by the marshal to said mayor and council, 
and hold the same for the use of said city ; provided the 
same, does not bring more at sych sale than the amount 
of the taxes and costs due on said execution. 

The mayor and council shall have and is hereby 
given full arid ample authority by and under appropriate 
resolutions, ordinances, penalties, rules and regulations, 
to carry out and enforce the purposes of this section and 
to.punish violations of the same. 

If any assessment of any real estate authorized by 
this section shall be deemed erroneous, the owner or 
agent of any such estate, who^ may be dissatisfied with 
any such assessment, shall have the privilege of making 
complaint to the mayor and council, within twenty days 
from the date of the report of the assessors, which com- 
plaint must be made in writing; and upon such com- 
plaint being made, the assressmenit complained of shall 
be immediately referred to three arbiters, one chosen by 
the mayor and council, one by the party complaining 
and the third by the two so chosen, whose award in the 
matter shall be conclusive and final. 

§62. All taxes and assessments due the said city, 
shall rank as debts due to the public, whether in the ad- 
ministration of the assets of a descendant or otherwise ; 
and tax executions in favor of said city shall have the 
same lien on property throughout the State as judg- 
ments have by law. 

§63. The mayor and council shall have the sole and 
exclusive right to grant licenses to sell or retail liquors 
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within the limits of said city, and of fixing the rate and 
aqjount of such licenses, and the terms and conditions 
upon which they shall issue, and to declare said licenses 
void when said terms and conditions are not complied 
with ; and may, from time to time, confine such traffic to 
locality or localities and change the same at will; pro- 
vided, that when such district is once fixed, it shall not 
be changed until all licenses then in existence have ex- 
pired. 

§64. The mayor and council shall have the power 
and authority to license, regulate and control all billiard 
tables, pool tables or other tables of like kind, or any 
other kind of table kept for public play, ten pin alleys, 
nine pin alleys or alleys within the city, and to remove 
the same whenever they become nuisances ; and to li- 
cense and regulate and control all livery stables, drays, 
wagons, carts, and all pleasure vehicles and carriages of 
whatever kind, within the city ; and the mayor and coun- 
cil shall have absolute power and control over all wells 
and pumps and all water works, fire works and engines 
within said city. 

§65. The mayor and council ghall have the authori- 
ty and power to regulate and control the conduct of ped- 
dlers and itinerant traders within the limits of said city, 
by taxation or otherwise, and also to tax theatrical per- 
formances, exhibitions and shows of any kind whatever 
in said city, except such peddlers, traders and shows as 
are exempt from taxation under the laws of this State. 

§66. The mayor and council shall have the authori- 
ty and power to appoint and license, annually, as many 
auctioneers or vendue masters for said city as they may 
deem proper and to regulate and control the same, and 
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also to levy a tax upon all goods sold at auction in said 
city, which tax shall be paid by the auctioneer. . 

§67. The mayor and council shall have the authori- 
ty and power to regulate and control the measurment of 
all wood, timber, lumber, staves, shingles, etc., and a 
general inspection and supervision of all goods, produce 
and, articles exhibited for sale within the limits of said 
city, for which purpose they shall appoint and license in- 
spectors of every sort, measurers, weighers and gangers, 
whose duties and fees they shall prescribe and declare. 

§68. The said mayor and council shall have the au- 
thority and power to regulate or control, or prohibit the 
running at large, of any dogs, horses, mules, cattle, hogs 
or other stock, within the limits of said city. 

§69. The mayor and council are empowered to es- 
tablish by ordinance a board of public works, to provide 
for officers composing said board, their term of office, 
powers, duties and compensation ; provided, that the said 
mayor and council are fully empowered, after the estab- 
lishment of said board of public works, to repeal the 
ordinance and dispense with said board at any time 
in their discretion. 

§70. The police court of said city is hereby con- 
tinued a court of record ; and the mayor, or acting may- 
or, is hereby authorized and empowered to preside in 
said court, and to hold sessions thereof as often, as to 
him may appear necessary, but at least three times a 
week, which sitting shall be in the council room or city 
hall, or such other place in said city, as the mayor and 
council may by ordinance direct, and convene at 10 
o'clock a. m. on the days when held. And said court 
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shall have cognizance of all offences against the ordi- 
nances, by-laws, rules and regulations of said city, with 
power to inflii:t the proper punishment by fines, im- 
prisonment, labor or other penalty prescribed by such 
ordin-ances, by-laws, rules and regulations, from time to 
time; and to enforce the same by mitimus directed to 
the m'arshal of the city, or any policeman thereof, or to 
the keeper of the guard house when necessary. And the 
said court shall have power to commit to jail or the 
guardhouse any and all persons who may disturb said 
court during its sitting, or who may, in any manner, 
be in contempt of its lawful authority. And any person 
dissatisfied with the judgment rendered against him, 
may sue out a writ of certiorari to the superior court 
under the rules governing such ; and before the petition 
for certiorari is sanctioned, the defendant shall pay all 
costs and give bond for his personal appearance to 
abide the final judgment in said case ; or if he cannot 
give bond but can pay co-sts and make affidavit that he 
cannot give bond, but if he cannot pay costs but can give 
bond, he may give bond, and make affidavit that he can- 
not ply costs, or if he can neither give bond nor pay 
costs, he shall swear to that fact before any petition for 
certiorari shall be sanctioned. 

And in all prosecutions in said police court, the 
same shall be commenced by affidavits, as prescribed in 
section 884 of the Code of Georgia, upon which a war- 
rant shall issue and be signed by the presiding officer 
of said police court, which shall be in, fo-rm of war- 
rant described in section 885 of the Code of Georgia, 
except that it shall be directed only to- the marshal or 
assistant marshal or policemen of said city, and shall 
require the person therein named to be taken before the 
said police court for trial. And on this warrant and 
affidivit the issue of guilty or not guilty shall be formed 
and the trial proceed whenever the case is sounded iu

open court, unless continued under the rules of law as 
far as they can be applied to said court. And it shall be 
only necessary in such affidavit to describe the offence 
alleged with such particularity as that the judge of said 
court may readily understand the nature of the charge 
and no more. And if such aflfidavit and warrant should be 
dismissed for want of formality, either on demurrer be- 
fore the trial or be detected afterwards, and at any time 
bejfore judgment, the same may be nolle prosequied, and 
another, and another, and another sued out, and so on 
from each dismissal until one should be drafted suf- 
ficient for the purpose. 

And whenever a person is arrested by authority ot 
this act, it shall be lawful for him to enter into a bond 
to be approved by the marshal of said city, or the mayor 
or any alderman, conditioned for the faithful appear- 
ance of such person to answer such charge when the 
same shall be heard, and shall be made payable to the 
mayor and council of said city ; which bond shall be for- 
feited on the non-appearance of the defendant in the 
same manner in the said court as penal bonds are for- 
feited in the superior courts of this State, and th-e pre- 
siding officer of the said court is empowered to issue 
scire facias returnable before him not less than ten 
nor more than twenty days, when any defendant shall 
fail to appear in terms of his bond, which shall be di- 
rected to and served by the marshal or other police of- 
ficer of said city, and upon the return thereof to enter 
up judgment against such principal and security upon 
such bond, if such principal is not produced within said 
time in terms of said bond, as judgments of forfeiture on 
recognizance are entered in the superior courts of this 
State : and upon all such judgments the presiding of- 

• ficer of said court shall issue executions directed to the 
marshal or other police officers of said city, which may 

*be levied upon any property of the defendants, princi- 
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pal or security, or both, and shall be returnable before 
said presiding officer in not less than ten nor more 
than sixty days from the dat-e of judgment, and sales of 
property under such executions and judgments shall be 
conducted, advertised and made as sales of property un- 
der executions for taxes where return has been made ; 
and such judgment of said presiding officer of said 
court shall be a lien upon all property of said defen- 
dants, principal and security, on such bonds, equal in 
dignity to the judgments of the several courts of this 
State and of the same date, the superior in dignity to all 
judgments in this State rendered after the date of such 
judgment of forfeiture. There shall be no certiorari 
from a fine or commitment for contempt ; but such fine 
for contempt shall not exceed five dollars, or imprison- 
ment for contempt not exceeding five days. And the 
presiding officer of said police court shall have the pow- 
er to summon any witnesses residing in the county of 
Glynn or in said city to appear and testify for either 
, prosecution or defence. 

§71. The mayor and council shall have the power 
and authority to impose and inflict such fines, penalties 
and forfeitures for the violation of any ordinance, by- 
law, rule or regulation of said city as shall, in their 
judgment, be conducive to the welfare, interest, good 
order and proper government of said city ; and may, for 
violations of such ordinances, by-laws, rules and regula- 
tions, punished by a fine not exceeding two hundred 
dollars or imprisonment in the guard house of said city 
not to exceed thirty days, or to work on the chain gang 
on the public works, streets, alleys and so forth of said 
city, not to exceed sixty days ; or, if said city has no 
chain gang to work for the space of sixty days on any 
chain gang under control of the authorities of Glynn 
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County, and if said city has no established guard house, 
to be confined in th-e jail of Glynn County for thirty 
days, and any one or more of these penalties may be 
ordered in the discretion of the presiding officer of said 
police court; that is to say, he may fine two hundred 
dollars and sentence to labor for sixty days on any such 
public work, and sentence to imprisonment for thirty 
days in any such prison, or may fine a less sum than two 
hundred dollars and imprisonment to such prison for a 
term less than thirty days, and sentence to labor for a 
term less than sixty days, or may impose any one of said 
penalties or put the sentence in the alternative; that is 
to say, sentence to labor or to confinement, to be dis- 
charged on payment of a fine not exceeding two hun- 
dred doHars and costs; and it shall be sufficient de- 
scription of the punishment to be inflicted for the \dola- 
tion of any ordinance of said city for the mayor and al- 
dermen thereof to say in such ordinance that the viola- 
tion of such ordinance shall be punished as prescribed 
in this section, referring to it by number, without set- 
ting it out in full in the ordinance. 

^y2. The clerk of council the marshal and all mem- 
bers of the police force of said city shall be officers of 
the police court, and they are hereby authorized to de- 
mand and receive for services rendered or duty per- 
formed in said court such fees and costs for themselves 
to be collected from the defendant, if convicted, as may 
be established by ordinance of said city. 

§73. Said mayor and council shall have the au- 
thority and power to establish work houses, and cause 
labor and confinement therein, and also on the streets, 
drains, squares and commons in said city, by all persons, 
whether white or colored, who shall have been convict- 
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ed of offences against the ordinances, by-laws, rules and 
regulations of the city, or the laws of the State, and so 
sentenced by the proper tribunal. 

§74. The mayor and each alderman shall be vested 
with the authority and power of a justice of the peace, 
so as to enable them to suppress all riots, breaches of 
peace, and commit for violations of the criminal code, 
within the limits of said city, and to arrest, confine or 
bind over all offenders against the laws of the State, to 
answer for such offences before the proper tribunal. 

§75. It shall be the duty of the marshal of said city, 
upon notice in writing from the mayor or any member 
of council, to prosecute all offences against the laws of 
the State, committed within the limits of said city, and 
in case any offence shall be committed in the presence 
of said marshal, or within his knowledge, it shall be his 
duty to prosecute the offender without notice. 

§76. The survey of the town and commons of 
Brunswick, as heretofore made by William Hughes, 
Esq., of Liberty County, in accordance with the re- 
quirements of an act of the legislature, approved the 
22nd day of December, 1857, is hereby again confirmed 
as constituting the true boundary lines of said town and 
commons, and a certified copy thereof may be used in 
evidence in any cases involving the locality of the town 
and commons of Brunswick ; provided, nevertheless, 
that nothing herein shall be construed to affect private 
rights, already existing, to any lot or lots of land within 
the corporate limits of said city. 

^yy. All and every portion of the commons, as de- 
fined and dedicated to the use of the public by order of 
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the Colonial Council, on the i6th day of June, 1766, and 
as recognized by the several acts of the legislature, pas- 
sed from time to time, in relation thereto, and as shown 
and delineated by the re-survey of the said William 
Hughes, are hereby vested in and again confirmed to 
the said mayor and council for the sole use and benefit, 
forever, of the people of siaid city ; provided, however, 
that nothing herein contained shall be so construed as 
to invalidate or afifect any title which may have legally 
passed with those portions of said commons which were 
actually sold and conveyed by the commissioners, under 
authority from the legislature, in pursuance of acts 
thereof passed in the years 1797 and 1835, ^'^ ^^Y ^'ig^'its 
that have vested under any subsequent act of the legis- 
lature, either as to commons or land under water. 

§78. The mayor and council shall have the authori- 
ty and power to adopt and execute any measures which 
may appear to them necessary and proper to secure and 
protect the interests of said city, in all and every portion 
of said commons, and in all other property thereof ; and 
the said m-ayor and council shall only have the au- 
thority and power to lease said commons, on such 
terms and conditions, and for such periods and con- 
siderations, as may seem advantageous and beneficial to 
said city ; but no lease shall exceed the term of ninety- 
nine years, except by the assent of a majority of all the 
legal voters of said city, which assent shall be ascertain- 
ed by holding an election for that purpose, after giving 
twenty days' notice of the time and place of holding 
such election, in which notice shall also be described the 
particular location, boundaries and length of time it is 
proposed to lease such property ; and should a majority 
of all the aforesaid legal voters give their assent to lease 
such property for a longer period than ninety-nine 
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years, then, and in that event, the mayor and council 
shall have the power to grant such lease, but not other- 
wise. 

And all revenues derived from the leases and taxes 
of said town commons, including both the land and the 
improvements and buildings thereon, shall be appro- 
priated by the mayor and council of said city to the sup- 
port of the public schools in the city. 

The treasurer of said city shall keep a separate and 
accurate account of all moneys so received from the 
lessees and taxes of said town commons and improve- 
ments thereon, and shall pay such sums quarterly or 
oftener to the board of education, to be applied by said 
board of education strictly and entirely to the support 
of the public schools within the incorporate limits of 
said city. 

The mayor and council of said city are prohibited 
from appropriating any of such moneys so received from 
the lessees and the taxes of said town commons and the 
improvements thereion to any other purpose than the 
support of the public schools of said city, and it shall be 
the duty of the mayor or acting mayor of said city to 
draw a warrant in favor of said board of education at 
least quarterly on said treasurer for such money so re- 
ceived from said town commons and improvements 
thereon as may be in said treasurer's hands. 

§79. The mayor and council shall be authorized to 
make appropriations of public moneys out of the treasu- 
ry of said city, not otherwise appropriated, to the sup- 
port of the public schools of said city. 

§80. The mayor and council may, by ordinance, 
prohibit all disreputable characters, such as intoxicated 
persons, tramps and lewd women, from walking or rid- 
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ing in the streets, squares and alleys of said city after 
the hour of six o'clock at night, and shall have power 
to provide a penalty by ordinance for the use of vulgar 
and obscene language, and to punish lewd and disorder- 
ly conduct within the limits of said city, and to pass or- 
dinances regulating, licensing and controlling all places 
of public amusement and all performances, circuses and 
shows of every nature, and defining the meaning of the 
words ''disreputable characters," '^intoxicated persons,' 
"tramps," and *'lewd women," as used in this section. 

§8i. The mayor and council shall have the authori- 
ty and power, whenever they shall deem it expedient 
and necessary to the protection and safety of said city, 
to fix and establish, by ordinance, fire limits within said 
city, and the same to enlarge, restrict or change, from 
time to time; and, after determining and declaring what 
shall constitute a fire-proof building, to prohibit, under 
the penalties prescribed herein, the erection of any 
other than fire-proof buildings within such limits, unless 
by unanimous consent of said mayor and council, at a 
regular meeting thereof; and, in the event any person 
shall, without such permission, erect, or cause to be 
erected, any other than a fire-proof building within 
such limits, the mayor and council shall, after five days' 
notice given, cause the same to be removed at the ex- 
pense of the owner of such building. 

§82. The mayor and council shall have power to 
borrow money, and contract loans for the public good, 
when, in their judgment, it shall be to the interest of 
said city so to do, and to issue bonds, and pledge the 
property, faith and credit of the city for the payment 
of debts so incurred. 
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{583. No ordinance, by-law or resolution of said 
mayor and council of a public character shall be binding 
within the limits of said city or on any person within the 
same, natural or arfificial, until the same shall have been 
published once in the newspaper in which the proceed- 
ings of the mayor and council and the legal advertising 
of said city is done. And it shall be the duty of the may- 
or and council to select, as the official organ of said city, 
any paper which has a general circulation in the county 
of Glynn and said city and the mayor and council shall 
cause the proceedings of each meeting of council to be 
published in said paper. 

And no ordinance or by-law shall pass the mayor 
and council and become a by-law or ordinance thereof 
until the same shall have been introduced and read once 
at the regular meeting of the mayor and council when 
the same is introduced, and twice at the next regular 
meeting of said mayor and council before the same pas- 
s,es and becomes a law. 

And the regular meetings of the mayor and council 
shall be fixed by them and changed from time to time, 
by resolution or ordinance, without reading the same 
but once and without any publication. Ordinances and 
resolutions touching quarantine, or passed in the exer- 
cise of the power of said mayor and council as to quar- 
antine, may be passed at the same meeting when intro- 
duced, whether regular or adjourned or called meeting, 
and after being read one time shall become law at sun- 
rise on the day after their publication. 

§84. All ordinances, by-laws and resolutions shall 
be spread at length upon the minutes of the council at 
the meeting when the same are adopted and before the 
next regular meeting by the clerk ; and he shall keep a 
full and explicit minute book of all regular, special or 
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called meetings of the mayor and council, in which he 
shall give a detailed minute of all their actings and do- 
ings, and shall specify the mayor and aldermen who are 
present, giving their names, and those who are absent, 
giving their names: 

§85. Neither the mayor nor any alderman shall at 
any time be interested; directly or indirectly, in any con- 
tract of any kind with the city or any of its departments, 
and any one who shall do so, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and may be indicted in the superior court of 
Glynn County, or proceeded against by accusation in the 
City Court of Brunswick, and on conviction shall be pun- 
ished as provided in section 1039 of the Code of Geor- 
gia. 

§86. The mayor and council may, whenever th-ey 
think proper, upon the request of the clerk and treas- 
urer of said city, so long as those officers remain con- 
solidated, appoint a deputy clerk and treasurer whose 
compensation shall be paid by the clerk and treasurer 
out of his compensation, and such deputy clerk and 
treasurer shall give bond to the clerk and treasurer for 
the faithful performance of his duties and to account to 
him for all moneys received by such deputy; but said 
mayor and aldermen shal be in no way bound to said 
deputy clerk and treasurer for his salary and compensa- 
tion, and such deputy may be removed by the clerk and 
treasurer at pleasure; and whenever he is so removed, 
the clerk and treasurer shall enter the fact on the min- 
utes, and the entry of such facts shall end cit once the 
functions and power? oi such deputy clerk and treasurer. 
During his term said deputy cl^rk and tre'i :urer shall be 
authorized and empowered to do all tl'e acts and things 
that such clerk and treasuier may be authorired to do. 
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§87. All laws and parts of laws contained in the 
acts of th-e Georgia Legislature prior to the act approv- 
ed November 12th, 1889, granting charter powers and 
privileges to said city or to the mayor and aldermen 
thereof which are not in conflict with said act of 1889 
are thereby continued part of the charter of said city. 

And the sale of all the commons and parts of com- 
mons of said city heretofore made under authority of the 
several acts of the legislature, as recited in the act ap- 
proved August 27, 1872, are confirmed. And all deeds, 
contracts, leases and other instruments, whenever and 
by whomsoever executed and made to the contrary, are 
declared to be void and of no. effect. 

§88. The code of ordinances of said city complied 
by G. B. Mabry in the year 1884, from and exclusive ot 
section 79 on page 23 of said code, to and inclusive of 
section 440 on page 99 thereof, and which, on the 12th 
day of November, 1889, were of force, and which are 
not in conflict with said act of 1889, ^tre, by the act, ap- 
proved November 12th, 1889, amending the charter of 
said city, continued in force until thereafter repealed or 
amended. And all ordinances of a public nature passed 
previous to the compilation of said code and not em- 
bodied therein, were, by the said act of 1889, annulled. 



MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS FROM THE 
CONSTITUTION AND CODE OF GEORGIA. 

§89. (5893.) The debt hereafter incurred by 
any county, municipal corporation or political division 
of this State, e;xcept as in this constitution provided for, 
shall not exceed seven per centum of the assessed value 
of all the taxable property therein. And no such county, 
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municipality ar division shall incur any new debt except 
for a temporary loan or loans to supply casual deficien- 
cies of revenue, not to exceed one-fifth of one per cen- 
tum of the assessed value of taxable property therein, 
withoiit the assent of two-thirds of the qualified voters 
thereof, at an election for that purpose to be held as 
may be prescribed by law ; but any city the debt of which 
does not exceed seven per centum of the assessed value 
of the taxable property at the time of the adoption of 
this constitution may be authorized by law to increase 
at any time the amount of said debt three per centum 
upon such assessed valuation. 

§90. (5894.) Any county, municipal corporation 
or political division of this State which shall incur any 
bonded indebtedness under the provisions of this con- 
stitution shall, at or before the time of so doing, provide 
for the assessment and collection of an annual tax suf- 
ficient in amount to pay the principal and interest of 
said debt within thirty years from the date of the in- 
curring of said indebtedness. 

§91 (5897.) Municipal corporations shall not 
incur any debt until provision therefor shall hav^ been 
made by the municipal government. 

§92 (377.) When any county, municipality or 
division shall desire to incur any bonded debt as pres- 
cribed in paragraphs one and two, section seven, article 
seven of the constitution of 1877, the election required 
shall be called and held as follows, to-wit: The officers 
charged with levying taxes, contracting debts, etc., for 
the county, municipality or division, shall give notice 
for the space of thirty days next preceding day of elec- 
tion, in the newspaper in which the sheriff's advertise- 
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ments for the county are published, notifying the quali- 
fied voters that on the day named an election will be 
held to determine the question whether bonds shall be 
issued by the county, municipality or division. In said 
notice he shall specify what amount of bonds are to be 
issued, for what purposes, what interest they are to bear, 
how much principal and interest to be paid annually, 
and when to be fully paid off. 

§93- (378.) Said election shall be held at all the 
voting or election precints within the limits of the coun- 
ty, municipality or division, and shall be held by the 
same persons and in the same manner, under the same 
rules and regulations that elections for officers of said 
county, municipality or division are held, and the re- 
turns shall be made to the officers calling or ordering 
the election, who shall, in the presence and together 
with the several managers (who bring up the returns,) 
consolidate said returns and declare the result. 

§94 (379-) When said notice is given and said 
election held in accordance with the preceding section, 
if the requisite two-thirds of the voters of the county, 
municipality or division at said election vote for bonds, 
then the authority to issue the bonds in accordance with 
paragraphs one and two, section seven, article seven oi 
the constitution is hereby given to the proper officers of 
said county, municipality or division. 

§95- (380.) In determining the question 
whether or not two-thirds of the qualified voters in said 
county, municipality or division voted in favor of the 
issuance of said bonds, the tally sheets of the last gener- 
al election held in said county, municipality or division, 
shall be taken as a correct enumeration of the qualified 
voters thereof. 
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§96- (758.) The municipal authorities of any in- 
corporated town or city of this State are authorized to 
compromise their bonded debt, in accordance with the 
provisions of this chapter; provided, that this chapter 
shall not be construed to prejudice the rights of such 
creditors as may refuse to assent to such compromise. 

§97 (759-) Where there are outstanding bonds 
and coupons of any incorporated town or city of this 
State, whether the said outstanding bonds or coupons 
are due or to become due, it shall be lawful for the mu- 
nicipal authorities to issue new bonds, with coupons 
attached, to be exchanged and stand in place of such 
outstanding bonds and coupons; provided always, that 
the new bonds so issued shall not exceed in amount the 
previously existing total bonded debt, with in- 
terest thereon, of such town or city. 

§98. (760.) When the authorities of such town 
or city shall desire to avail themselves of the benefit of 
the provisions of this chapter, they are hereby authoriz- 
ed and empowered to pass any ordinance or ordinances 
to provide for the issuance and exchange of new bonds 
to stand in the place and stead of outstanding bonds and 
coupons, and to determine the mode and method of such 
issuance and exchange, and to fix the length of time 
such new bonds shall run, and the rate of interest they 
shall bear. Such ordinance or ordinances shall have the 
force and effect of contracts between the said town or 
city and those who may receive or hold such new bonds 
so issued and exchanged. 

§99 (761.) If any town or city, availing itself of 
the provisions of this chapter, shall desire to provide a 
sinking fund for the redemption of such new bonds, it

shall be lawful for th-e authorities to pass all ordinances 
necessary for that purpose, and to create a commission 
for the management of said sinking fund and for its pro- 
per use and application, which commission shall be com- 
|x>sed of not less than three nor mor-e than five free* 
holders of such town or city ; and the ordinance or ordi- 
nances providing for said sinking fund and said commis- 
sion, for its management and application, and the mode 
of appointing said commission, and prescribing its du- 
ties, shall have the force, and effect of law, and shall be 
held and considered as part of the contract between such 
town or city and the acceptors or holders of such new 
bonds. 

§100 (767.) All real and personal estate, 
whether owned by individuals or corporations, resident 
or non-resident, is liable to taxation. 

§101. (762.) The following described property 
shall be exempt from taxation, to-wit: All public pro- 
perty, places of religious worship and places of burial; 
all institutions of purely public charity; all buildings 
erected for and used as a college, incorporated academy, 
or other seminary of learning; the real and personal 
estate of any public library, and that of any other liter- 
ary association, used by or connected with such library ; 
all books, philosophical apparatus, paintings and 
statuary of any company or association, kept in a pub- 
lic hall, and not held as merchandise, or for the purpose 
of sale or gain; provided, th-e above described property 
so exempted be not used for purposes of private or cor- 
porate profit or income; and all laws exempting pro- 
perty from taxation, other than the property herein 
enumerated, shall be void. 
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§I02 (1608.) No municipal corporation shall 
levy or assess a tax on cotton, or the sales thereof, nor 
levy or assess a tax on any agricultural products raised 
in this State, or the sales thereof (other than cotton,) 
until after the expiration of three months from the time 
of their introduction into said corporations. 

§103. (719.) No municipal corporation shall le- 
vy or collect for the ordinary current expenses of said 
corporation, except as hereinafter provided, any ad valo- 
rem tax upon the property within said corporation ex- 
ceeding one-half of one per cent, upon the value of said 
property, any charter of said corporation to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. 

§104 (720.) The term "ordinary current expen- 
ses'' shall be construed to include all current expenses 
excepting only expenditures for education, for paving 
or macadamizing streets, and for payment of the princi- 
pal and interest of the public debt, which shall be known 
as ''extraordinary expenses.'' 

And in all cases where it shall be necessary to levy 
an additional tax above said one-half of one per cent, 
for any one or m6re of said extraordinary expenses, the 
levy and assessment of the same for each said extraordi- 
nary expense shall be separately made and collected. 

Said municipal authorities shall cause separate ac- 
counts to be kept, on account of all amounts collected 
and disbursed on account of each of said extraordinary 
expenses; and all amounts sio- collected shall be applied 
exclusively to the extraordinary expenses for which said 
tax was levied and collected. 

§105 (721.) Any ofificer of any municipal corpo- 
ration who shall apply any portion of any fund collect- 
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ed by taxation for either of said extraordinary expenses 
to any other ordinary or extraordinary expense shall 
be guilty of malpractice in office. 

§106. (722.) If an additional fund is required by 
said corporation for internal improvements not herein 
provided for, or if the amount realized by the levy of 
one-half of one per cent, shall be insufficient to defray 
che ordinary current expenses of said corporation, an ad- 
ditional tax may be levied for this purpose when the 
same shall be authorized by a vote of two-thirds of the 
legal voters of said corporation who shall vote at an 
election to be held for that purpose, and separate ac- 
counts of all amounts so collected and disbursed shall 
be kept as is provided in section 720. 

§107 (731.) All executions issued for taxes due 
the State, or any county thereof, or any municipal cor- 
poration, whether issued on assessments for permanent 
improvements of streets or sewers of said municipal 
corporations, or otherwise, shall bear interest at the rate 
of seven per cent per annum, from the time fixed by law 
for issuing the same; provided, that this section shall 
not apply to taxes or tax fi. fas. issued by any municipal 
corporation imposing penalties for failure to pay taxes 
to any municipal corporation on any fi. fas. due to it for 
taxes or assessments, having, November nth, 1889, a 
population of sixty thousand or more, unless the mayor 
and general council, mayor and council, or other gov- 
erning authority of any such municipal corporation shall, 
by order, resolution or ordinance provide for 
the charge and collection of such interest on such fi. fa. 

§108 (729.) When any treasurer or o-ther person au- 
thorized to collect the taxes due any municipal corpora-

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tion can find no property of the defendant on which to 
levy any tax execution, he shall make an entry to that ef- 
fect on said execution, and may then issue summons of 
garnishment against any person whom he may believe is 
indebted to the defendant, or who may have property, 
money or effects, in his hands, without making affidavit 
or giving bond. Said summons of garnishment shall be 
served by the treasurer or other tax collector, or by the 
sheriff, or any constable of the county in which the gar- 
nishee may reside, at least fifteen days before the sitting 
of the court, and return to the superior or city court of a 
county in which such municipal corporation is situated. 

§109 (723.) All municipal corporations have the 
authority to enforce the collection of any amount due 
or to become due for paving streets or lanes, or for lay- 
ing sewers and drains, or for cleaning or repairing privy 
vaults, by execution to be issued by the treasurer 
against the persons or corporations by whom such debts 
may be due, which may be levied by the marshal on the 
real estate of the owners, and after proceedings as in 
•cases of sales for city taxes, the same may be. sold at 
public outcry. All sales made by such city under execu- 
tion shall be subject to purchase by said corporations, 
and the right of redemption by the owner after sale. 

§110 (734.) Whenever at ai^y such sale by mu- 
nicipal corporations for taxes due it by its marshal or 
duly authorized officer, no one present shall bid for the 
property put up to be sold, as much as the tax, for 
which it is proposed to sell the same, and the officers' 
costs, if any due thereon, after such property shall have 
been cried a reasonable time, then any duly appointed 
officer or agent of the corporation may bid off such 
property for the corporation, and the marshal or other 
officer making such sale shall make to the corporation a 
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deed to the property so sold, and deliver the same to 
the officer designated by the corporation to receive it, 
and the title acquired by the corporation at such sale 
and by such deed shall be perfect, valid and binding, af- 
ter the period above provided for redemption by the 
owners shall have elapsed and there is no redemption by 
the owner, as if purchased by an individual or corpora- 
tion other than such corporation so purchasing, and the 
marshal or other duly authorized officer making the sale 
shall put the corporation, through any officer or person 
it may designate, in the possession of the property so 
sold. 

§111. (735.) Neither the governing body of any 
such municipal corporation, whether known as mayor 
and councilmen, mayor and aldermen, or by any other 
name, during whose term of service any such sale shall 
take place, nor any subsequently elected or appointed 
governing body, shall be capable of diverting or alienat- 
ing the title of the corporation to any property so pur- 
chased, except by a public sale of the same to the high- 
est bidder. 

§112. (1531) — (4, 1600, 1607, 1621.) Municipal 
corporations have authority to appoint inspectors, 
weighers, measurers, gangers, etc., for and regulate 
traffic in various products and commodities. 

§113 (739-) Councilmen and aldermen of the 
towns and cities of this State shall be incompetent to 
hold, except in towns of less than two thousand inhabi- 
tants, any other municipal office in said towns'and cities 
during the term of office for which they were chosen; 
but nothing in this section shall apply to any municipal 
office which is filled by appointment of the mayor. Any 
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councilmen or aldermen appointed during his term to 
any other municipal office shall resign before being 
eligible to enter upon the office tp Which he has been 
appointed. 

§ 1 14 (75 1 .) It is improper and illegal for a mem- 
ber of a city council to vote upon any question, brought 
before the council, in which he is personally interested. 

§115. (743.) One council cannot by an ordi- 
nance bind itself or its successors so as to prevent free 
legislation in matters of municipal government. 

§116. (699.) Any mayor, recorder, or other 
proper officer presiding in any municipal court in this 
State, shall have authority to bind over, or commit to 
jail, offenders against any criminal law of this State, 
whenever in the course of an investigation before such 
officer a proper case therefor shall be made out by the 
evidence. 

§117. (698,) Any municipal corporation in this 
State shall have full power and authority to provide, by 
ordinance, for the forfeiture of bonds given by offenders 
for their appearance before municipal courts, and to 
provide for the collection of the same from the principal 
and sureties to such bonds by judgment, execution and 
sale. 

§118. (713.) The governing authorities of any 
county or municipal corporation in this State, employ- 
ing or having labor performed by convicts, in any such 
county or' municipal corporation, may appoint a whip- 
ping boss for such convicts, and fix his compensation 
and prescribe his duties; provided, however, that pro- 
per and necessary discipline may be administered by the 
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superintendent or other officer or person having control 
of any convict or convicts without the employment of a 
whipping boss. 

§119. (1170.) Whenever any riot, outbreak, tu- 
mult, mob or route shall occur or be imminent under 
such circumstances that timely application cannot be 
made to the governor, and action had thereon by him, 
the mayor of any city, town, or village in which any of 
said volunteer forces are located, if he ascertains or has 
good reason to believe that the ordinary posse comita- 
tus or civil power of the county, city, town, or village 
where such violation of the laws and peace of this State 
occurs or appears imminent, are or would be unable to 
promptly suppress or prevent the same, may, without 
first making application to the govenor, direct the com- 
mander of each company, or part of a compvany of said 
vo'imteer forces in the county or said city, tcwi, or vil- 
lage where such lawlessness exists or is threatened, to 
call out and report with his command to such civil offi- 
cer, to enforce the laws and preserve the peace, and it 
shall be the duty of such .commander, and all persons 
composing such comand, to obey such order. 

§120. The following officers shall be elected by the 
mayor and council at a regular meeting as soon after 
organization as practicable : 

Clerk, 

Treasurer, 

Attorney, 

Physician, 

Surveyor, 

Marshal, 

Deputy marshal. 

Printer, 
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Superintendent of public works, 

Assessor, 

Board of health. 

Chief of fire department, 

Engineer for sewerage pumping station, 

Keeper of the guard house and clerk of the market, 

Sexton of white cemetery. 

Sexton of colored cemetery, 

Port wardens, 

Pilotage commissioner. 

Members board of education, 

Policemen. 

§121. All of said officers, except where otherwise 
provided, shall serve for one year, or until their succes- 
sors are elected and qualified, unless sooner removed 
from office. 

§122. Except commissioners of pilotage and mem- 
bers of the board of education, all of said officers shall 
be qualified by the mayor, or some other officer author- 
ized to administer an oath, and may be reprimanded, 
fined, suspended, with or without pay, by the mayor, or 
removed from office by the mayor and council, in coun- 
cil assembled, for malpractice in office, incompetency, 
intoxication or inefficiency in the discharge of their du- 
ties. 

§123. Each of said officers, excepting pilot com- 
missioners and members of the board of education, be- 
fore entering upon the discharge of his duties, shall give 
such bond and take such oath as the law or ordinances 
may require; and it shall not be lawful for the mayor 
or any member of council to become the surety of any 
officer. 
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§124. Additional sureties, or a new bond for a lar- 
ger sum, may be required of any of said officers, when- 
ever the mayor and council may deem it necessary. And 
if any officer elect shall refuse or fail to give bond in the 
first instance, or additional sureties, or a new bond when 
required, in the second instance, his office shall be d-e- 
Glared vacant, and the mayor and council shall proceed 
to fill the vacancy at such time as they may deem pro- 
per. 

§125. All election shall be by ballot and no person 
shall be eligible to office except a resident citizen of this 
city; provided, that the office of city surveyor may be 
held by any competent citizen of Glynn County.

§126. Th€ mayor shall hold his office for the term 
of two years, or until his successor is elected and quali- 
fied. He shall have the general superintendeney of the 
officers of the city, and shall preside at all meetings 
of council when practicable and may vote at all elections 
of officers if he desires, and shall give the casting vote 
on all questions in case of a tie. 

It is his duty tp see that all the officers of the city 
faithfully discharge the duties required of them. 
• 

§127. It shall be "the duty of the mayor, as soon af- 
ter organization of council as practicable, to appoint 
the following standing committees, and such others as 
council may, by resolution or otherwise, direct, to-wit: 

Finance, 
Public works. 
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Sanitation, 

Police, 

Fire Department, 

Light and Water, 

Charity and Hospital, 

Taxes and Revenues, 

Auditing, 

Purchasing, 

Harbor, 

Railroads, 

Education, * 

Building Permits, 

Tax Sale Property, 

Town Commons, 

Cemeteries, 

Public Buildings. 

§128. The mayor shall* have full control of the po- 
lice force of the city, and may direct the marshal, deputy 
marshal and policemen in the performance of their du- 
ties ; and may prescribe such rules and regulations gen- 
erally as may be necessary and proper for their govern- 
ment, subject to the ordinances and charter of the ci- 
ty. He may also engage policemen for temporary ser- 
vice, requiring of them the bond and oath of regular 
policemen. 

He shall hold the police court for the trial and pun- 
ishment of all offenders against the laws and ordinances 
oi said city. 

§129. The mayor shall have power to suspend 
any officer of the city, for any flagrant violation of law, 
dereliction of duty, which suspension he shall report to 
council at their next regular meeting, which shall in- 
quire into the propriety of the same. 
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§130. The mayor shall have published, at the -ex- 
pense of the city, all ordinances in force, passed by the 
mayor and council. 

His salary shall be fixed by council annually.

§131. The mayor is, ex officio, a member of the 
board of education of Glynn County. 



Mayor Pro Tempore, 



§132. The chairman of council and chairman pro 
tempore shall, respectively, in th^ absence or illness of 
the mayor, be clothed with all the rights, privileges, 
powers and duties of the mayor. In the absence of the 
mayor, the chairman of council shall act in his stead; 
in the absence of both the mayor and the chairman of 
council, the chairman pro tempore shall act. 

Th-e chairman of council and chairman pro tem. 
shall each take the same oath as .that prescribed for the 
mayor, before entering uix>n the discharg-e of their du- 
ties as such ; but neither shall receive any salary, or 
other compensation, unless specially appropriated by 
council. 

Clerk. 



§133. The clerk of the mayor and council shall 
hold his office for a term of two years, and until his suc- 
cessor is elected and qualified. 

§134. Before entering upon the discharg-e of his 
duties, the clerk shall take and subscribe before' the 
mayor, or some officer authorized to administer an oath. 
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the following oath, to-wit : "I, , do swear that 

I will, to the best of my skill and power, perform the du- 
ties of clerk of mayor and council of the city of Bruns- 
wick, without fear, favor or affection. So help me God." 
And shall also' give good and sufficient bond in the sum 
of two thousand dollars, to be approved by the mayor and 
council, for the faithful performance of his duties as such 
clerk. As surety upon such bond, a surety company may 
be accepted at the cost of the city, but other sureties 
may be accepted also. And the clerk may be required 
at any time to strengthen his bond by giving new sure- 
ties, when, in the discretion of the mayor and council, 
it may be necessary to do so ; provided, that in the event 
a surety or guaranty ^company shall sign the bond ot 
such clerk, and said surety or guaranty company shall 
be accepted by the mayor and council as satisfactory 
surety thereon, the premium, commission or charge 
made by such company for becoming such surety shall 
be paid by the mayor and council. 

§135. In the absence of the clerk, the mayor shall 
have power to appoint a clerk pro tem. and prescribe 
his duties as such. 

§136. It shall be the duty of the clerk to attend all 
meetings of council and of the police court; to record 
regularly and accurately all proceedings of the mayor 
and council in a book to be kept by him for the purpose, 
and he shall prepare for publication in the official organ, 
or for posting in some conspicious place, a correct re- 
port of the proceedings of each meeting of the mayor 
and council. He shall also keep a book, to be called 
''Ordinance Book," in which he shall record all the city 
ordinances and all the alterations of and amendments to 
the same and shall keep said ordinance book properly in- 
dexed. 
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§137. The clerk shall prepare the necessary digests 
of the tax returns, and deliver the same to the treasurer ; 
he shall keep a full, complete and book-keeper-like set 
of books of all the business, notes, accounts and fiscal 
aflFairs of the citv ; he shall furnish to the treasurer 
monthly pay-rolls of regular officers and employes of 
the city^ first having said pay-rolls submitted to and ap- 
proved by the finance committee of council ; receive all 
bills against the city, and after the same have been 
audited by the proper committee, enter them on the 
proper books, and then deliver vounchers to the treasur- 
er for the payment of said bills to the owners. He shall 
also issue all executions, summonses, notices, subpoenas 
and processes that may be necessary in the enforcement 
of the rules, regulations and ordinances of the mayor 
and council ; and also issue all Hcenses, badges and per- 
mits authorized or granted by council and keep a record 
of the same. 

§138. The clerk shall keep an execution docket, in 
which he shall enter all executions issued by him and 
shall hand said executions to the marshal, taking his re- 
ceipt therefor, and when the same are returned to his 
office, shall enter upon the docket the return of the of- 
ficer and shall report to council any failure or neglect 
upon the part of that officer to collect the same. 

§139. All deeds, leases and other written contracts 
made by the mayor and council to and with others, and 
by others to and with the mayor and council, shall be 
attested by the clerk officially. He shall be the keeper 
of the public seal of the city, and the custodian of all the 
records and other books and papers belonging to the 
city ; he shall be responsible for the safe keeping and shall 
turn over all books, papers and other property of the city 
in his hands, to his successor in office. 
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§140. The clerk shall also, at such times as may be 
direct-ed by the council, furnish to the marshal, a list of 
all male citizens in the city subject to road duty, who 
have not paid the commutation for work on the streets. 

§ 141. For any neglect or failure in the performance 
of his duties, the clerk shall be subject to such penalty 
as the mayor and council may inflict. 

§142. The clerk shall also |>erform all duties de- 
volving on the clerk and treasurer (when the offices 
were consolidated), which have not been imposed on the 
treasurer. He shall also perform such other duties as are, 
or may be, required of him by charter or the laws of the 
city. 



Treasurer, 



§143. The treasurer shall hold his office for the 
term of two years, or until his successor is duly elected 
and qualified, unless sooner removed from office. 

§144. Before entering upon the discharge of his 
duties, the treasurer shall take and subscribe, before the 
mayor or some other officer authorized to administer an 

oath, the following oatTi, to^wit : *'I, , do swear 

that I will, to the best of my skill and power, perform all 
the duties of treasurer of the city of Brunswick, faithful- 
ly and without fear, favor or affection. So help me God." 
And shall give good and sufficient bond in the sum of 
fifteen thousand dollars, to be approved by the mayor 
and council, conditioned for the faithful discharge of 
his duties as such treasurer. 
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§145. The duties of the treasurer shall be to re- 
ceive, secure and safely keep all taxes, license fees and all 
other moneys, property and securities of the city com- 
ing into his hands. He shall keep proper books of ac- 
count; shall pay out money only on approved bills or 
voucher of the finance committee; shall make reports 
monthly of his actings and doings as treasurer, and the 
receipts and disbursements of his office to the mayor 
and council ; shall receive deposits for lic-enses and give 
receipts therefor, (such deposits for licenses to be re- 
funded to the person or persons making such deposits, 
if license be not granted,) and at the expiration of the 
time allowed for the payment of taxes, the treasurer 
shall return the tax digest to the clerk of the mayor and 
council. The treasurer shall turn over all moneys, securi- 
ties, books, papers and other property of the city in his 
hands to his successor in office. 

§ 146. For any neglect or failure in the performance 
of his duties, the treasurer shall be subject to such pen- 
alty as the mayor and council may inflict. 



Police Force. 



§147. The police force of the city shall consist of 
the marshal deputy marshal and such policemen as the 
mayor and council may annually elect, together with 
such extra policemen as the mayor may, from time to 
time, appoint for special duty ; all of \^fhom, except the 
extra policemen, shall be uniformcjd at the expense of 
the city. 
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Marshal. 



§148. Before entering upon the discharge of his 
duties, the marshal shall take and subscribe before the 
may or some other officer authorized to administer an 

oath, the following oath, to-wit: *'I, , do swear 

I will, to the best of my skill and power, perform all the 
duties of marshal of the city of Brunswick, without fear, 
favor or affection, and will faithfully account for and 
pay to the treasurer all moneys of the city that may 
come into my hands. So help me God," and shall give 
bond with good and sufficient security, to be approved 
by the mayor, in the penal sum of three thousand dol- 
lars ; conditioned for the faithful discharge of all and sin- 
gular the duties imposed upon him during his continu- 
ance in office, and for the diligent collection of all 
moneys due to the mayor and council, with the col- 
lection of which he is charged or may be charged by law 
or ordinance, and for the prompt payment of the same 
when collected by him to the treasurer of the city. 

§149. A surety or guaranty company, acceptable 
to the mayor, may be accepted by him as sufficient sure- 
ty upon the bond of the marshal, and in that event the 
premium, commission or charge made by such company 
for becoming surety upon said bond shall be paid by the 
mayor and council; provided, the mayor shall not be 
bound to accept a surety or guaranty company as such 
surety, but may require and accept other sureties on 
said bond. And the marshal may be required at any 
time to strengthen his bond by giving new sureties 
thereon, whenever, in the discretion of the mayor and 
council, it may be necessary or advisable to be done. 
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§150. At least onoe every month the marshal shall 
make in writing a full report to the treasurer of all col- 
lections made by him, and of the condition of all busi- 
ness pertaining to financial matters in his hands, and at 
the time of making said report, pay over to the treasurer 
all moneys of the city in his hands, or to which the city 
is entitled, or which are claimed by it, and this whether 
the same or any part thereof shall be the subject of con- 
troversy between the city and any other person or not. 

§151. Upon the failure of the marsnal to comply 
Avith any of the requirements of the preceding section, 
he shall at once, upon notice of such failure being given 
to the mayor, be suspended from office by said mayor; 
which suspension shall be reported to the mayor and 
council at the next regular meeting thereafter ; and the 
said marshal may thereupon be removed from office by 
the mayor and council if they shall see fit so to do. 

§152. The marshal shall be chief of the police force 
of the city, and is hereby made responsible for its good 
government and efficiency. In conjunction with the 
mayor and the committee on police, he shall make all 
necessary rules and regulations for the most efficient 
service of the force, arranging the watches, beats, etc. In 
short, he shall make such disposition of the police force 
as will most effectively preserve order and protect the 
citizens from the consequences of violated law. 

He shall devote his entire time to the duties of his 
office, and shall not be absent from the city without 
permission from the mayor. 

§153. The marshal shall see to the enforcement of 
all the laws and ordinances made for the government of 
the city, and all orders and resolutions of the mayor or 
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mavor and council or committees of council ; and for 
every violation thereof, have the offender or offenders 
brought before the police court, and see that the judg- 
ment of that court is executed in every case. 

§154. In all cases of emergency, wherein the arrest 
of any person is necessary to protect the public, or to 
bring offenders to trial for a violation of the ordinances 
of the city, the marshal, deputy marshal or any police- 
man may arrest such person without written warrant or 
summons, and detain him or her until written warrant 
or summons can be issued and served; but in no case 
shall a party be debarred reasonable opportunity to give 
bond and security for his or her appearance before the 
police court to answer any charge against him or her. 

§155. It shall be the duty of the marshal to attend 
to the collection of all executions and other matters plac- 
ed in his hands for account of the city ; and to be present 
at all meetings of the mayor and council and all sessions 
of the police court ; to do all such things as said court 
and the mayor and council may require ; and to do and 
perform all such things as are required of him by the 
charter and amendments thereto and such ordinances 
as may be passed in conformity therewith. 

§156. It shall be the special duty of the marshal to 
note the conduct of the members of the police force, and 
report the same to the mayor in writing whenever not 
in accordance with the laws and ordinances of the city. 

§157. It shall be the duty of the marshal to con- 
stantly examine the crossings of the railroads, and to 
immediately place the person, whose duty it is to keep 
up such crossings, on the docket of the police court 
whenever a crossing is found in bad condition. 
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§158. He shall repair to the scene of riots and 
other disturbances, and of all tumultuous assemblages, 
and, taking command of the police force, protect the 
persons and property of the citizens and enforce the 
laws. And to this end, he shall have power, temporarily, 
to order any or all of the police force to any place within 
the corporate limits, where, in his judgment, their ser- 
vices may be required; and to call to his assistance a 
sufficient number of male citizens, capable of bearing 
arms, to quell disturbances. 

§159. The marshal shall report to the city physi- 
cian, when brought to his knowledge, the presence of 
any contagious or infectious disease in the city, or the 
existance of any nuisance that may be, or may become, 
detrimental to the public health. 

He shall also report to the mayor any house of ill 
fame, or any othej house kept in a disorderly or im- 
moral manner/ to the annoyance of the inhabitants of 
the city, or any part thereof. 

§160. At such time as the mayor and council may 
direct, the marshal shall summon every male citizen in 
the city, subject to road duty, who shall not have paid 
the commutation for work on the streets, as arranged 
by council, to work on the streets for such time as shall 
be ordered by council ; and he .is hereby required to 
oversee said persons while working, and, under the di- 
rection of the committee on public works, to divide and 
apportion such persons to such streets as most require 
improvement. 

He shall report to the clerk the names of all who 
have performed street labor, and the amount thereof, 
within five days thereafter, and all delinquents who have- 
failed to work on the streets the required time. 
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§i6i. The marshal shall became the prosecutor ot 
all violations of the laws of the State, within the city of 
Brunswick, upon written notice from the mayor or any 
member of council., 

If the. offence was committed in; the presence of the 
marshal or within his knowledge, he shall prosecute 
without such notice; provided, the city shall hold the 
marshal harmless for all costs assessed against him when 
so prosecuting officially. 

When any person is bound over by the judge of the 
police court to the superior or other court of Glynn 
County, the marshal shall cause all necessary witnesses 
on the part of the State to be subpoenaed. 

§162. The marshal shall report to the clerk, from 
time to time, the names of all persons who may have 
moved into the city subsequent to the time appointed 
for making returns for taxation, aitd shall notify such 
persons to make returns of their taxable property, and 
of their liability for any special tax, under the ordinances 
of the city. 

He shall notify all vendors and transient traders 
and peddlers coming into the city to report forthwith to 
the clerk, and comply with the ordinances for their cases 
made. 

§163. The marshal shall take into custody all 
horses, mules and like animals found hitched fo, or mu- 
tilating, any shade tree, or the boxing thereof, such 
animal to be released upon the payment by the owner, 
or person having the same in charge, of the sum of one 
dollar. 

§164. Upon the alarm of fire, the marshal shall re- 
pair forthwith to the fire, and report himself to the may- 
or, or his legal representative, or, in his absence, to any 
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member of council present, and be subject to his orders. 
In the absence of all the persons named, the marshal 
shall assume such authority and perform such acts as 
are necessary for the preservation of order and the pro- 
tection of property. 

§165. If it shall appear to the mayor and council 
that the marshal has failed to collect any moneys due the 
city, as required of him, from inattention, carelessness 
or neglect, he shall be liable for the same as though he 
had collected it. 

If it shall appear to the mayor and council that he 
has not used the proper diligence in the care and preser- 
vation of the city property or effects in his hands, and 
that any of the same has been lost, injured or destroyed, 
or the city in any way damaged in consequence thereof, 
he and his sureties shall be liable therefor. 

§166. He shall make a full report and return to the 
mayor and council at the meeting next after a sale, of 
all property sold under execution by him, specifying the 
property, on whose account sold, the amount for which 
it was sold, and the name of the purchaser. Any surplus 
of the proceeds of the sale, after paying the principal 
debt and all costs, shall be turned over to the treasurer, 
who shall receipt the marshal therefor; which surplus 
shall be paid over to the person legally entitled to the 
same. 

§167. The marshal shall do and perform, faithfully 
and diHgently all and singular the duties herein required 
of him, or which may hereafter be required of him, and 
on failure so to do, he shall be reprimanded, fined, sus- 
pended or dismissed, as the mayor and council may de- 
termine. 
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§i68. On complaint of any person on oath that the 
marshal refuses or neglects to discharge the duties of 
his office faithfully and vigilently, or acts without au- 
thority of law, or is guilty of malpractice in office, or 
charges more than his legal costs, or acts oppressively by 
himself or subordinate officers, or becomes intoxicated, 
or absen/ts himseJf from, duty without permission, it shall 
be the duty of the clerk to summon the marshal in writ- 
ing to appear before the mayor on the day after the date 
of the summons to answer such complaint, and on con- 
viction the penalty appropriate to his offence shall be 
awarded; provided, that should the mayor regard the 
offence so flagrant as to require the dismissal of the of- 
ficer, he shall report the case to council at the next 
meeting with all the testimony pertaining thereto. And 
provided further, that nothing herein contained sha,ll 
prevent the mayor from taking cognizance of all and any 
derelictions and malfeasances oni the part of the marshal, 
or any member of the police force, coming within his 
own knowledge, or that of any member of council. 



Deputy Marshal. 

§169. He shall act in the capacity of deputy 
marshal only during the absence or sickness "of the 
marshal, or when from any cause the marshal is prevent- 
ed from discharging his duties. When so acting, he shall 
be cl'othed with all the power^and authority and be sub- 
ject to all the liabilities, and charged with all the duties, 
of the marshal. He shall receive such compensation as 
the mayor and council may provide. 

Before entering upon the discharge of his duties, 
he shall give bond, with two or more good securities, 
to be approved by the mayor and council, in tjie sum 
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of fiv-e hundred dollars, payable to the mayor and coun- 
cil of the city of Brunswick, and their successors in of- 
fice, conditioned for the faithful performance of his du- 
ties as deputy marshal and policeman, and for the proper 
application of all fimds that may come into his hands 
as such; and he shall take and subscribe the following 
oath, before the mayor or some other officer authorized 

to administer an oath, to-wit: **I, , do swear 

that I will, to the best of my skill and power, perform all 
the duti-es of deputy marshal and policeman of the city 
of Brunswick, without fear, favor or affection; and will 
account for and pay over to the treasurer all money be- 
longing to the city of Brunswick that may come into 
my hands as such. So help me God." 

He shall be ex officio assistant chief of police. 

§170. The mayor and council shall annually, as 
soon after organization as practicable, elect by ballot 
such nurober of policemen as they may deem necessary, 
to serve during good behavior and until such time as 
they shall be removed or dismiss-ed from office, as pre- 
scribed in section 27 of this code. 

§171. Each policeman, before entering upon the 
discharge of his duties, shall give bond with one or more 
sufficient securities, to be approved by the mayor and 
council, in the sum of five hundred dollars, payable to 
the mayor and council of the city of Brunswick, and its 
successors, conditioned for the faithful performance of 
his duties as policeman; and shall take and subscribe, 
before the mayor or some other officer authorized to 

administer an oath, the following oath : "I, , 

do swear that I will, to the best of my skill and power, 
perform all my duties as policeman of the city of Bruns- 
wick, without fear, favor or affection, and will faithfully 
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report all violations of ordinances that come to my 
knowledge. So help me God/' 

§172. It shall be the duty of each and every police- 
man to preserve order in the city ; to arrest all drunken 
or disorderly persons who are disturbing the peace and 
quiet of the city, or any of the inhabitants ther-eof ; to 
suppress all affrays and riots, and without delay, to carry 
all offenders before some officer authorized to receive 
an affidavit and ^issue a warrant. 

§173. Immediately upon the arrest of any person, 
by a policeman, for the violation of a city ordinance, in 
his presence, or as soon thereafter as practicable, notice 
shall be given to the marshal, and in his absence or sick- 
ness to the deputy marshal, who shall afford reasonably 
opportunity for the person arrested to- give bond and 
security for his or her appearance before the police 
court. 

§ 174. In case of the inability of a policeman to sup- 
press disorders, make arrests, or disperse any illegal or 
disorderly assemblage, he shall have power to call to his 
assistance a sufficient number of male citizens, capable, 
of bearing arms, to act as additional policemen for the 
time being, whose compensation shall be fixed by coun- 
cil. And if any person thus called on shall refuse to 
give prompt and efficiemt aid to the marshal, deputy 
marshal, or any policeman, such person upK>n conviction 
thereof before the police court of said city, shall be pun- 
ished as prescribed in section 71 of this code. 

§175. It shall be the duty of the policemen, who 
are ex officio constables of the city of Brunswick, and 
officers of the police court, to serve all notices, sum- 
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monses, subpoenas, orders and processes of any kind 
placed in their hands by the proper officers, and execute 
all warrants issued by the mayor or any member ol 
council. 

§176. No poHceman will be allowed to leave the 
city, or absent hemself from duty, without the consent 
of the mayor, upon written application approved by the 
marshal, or, in his absence or sickness, the deputy mar- 
shal. 

Absence from duty without such permission, will 
subject the party so offending to be reix>rted and tried 
for neglect of duty. All the officers and men of the 
police force shall devote their entire time to their duties 
as such, and are prohibited from giving their time or at- 
tention to any other business. 

§177. Whilst all membrs of the police forces are 
cautioned against cdlowing themselves to be easily pro- 
voked by uncivil or rude language, yet, if the offense be 
of an aggravated character, or anything like an assault 
be made or attempted on their persons, they shall ar- 
rest the offender and take him before the mayor, or to 
the guard house, on the charge of disorderly conduct, 
or breach of the peace, or an assault, as the circum- 
stances may warrant. 

§178. The entire police force of the city constitutes 
one body, and may be at any time placed on d'ay or night 
duty, singly or all together, temporarily or permanent- 
ly, anywhere within the corporate limits, without re- 
gard to the beats or reliefs to which they have been at- 
tached, or to the duty previously assigned them. 

§179. They must report all street lamps under con- 
trol of the city, or by means of which the city is lighted, 
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that are broken or in bad condition, or not lighted in 
proper season, or not kept regularly burning throughout 
the night, etc., and all leaks in the gas or water pipes or 
fire plugs, and all dangerous holes in the streets or side- 
walks, on their respective beats. 

§i8o. They shall not be allowed to use insulting or 
profane language to persons in their custod}^ or to use 
any violence except where absolutely necessary. They 
must be civil and orderly at all times, must maintain 
command of temper, observe decorum, and exercise pa- 
tience under personal provocation. They shall not enter 
a bar-room, or any other place where liquor can be 
bought, or othewise obtained, except it be to quell ot 
prevent a difficulty, or to make an arrest, and the slight- 
est intoxication while on duty shall be followed by im- 
mediate dismissal from the force 

§i8i. Policemen will carefully note and report all 
bar-rooms that are kept open at unusually late hours, or 
at which they may have reason to believe the Sunday 
liquor law is violated ; they shall also observe and report 
anything on the streets or elsewhere within their beats, 
likely to produce damage or public inconvenience, or 
any thing oppressive or unpleasant to the residents 
therein. They shall strictly watch the conduct of sus- 
picious persons and those of known bad character who 
may live in or frequent their respective beats, and take 
notice of the time when, and particular part of their 
beats where, such persons may be seen, and of any at- 
tending circumstances worthy of note. When any seri- 
ous oflfence shall be discovered to have been committed, 
the policemen shall state to the marshal what persons of 
such character he may have observed and at what 
places. 
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Policemen shall observe all houses and places in 
which they have reason to suspect that gambling is be- 
ing carried on, and report the result of their observa- 
tions to the marshal. 

§182. No policeman shall leave his beat until reg- 
ularly relieved, except for the purpose of taking a party 
under arrest to the guard house, or of rendering assis- 
tance when summoned by a policeman on a neighbouring 
beat, or under special orders of his superior officer, or of 
interfering to prevent a crime or accident, or to arrea*. 
offenders in cases falling under his own observation in 
the adjacent parts of neighboring beats or in case of 
fire. Special instructions will be given by the marshal 
as to the mode in which signals for assistance are to be 
given, and the circumstances under which they rire to be 
given and responded to. 

§183. Policemen shall be liable to a fine, reprimand 
and suspension, in the discretion of the mayor, for a 
violation of the laws and ordinances of the city, and 
if, upon the inveistigation of any charge, the mayor shall 
become convinced that the offender should be dismissed 
from the service, he shall report the case to the next 
regular meeting of the mayor and council, who shall 
have authority to dismiss the offender as prescribed in 
section 27 of this code. 

§184. The city shall be the sole owner of the uni- 
forms provided at its expense, and the members 
of the police force shall wear the same only while on 
duty. 
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City Attorney. 



§185. Before entering upon the discharge of his 
duties, the city attorney shall take and subscribe the fol- 
lowing oath, before the mayor or some other officer au- 
thorized to administer an oath, to-wit: "I, , 

do swear that I will faithfully perform all the duties ap- 
pertaining to the office of city attorney, to the best of 
my skill and power, and will properly demean myself as 
such attorney, so help me God/' 

§186. It shall be the duty of the city attorney to 
commence and prosecute all suits brought by order of 
the city, or on or account of any estate, claim., rights, 
privileges or demands of the city ; and he shall appeal 
before any court in this State in defense of all actions or 
suits against the city or its officers, in their official ca- 
pacity, wherein the rights, estates, privileges, advances 
or acts of the city, or breach of any ordinance shall be 
called in question. He shall also represent and argue 
any and all cases in which the city shall be a party, be- 
fore any tribunal, whether in law or in equity, in this 
State, or before any referee, arbitrator or board of com- 
missioners ; provided, that the necessary expenses inci- 
dental to such service shall be paid by the city whenever 
the attorney is required to attend to city business outside 
the limits of Glynn county. 

§187. He shall draft all bonds, deeds, leases, obliga- 
tions, conveyances and other legal instruments, not 
purely clerical, and do every professional act which may 
be required of him by the mayor, the council, or any 
committee thereof, or by any rule or order of the 
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mayor and council. Also, when required by the mayor, 
or the council, or any committee thertrof, he shall fur- 
nish a written opinion upon any legal question or sub- 
ject which may be submitted to him; and he shall at all 
times furnish legal advice to any officer of the city who 
may require his opinion upon any subject connected 
v'ith his official duties. 

He shall attend all meetings oi th^. 1.. .tuicil and all 
sessions of the police court, when notified so to do. 

§188. For any malfeasance in office, unofficial de- 
portment, or ommission of duty, he may be lined or dis- 
missed from office, in the discretion of the n'»ayor and 
council, uix)n the report of the mayor or any membei 
of council. 

§189. He shall annually, at the meeting before the 
last of the council that elected him, make a report to the 
mayor and council of the business of his office during 
the year, stating in the suits pending in favor of or 
against the city at the date of said report, with briet 
analysis of each ; he shall deliver to his successor in of- 
fice all papers, records, documents or other information 
he may have relative to any suit or claim for or against 
the city. 

§190. The city attorney shall receive such compen- 
sation as the mayor and council that elected him shall 
provide. 

City Physician. 



§191. Before entering upon the discharge of his 
duties, the city physician shall take and subscribe before 
the mayor or some other officer authorized to admin-

ister an oath, the following oath : "I, , do 

swear that I will faithfully perform all the duties apper- 
taining to the office of city physician of the city of 
Brunswick, and will properly demean myself as such 
physician. So help me God/' And shall give a bond, 
with two or more good and sufficient securities, to be 
approved by the mayor and council, in th-e sum of one 
thousand dollars, payable to the mayor and council of 
the city of Brunswick and its successors, conditioned for 
the faithful performance of his duties as city physician. 

§192. The city physician shall be ex officio health 
officer of the city. 

§193. It shall be the duty of the city physician to 
attend, under the direction of the committee on charity 
all sick or wounded persons or patients under the care of 
the city authorities at the hospital or elsewhere in the 
limits of the city, performing all necessary surgical oper- 
ations without extra charge therefor ; provided, that in 
any case of sudden emergency, he shall visit any patient 
upon notice by the mayor or a member of council. But he 
shall not be required to continue the treatment of such 
patients, if, after he shall have satisfied the charity com- 
mittee of his or her condition, no order is furnished by 
said committee for the continued treatment. 

§194. He shall, when required by the mayor, or 
acting mayor, visit persons in the city supposed to be in- 
fected with small-pox, or any other contagious, infec- 
tious or maglinant disease, and give his opinion upon its 
nature, and the best means of prieventing its extension. 
Upon the removal of such person or persons to tempo- 
rary or established hospitals, in the city or county, he 
shall visit the patients in said hospitals, establishing such 
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quarantine regulations as may be best calculated to pre- 
vent the spread of the disease. 

§195. He shall vaccinate all pupils of the public 
schools of the city, who may be sent to him by the board 
of education, free erf charge, and generally do and per- 
form all such professionl services as may be reasonably 
required of him by the mayor and council. 

§196. As city physician he shall attend upon and 
treat all cases of disease or injury at the guard house, 
whether the. result of accident or violence, if called on 
to do so. He shall keep a record of all cases of small- 
pK>x, or other infectitious, contagious or malignant dis- 
ease, coming to his knowledge within the city; and at 
the meeting before the last of the mayor and council 
which elected him shall make a report thereof, together 
with a list of deaths occurring under his treatment as 
city physician, designating the age, sex, race and the 
disease of the person deceased. He shall also make 
such reports in writing as the council may, from time to 
time, desire. 

§197. For any neglect or ommissiQn of duty, or 
malpractice in office, or any rudeness towards pauper 
patients, or unkindness or inattention thereto, he may 
be reprimanded, fined or dismissed from office by the 
mayor and coimcil, upon the report of the mayor or any 
member of council. 

§198. The city physician shall receive such compen- 
sation as the mayor and council may provide. 
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City Surveyor, 



§199. Before entering upon the discharge of the 
duties of his office, the city surveyor shall give a bond, 
with two or more good and sufficient securities, to be 
approved by the mayor and Council, in the sum of two 
thousand dollars, payable to the mayor and council ot 
the city of Brunswick and its successors, conditioned for 
the faithful and correct performance of the duties of his 
office, and shall take and subscribe before the mayor, or 
some other officer authorized to administer an oath, the 

following oath : ''I, , do swear that I will faithfully 

discharge the duties of city surveyor of the city of 
Brunswick, without fear, favor or affection. So help 
me God/' 

§200. It shall be the duty of the surveyor to- report 
all encroachments by individuals or otherwise on the 
public squares, streets, lanes, docks or commons of the 

city. 

§201. He shall, at the request of any person desir- 
ing his services, after satisfactory arrangem-ents as to 
the payment of the fees herein authorized to be 
charged, or upon order of the clerk, at the instance of 
the city authorities, to attend and stake off any lot or 
.lots, or designate any line, within twenty-four hours 
after notice, unless otherwise officially engaged. 

§202. He shall prepare, when directed by the mayor 
and council, a complete map of each block or blocks in 
the city, on a scale of one hundred feet to one inch, to be 
bound in suitable books, at the expense of the city, and 
therein record the site and the dimensions of all build- 
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ings on said blacks, and on the margin at the foot of said 
maps, make note of such dehneations of said buildings 
or improvements, and the date of his attendance. And 
he shall, when thereto required, deliver over to his suc- 
cessor in office all records and documents which relate 
or appertain to the duties thereof. 

§203. The wharf line shall be under the special ob- 
servation of the city surveyor, and the owner or agent 
of any wharf lot, before erecting a wharf thereon, shall 
have the same property located, and the distance of the 
wharf line properly given to him by the surveyor. 

§204. The following shall be the fees to which the 
surveyor shall be entitled, towit : 

For surveying a single lot and making a plat of 

the same $10 . 00 

For surveying two lots adjoining for the same 

person $1 5 . 00 

For surveying each additional lot in th^ block, 

for the same person, at the same time. . . .$ 3.00 

For sub-dividing a lot already surveyed $ i . 00 

He shall receive such salary as may be provided by 
the mayor and council. 

§205. The city surveyor shall make a report to the 
mayor and council of all work done by him during each 
quarter, and shall submit his books and papers for in- 
spection by the mayor and council whenever required. 

For any ommision of duty as herein prescribed, or 
malfeasance in office, he shall be fined, on conviction, 
not exceeding two hundred dollars, or dismissed from 
office by the mayor and council. 
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Sexton of the White Cemetery. 



§206. Before entering upon the discharge of his 
duties, the sextion of the white cemetery shall give bond 
with two or more good and sufficient securities, to be 
approved by the mayor and: council, in the sum of two 
hundred dollars, payable to the mayor and council of 
the city of Brunswick and its successors, conditioned for 
the faithful performance of his duties, and shall take and 
subscribe before the mayor or some other officer au- 
thorized to administer* an oath, th-e following oath : "I, 

, do swear that I will faithfuly perfom all the 

duties of sexton of the white cemetery of the city of 
Brunswick to the best of my skill and power, and will 
properly demean myself as such sexton. So help me 
God." 

§207. He shall have the general care of all the 
cemeteries and burying grounds for whites belonging 
to the city, and shall superintend the digging of all 
graves and the burying of all dead bodies therein. 

§208. Upon being notified of a burial or funeral, he 
shall, without delay, make all necessary preparations and 
see that they are properly carried out. He shall dig or 
cause to be dug all graves to the depth of at least four 
feet when walled up, and four and one-half feet when 
not walled up. 

§209. He shcdl keep a plat of the cemetery, when 
furnished him, for the inspection of persons desiring to 
purchase lots, and a record of the owners of lots, and 
not allow any corpse to be buried on a private lot with- 
out the consent of the owner. 
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§2io. He shall permit none but the bodies of white 
persons to be buried in the cemeteries for the whites. 

§211. He shall see that all rules, regulations and or- 
dinances of the city in relation to the white cemetery 
are properly carried out, and promptly report all viola- 
tions of the same. It shall be his duty to keep the pres- 
ent cemeteries for the burial of the whites and any other 
that may be established by authority of the city in a 
good and neat condition, for which purpose the commit- 
tee on cemeteries shall aflford him, at all times, the nec- 
essary assistance. 

§213. He shall keep a register of all deaths and 
interments in the white cemetery, with the age, sex, 
cause of death and residence of the deceased, stating the 
number of the lot, cemetery or other place of interment, 
and if any body is disinterred and removed to any other 
lot or elsewhere, making note of the same ;and shall 
make a monthly report thereof to the chairman of the 
board of health, who shall cause a copy to be transmit- 
ted to the clerk of council, to be recorded by him in a 
substantial book to be kept for that purpose, which shall 
at all times be subject to the inspection of any person de- 
siring it. 

§214. In addition to the salary of the sexton of the 
white cemetery, which shall be fixed by the council that 
elected him, he shall be entitled to a fee of two and a 
half dollars for digging a grave and making the inter- 
ment; and shall be allowed to charge twenty-five per 
cent, on the cost, at market price, of all material used in 
walling up graves when he contracts to have said work 
done. For all other services he shall receive such fees 
as may be agreed on by the parties. He may demand 
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his fees for all burials of parties who lived outside the 
limits of the city in advance. 

§215. He shall bury all white paupers, when so di- 
rected by the committee on charity, and shall be entitled 
to such compensation therefor as may seem just to coun- 
cil. 

§216. For any failure to dig or cause to be dug any 
grave within six hours after being notified to do so, or 
for any violation of the ordinances, rules and regulations 
touching his office, or omission or neglect of duty with- 
out sufficient excuse, said sexton shall be fined, within 
the discretion of the mayor and council, or removed 
from office, or both. 



Sexton of the Colored Cemetery. 



§217. Before entering upon the discharge of his 
duties the sexton of the colored cemetery shall give bond 
with two or more good and sufficient securities, to be 
approved by the mayor and council, in the sum of two 
hundred and fifty dollars, made payable to the mayor 
and council of the city of Brunswick and its successors, 
conditioned for the faithful performance of his duties as 
sexton of the colored cemetery, and shall take and sub- 
scribe before the mayor or some other officer authorized 

to administer an oath, the following oath : **I, , 

do swear that I will, to the best of my skill and power, 
faithfully perform the duties of sexton of the colored 
cemetery of Brunswick, and will properly demean my- 
self as such sextion. So help me God.*' 
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§218. The qualifications, rights, duties and respK)n- 
sibilities of the sexton of the colored cemetery shall be 
th-e same as those of the sexton of the white cemetery. 
He shall make such reports to the chairman of the board 
of health as are required of the sexton of the white ceme- 
tery, which shall in the same manner be transmitted 10 
the clerk, and by him entered of record. 

He shall bury all colored paupers, when so directed by 
the committee on charity, and shall be entitled to such 
compensation therefor as to council may seem just ; and 
shall allow none but colored persons to be buried in the 
color-ed cemetery. 

§219. In addition to his salary, which shall be fixed 
by the council that elected him, the said sexton shall be 
entitled to a fee of two and a half dollars for digging a 
grave and making the interment, and shall be entitled to 
charge twenty-five per cent, of the cost, at market price, 
of all materials used by him in walling up graves where 
he contracts to have said work done. 

For all other services he shall receive such compen- 
sation as may be agreed on by the parties. 

§220. For any failure to dig a grave, or cause the 
same to be dug, within six hours after notice, or for any 
malfeasance in office, or neglect or ommission of duty, 
the said sexton shall be fined in the discretion of the 
mayor and council, or removed from oflfice, or both. 

§221. It shall be the duty of the sexton of the col- 
ored cemetery to make, at the end of every two weeks, 
a report to the sexton of the white cemetery of all buri- 
als made by him in the preceding two weeks. 

And it shall be the duty of the sexton of the white 
cemetery to make a monthly report of all burials in 
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either cemetery to the city physician, who shall report 
the sam-e to the clerk of council on or before the fifth 
day of each and every month. 



Burials, 



§222. Any person desiring to inter any dead body 
in either of the cemeteries shall present to the city phy- 
sician a certificate from the attending physician of the 
deceased person, or if there should be no attending 
physician, then a certificate signed by two citizens of 
said city, stating the color, sex, age and cause of death 
of said deceased ; and upon receipt of such certificate, 
the city physician shall issue a permit for the burial of 
the dead body named in said certificate in the cemetery 
named in said permit. 

And neither sexton shall allow or permit the burial 
of any person in the cemetery of which he is sexton, un- 
less a permit for the burial of the same as herein provid- 
ed for shall be first filed with him. 

§223. The city physician shall keep the certificates 
required in the preceding section on file in his office, and 
shall keep in a book provided for that purpose a true 
and correct record of each burial permit issued by him ; 
and on the last day of December of each year, the 
file of said certificates and the record of burial permits 
for that year shall be by said city physician delivered to 
the clerk of council, and be by him placed on file in his 
office. 

§224. All persons dying from diptheria, scarlet 
fever, small pox, asiatic cholera, leprosy, typhus fever. 
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yellow f-ever, or other infectious or cointagious disease 
shall be buried or cremated within six hours after death. 

§225. Disintering bodies for transportation to 
other pK>ints, or for removal from one grave to another 
in th«e same cemetery, shall be unlawful between April 
15th and December ist of every y^ar, except by special 
permission from the city physician. 

§226. The bodies of persons who have died from 
diptheria, scarlet fever, small pK)x, asiatic cholera, lep- 
rosy, typhus fever, yellow fever, or oth-er contagious or 
infectious disease, shall not, within two years after death, 
be disinterred. 

§227. The transportation of bodies of persons who 
have died of diptheria, scarlet fever, small pox, asiatic 
cholera, leprosy, typhus fever, yellow fever, or any other 
contagious or infectious disease, shall not be allowed. 

§228. All bodies disinterred for transportation shall 
be placed in air tight zinc, tin, copi>er or lead lined cof- 
fin, or in an air-tig'ht casket, hermetically sealed (sol- 
dered), and all enclosed in a strong, tight, wooden box. 

§229. A certificate from the attending physician, 
setting forth the date and cause of death, shall, in all 
cases, accompany the casket containing such dead body. 

§230. Any and all j>ersons violating any of the pro- 
visions of the nine preceding sections shall, upon convic- 
tion in the pK>lice court, be punished as prescribed in 
section 71 of this code. 

§231. Any head of a family shall have the right to 
choose one burial lot in Palmetto Cemetery, under the 
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direction of the city surveyor ; and upon presenting the 
certificate of said surveyor, giving- the number of the lot 
so chosen, and paying the sum of one dollar, such head 
of a family shall have the said lot conveyed to him by a 
proper deed. 



Keeper of the Guard House and Clerk of the Market. 



^2^2. The offices of keeper of the guard house and 
clerk of the market shall be consolidated, and the duties 
of both perfomed by one and the same person, who 
shall, before entering upon the duties of his office, give 
bond with two or more good and sufficient securities, to 
be approved by the mayor and council, in the sum of five 
hundred dollars made payable to the mayor and council 
of Brunswick and their successors in office, and con- 
ditioned for the faithful performance of his duties as 
keeper of the guard house and clerk of the market and 
the proper application of all funds and eflfects that may 
come into his hands as such ; and he shall take and sub- 
scribe before the mayor or some other officer authorized 

to administer an oath, the following oath : "I, 

do swear that I will, to the best of my skill and power, 
faithfully perform the duties of keeper of the guard 
house and clerk of the market of the city of Brunswick, 
and that I will make a proper application of all funds or 
effects that may come into my hands as such. So help 
me God.'' 

§233. In the capacity of keeper of the guard house, 
he shall take charge of the guard house and keep the 
same in a neat and cleanly conditon, receive all prisoners 
to be confined therein and humanely treat them, and 
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furnish them gocxl and wholesome food, and not 
suffer them to escape through negligence or inattention. 

§234. He shall search all persons upon being 
brought ^jnto the guard house, taking from them all 
weapons, and furnish the marshal a complete list there- 
of signed by himself ; and upon the presentation of the 
list by the owner thereof after his or her discharge, they 
shall be delivered over to such owner. 

§235. He shall keep a record of all persons confined 
in the guard house, with the date of entrance, age, color, 
sex, by whom committed and by whose order dis- 
charged. 

§236. He shall allow no oi^e to enter the guard 
house yard, or to have or hold conversation or inter- 
course with the prisoners, other than officers of the city, 
except upon written permission of the marshal. 

§237. He shall receive as keeper of the guard house 
the following fees : 

For receiving and locking up prisoners, each 50 

For a single meal 15 

For each day's rations furnished a prisoner 40 

§238. It shall be the duty of all persons offering for 
sale, selling or buying any butchered bull, ox, steer, 
heifer, cow, sheep, goat, hog or other butcher's animal 
in this city, to exhibit the ears, and in case of a hog the 
head and ears, of every such animal to the clerk of the 
market, and to record the marks and brands, if any, of 
every such animal with the said clerk of the market be- 
fore exposing for sale, selling or buying any such animal. 

It shall be the duty of the clerk of the market to 
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record and register, in a book to be kept by him for that 
pmtpose, the marks and brands of every such animal, 
with the date, name of person exposing the same for 
sale and the county where killed; and if the animal is 
neither marked or branded, then to record the fact, with 
a brief description of the natural marks of such animal. 

§239. The fees to be paid to the clerk of the market 
by the persons offering the animals for sale for making 
the record and registry required in the preceding section, 
shall be as follows: 

For hogs, sheep and goats 15c. each 

For all other animals designated and included 

in section 238 of this code 25c each 

The clerk of the market shall keep a complete 
record of all fees so collected and shall, at the end of each 
month, pay into the treasury of the city all such fees, 
and shall at the same time submit a detailed report of the 
number and kind of animals, the marks and brands of 
which he has so recorded. Upon request of said clerk, the 
clerk of the mayor and council shall issue execution 
against any person failing to pay said fees, which shall 
be enforced as in other cases. 

The provisions of this section as to the payment ot 
fees shall not apply to any person or persons who are en- 
gaged in the wholesale or retail meat business and who 
have paid, or are liable to pay, a license to do a whole- 
sale or retail meat business in said city; but the pay- 
ment of the license rquired of such wholesale or retail 
dealers in meat shall exempt them from the payment of 
such fees for recording the marks and brands; but noth- 
ing in this section contained shall be construed to re- 
lieve such wholesale or retail dealers in meat from 
the directions and provisions of 238 of said code of said 
city. 
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§240. The clerk of the market shall give to every 
person having animals registered as hereinbefore pro- 
vided for a certificate of the fact of such registration and 
payment of the f-ees therefor. 

§241. Any person violating any of the provisions 
of the three preceding sections, or failing or refusing to 
pay to the clerk of the market the fees therein prescrib- 
ed, hall upK>n conviction in the police court be punished 
as prescribed in section 71 of this code. 

§242. For any neglect or omission of duty, or mal- 
feasance in office, the keeper of the guard house and 
clerk of the market shall be fined and imprisoned, or dis- 
missed from office, in the discretion of the mayor and 
council. 



City Printer. 



§243. The city printer, before entering upon the 
discharge of his duties, shall take and subscribe, before 
the mayor or some other officer authorized to admin- 
ister an oath, the following oath: "I, , do 

swear that I will, to the best of my skill and power, faith- 
fully perform the duties of the office of city printer ol 
Brunswick, and will properly demean myself as such. 
So help me God." 

§224. He shall, promptly and without unnecessary 
delay, publish in the official organ of the city, all ordi- 
nances of the mayor and council, all resolutions, rules, 
orders and notices emanating from the mayor and coun- 
cil, the board of health, the board of pilotage commis-

sioners, and from the clerk's, treasurer's and marshal's 
offices, and from any other city board, commissioner or 
officer; and also all reports of committees and city offi- 
cers and the proceedings of every meeting of the mayor 
and council. 

In the case of ordinances, the city printer shall pub- 
lish the same in the proceedings of the meeting of coun- 
cil at which they were read the first time ; and shall also 
publish the ordinance as passed after the passage of the 
same. 

The city printer shall receive such compensation as 
the mayor and council shall annually provide. 



Commissioners of Pilotage. 



§245. The board of commisisoners of pilotage ot 
St. Simon's and St. Andrew's bars. Turtle River and the 
several bars and inlets North of and including the Great 
Satilla River, consisting of seven members, shall be 
elected by the mayor and council for the term of seven 
years. 

The mayor and council shall annually elect one 
member of said board for the full term; and shall fill 
vacancies therein as they may from time to time occur. 



Port Wardens. 



§246. At the first regular meeting after organiza- 
tion in each year, or as soon thereafter as practicable, 
the mayor and council shall elect three fit and proper 
persons as port wardens for the port of Brunswick and 
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St. Simon's and St. Andrew's sounds, who shall be com- 
missioned by the mayor under the seal of the city : each 
of whom, before entering upon the discharge of his 
duties, shall take and subscribe before the mayor or 
some other officer authorized to admister an oath, the 

following oath: "I, , do swear that I will 

truly and faithfully, and impartially, to the best of my 
undestanding, skill and power, -perform the duties re- 
quired of me as port warden. So help me God.'' 

Said port wardens shall be known as the board ot 
port wardens, and said board shall keep a record of its 
proceedings, and shall furnish extracts or copies of the 
same, at the request of any person interested. For this 
purpose they are authorized to appoint a clerk,who shall, 
before entering upon the discharge of his duties, give 
bond with two or more good and sufficient securities, 
payable to the mayor and council and its successors, in 
the sum of five hundred dollars, conditioned for the 
faithful performance of his duties as such clerk, and for 
the proper application of all moneys that may come into 
his hands as such clerk, and shall take and subscribe be- 
fore the mayor or some other officer authorized to ad- 
minister an oath, the following oath : **I, , do 

swear that I will truly, faithfully and impartially per- 
form all the duties required of me as clerk of the board ot 
port wardens, to the best of my skill and power, and that 
I will certify as such clerk, such papers and documents 
only, as are duly approved and passed by said board of 
port wardens. So help me God." 

§247. Said board of port wardens shall have and use 
a common seal, to be affixed tQ.all extracts or copies of 
proceedings furnished by the clerk of the board ; and for 
such extracts and copies and for searches and certificates 
the said clerk is allowed the same fees as are allowed for 
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like services to the clerks of the superior courts of this 
State. 

§248 The said board is authorized* to make all nec- 
essary rules and regulations for its own government and 
the proper discharge of its duties, which may be en- 
forced by reasonable fines, to be deducted by the clerk, 
when imposed, out of the sums collected for the use of 
the port wardens so fined. 

§249. The said board of port wardens, or a majority 
of them', shall have power, and they are hereby authoriz- 
ed to, act upon any survey, and to perform all the duties 
herein required ; but in surveys of the hatches only, one 
port warden ix.. 

§250. At the request of any owner of a vessel, mas- 
ter, merchant or consignee, it shall be the duty of said 
port wardens, or a majority of them, upon the arrival 
of any ship or vessel within the district of Brunswick, in 
distress, or which shall have received damage therein, 
or be in a leaky condition, or on board of which there 
may be goods, wares or merchandise damaged, or sup- 
prosed to be damaged, to examine and survey the said 
ship or vessel, in the hull, masts, spars, sails, rigging and 
other appurtenances, and to report and certify the 
state thereof, and the repairs necessary to fit her for 
sea, so that she shall be fully seaworthy, noting par- 
ticularly the damages which appear, to have been sus- 
tained by the perils of the sea, and the probable ex- 
pense of repair, distinct from such as may have been be- 
come necessary from negligence or ordinary decay. To 
this end they shall have access to the log book of 
such ship or vessel. 
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§251. Also, when so required, they shall examine 
and survey the stowage of the cargo of any ship or ves- 
sel, and certify if the same be properly stowed and se- 
cured ; and to examine and survey any such goods, wares 
and merchandise, damaged or supposed to be damaged, 
report and certify if the same be damaged or not, the, 
rate and degree of damage, etc., etc. In surveys of pack- 
ages of merchandise, they shall designate particularly 
the i>ortion injured, and, in no event, shall they recom- 
mend a sale of the parts not damaged. 

§252. They shall generally do and perform all such 
acts as by the custom of merchants, in the ports of Geor- 
gia, are usually performed on surveys, and particularly 
recommend such measures in relation to all ships, ves- 
sels and cargoes conveyed by them, as may be deemed 
best suited to promote the interest and benefit of all 
concerned. 

§253. The said board of port wardens, or any two 
of them, when called upon to survey any vessel, shall 
have power to employ a carpenter, or carpenters, to 
open the ceiling, strip the sheating, bore the timbers 
and perform such other work as may be necessary to en- 
able them to make a correct survey, and to employ such 
laborers and other persons as are necessary to move, 
open or cooper, or otherwise arrange any goods, wares 
or merchandise they may survey, the eixpense of all 
which shall be paid by the owner, master or consignee 
of such vessel or goods. 

§254. No port warden shall certify any survey un- 
less the same has been made by him in person, and aiiy 
port wardens offending in this respect shall, on convic- 
tion before the mayor and council, be dismissed from of- 
fice. 



«' 
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§255. The clerk of the board shall collect all sums 
for the board, or either of the port wardens, for servicer 
rendered as such, and shall be entitled to such compen- 
sation as the board may fix. H^ shall make monthly 
statements of the services rendered by each port warden, 
and shall pay over to each his share of the fees, in accor- 
dance with the services rendered. 

§256. It shall be the duty of the clerk, or in case he 
is absent or sick, his deputy, whom he is hereby author- 
ized to appointjto summon the port wardens in rotation 
to act upon surveys, if their attendance can be obtained ; 
and, ill! case of failure so to do, he shall be fined in a suiij 
not exceeding twenty-five dollars, on conviction in the 
poHce court, one-half to go to the informer and the 
other half to go into the city treasury. 

§257. The said port wardens shall hold their office 
for the term of one year and until their successors are 
elected and qualified. 

§258. The following shall be the fees to which the 
said jx>rt wardens shall be entitled, upon the perfor- 
mance of the services herein required, and which shall 
be paid by the owner, master or consignee of the vessel 
or cargo, to-wit : 

For each survey on the hatches of any vessel .... $3.00 

For each survey on a vessel $5.00 

For each survey on a vessel and cargo $5.00 

For each survey on a cargo $3.00 

For each survey on the stowage of the hold of a 

vessel $4.00 

For each survey on the goods after landing $2.00 

Provided, that said vessel or goods be at or within 
the old city -limits. If between the old city limits and Ce- 
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dar Hammock, their fees will be twenty-five per cent, ad- 
ditional upon the above rates. If below Cedar Hammock 
and not below Clam Creek, seventy-five per cent, addi- 
tional upon the above named rates, and if below Clam 
Creek, double the first namedxate. If the port wardens 
are required to furnish a boat and hands, ten dollars per 
day for such boat and hands shall be paid by them- In 
all cases when the port wardens shall be employed more 
than one day in the performance of any duty herein re- 
quired of them, they shall be entitled to similar fees for 
each and every day. 



Board of Assessors. 



§259. As soon after organization in each year as 
practicable, the mayor and council shall elect one intel- 
ligent and competent assessor to serve for three years, 
who, together with two previously elected, and whose 
terms of office have not expired, shall constitute the 
board of assessors. 

§260. Before entering on the discharge of their 
duties, said assessors sfhall take and subscribe the oath 
prescribed in section 61 of this code. 

§261. It shall be the duty of said board to annually 
assess and value, at a just and true valuation, all property 
in said city, and make return thereof at the time and' in 
the manner prescribed in section 61 of this code. 

§262. Said assessors shall receive such compensa- 
tion as the mayor and council shall provide. 
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§263. Upon the reception of the return of the said 
board in his office, the clerk shall give public notice 
thereof by publication in the official organ or by posting 
at the city hall and two other public places in the city. 

§264. Upon complaint in writing to the mayor and 
council by any owner of property so assessed, or his 
agent, against the assessment thereof within twenty 
days after the date of th-e return of said board, the pro- 
ceeding shall be as prescribed in section 61 of this code. 



Magazine Keeper. 



§265. Before entering upon the discharge of his 
duties, the magazine keeper shall take and subscribe, be- 
fore the mayor or some other officer authorized to ad- 
minister an affidavit, the following oath: "I, , 

do swear that I will faithfully perform, to the best of my 
skill and power, the duties of magazine keeper of the 
city of Brunswick, without favor or affection. So help 
me God/' And give bond, with good security, in the 
sum of five hundred dollars, conditioned for the faithful 
performance of his duties. 

He shall have charge of the magazine ; and shall re- 
ceive for the powdej- deposited therein two cents per 
pound for receiving and two cents per pound for deliv- 
ering the same, to be paid by the owner of the powder. 

§266. All merchants and others having powder for 
sale or otherwise in said city, shall not at any time keep 
more than twenty-five pounds in their stores, or else- 
where than in the city magazine ; and thait shall be kept 
in tin or copper cans. 
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§267. Th-e magazine keeper shall not himself, nor 
shall he allow any one else to, enter the magazine with 
boots or shoes on, without drawing on over them a 
pair of woolen socks. 

§268. He shall examine the building used for a 
magazine from time to time, and report to council any 
repairs necessary to be made; and he shall examine 
monthly into the condition of all powder therein. 

§269. It is the duty of the magazine keeper to at- 
tend thereat at all times, when required, between sunrise 
and sunset (Sundays excepted), for the purpose of re- 
ceiving or of delivering powder. 

He shall receive into the magazine all powder offer- 
ed to be stored,and'enter the same in a book to the credit 
of the respective owner or owners of the same, and give 
receipts therefor ; and he shall be, and also the sureties 
cm his bond, liable to the owner thereof for any loss of 
powder stored in said magazine, by neglect or waste or 
by refusing to deliver to such owner the amount or 
quantity of powder yet due him, according to the receipt 
aforesaid. 

§270. If any owner of powder stored in the maga- 
zine shall neglect or refuse to pay the storage due there- 
on for six months, the said magazine keeper shall ad- 
vertise the same for sale in a city paper, or by posting, 
for ten days, and then sell said powder, or so much 
thereof as will pay the storage due and all costs, at pub- 
lic auction in some prominent place in the city. 

§271. Any person violating any of the provisions of 
the six preceding sections shall, on conviction in the 
police court, be punished as prescribed in section 71 ot 
this code, 

8 
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Board of Health. 



%2y2. As soon after organization as practicable 
in each year, th-e mayor and council shall elect a board of 
health, to consist of five citizens, selected from the vari- 
ous portions of the city. They shall elect one of their 
number chairman and another secretary of the board. 

§273. Before entering on the discharge of their 
duties, the members of said board shall each take and 
subscribe, before the mayor of some other officer author- 
ized to administer an oath, the following oath : "I do 
solemnly swear that I will well and truly discharge all 
the duties required of me as a member of the board ol 
heailth of the city of Brunswick. So help me God." 

§274. Said board shall meet once a month, or as 
often as they may deem it necessary for the well being 
of the health of the city. 

The chairman, or any two members, may call a 
si>ecial meeting of the board ; and it shall be the duty of 
the marshal, his deputy, or a member of the police force, 
to summon the members to any such meeting, upon re- 
quest of the chairman or any member of the board. 

§275. Said board shall provide itself with such 
blanks and record books as it may wish. 

At the close of each year the board shall make a re- 
port to the mayor and council of all complaints made to 
them during the year and the grounds of the same ; and 
also a comparative statement of record of inspection of 
premises; and such suggestions touching the health of 
the city as it may deem expedient to present ; and such 
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other sanitary information as may be called for by coun- 
cil. 

• 

§276. Said board shall keep and maintain a general 
supervision over all matters and things pertaining to the 
health of the city ; and from time to time pass such res- 
olutions as, in their judgment, will preserve the public 
health or be conducive thereto ; and submit the same to 
the mayor and council for adoption. 

§277. Said board shall have full power and author- 
ity to employ such inspector and inspectors as they 
deem necessary, and for such length of time as it may 
see fit ; and contract for doing such work as the board 
may deem necessary for the preservation of health in the 
city. 

The board may employ a scavengei (subject to the 
approved of council), whose duty it shall be to report all 
violations of the sanitary ordinances, rules of the board 
of health and regulations of council to the police court ; 
and also to do the scavenger work of the city, under the 
direction of the board ; provided, that should the city do 
its own scavenger work, or have the same done by con^ 
tract, in that event the work shall be done under the 
supervision of said board. 

The scavenger may at any time be removed or sus- 
pended by either the mayor and council or the board ot 
health. 

§278. All debts created by the board shall be paid 
as other diebts of the city, after being audited by the 
board and the finance committee of council 

§279. Said board may adopt such by-laws, rules and 
reigulations, consistent with the character and ordinances 
of the city and the law of the State, as to it may seem 
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proper, and may do all such other acts and things as, in 
its judgment, will promote the public health; and shall 
have power to make rules and regulations for the gov- 
ernment of quarantine. And the health officer shall re- 
port to said board as it shall direct, and it shall be his 
duty to carry out effectually the requisite measures for 
securing the purf>oses of quaaantine, as directed by 
council and said board. 

§280. It shall be the duty o» the board to frequently 
examine every (>art of the city, with the view of detect- 
ing causes of disease. 

§281. The board shall advise the mayor and coun- 
cil, at any time, of the introduction into the city of small 
pox, or other infectious or contagious disease or epi- 
demic, and recommend such measures as they may deem 
best for the prevention therof and for the most speedy 
relief of such diseases, when they make their appearance. 
And to this end said board, in conjunction with the 
health officer, designate such quarantine grounds on 
land and water, and adopt such quarantine regulations 
as to them may seem proper. 

§282. A sanitary inspector, appointed by the board 
and confirmed by council, shall be the executive officer 
of said board. 



Committees of Mayor and Council. 



§283. The standing committees shall consist of 
three members each, the first of whom named shall be 
chairman. 
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Thev shall examine into the condition of all mat- 
ters pertaining to their respective jurisdictions, and 
make such reports and recommendations in writing as 
they may from time to time deem necessary ; and said 
committees shall examine into any matter specially re- 
ferred to them, and make a written report thereon to 
council. 

§284. The committe on tax sale property shall al- 
ways have a complete list of the property acquired by 
the mayor and council at sales made under city tax 
executions ; and said committee shall, from time to time, 
in their discretion, report to council such of said tax sak 
property as they deem it advisable to sell. 

Upon the adoption of the committee's report, 
council shall order the property sold at public auction 
by the marshal, after four weeks' advertisement of the 
same in the newspaper in which the marshal's sales are 
advertised. And to purchasers at said sales, the mayor 
shall cause to be executed and delivered proper con- 
veyances. 

Police Court. 



§285. It shall be the duty of the mayor or acting 
mayor, at least three times a week, to hold the police 
court at the city hall or such other place as the mayor 
and council may, by ordinance, appoint, for the trial of 
all offenders against the laws and ordinances, rules and 
regulations of the city; the court shall inflict such 
punishments as are prescribed in section 71 of this code. 

The court shall convene at 10 o'clock a. m. 

§286. The clerk of the mayor and council shall be 
clerk of said court, and he shall keep a regular docket, 
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Upon which he shall enter all cases brought before said 
court for investigation and the judgment of the court 
therein. 

§287. He shall enter upon said docket, before ten 
o'clock of th-e morning following their confinement or 
arrest, the names of all persons accused of any oflfense 
cognizable in said court, with the charge against each; 
and all cases shall be tried in twenty-four hours 
after th-e confinement of the defendant, except when 
prevented by providential cause, the intervention of the 
Sabbath day or the continuance of the cause. 

§288. Every person whO' is charged with an of- 
fense before said court shall be summoned in writing to 
appear* before the same and answer the charge made. 
The summonses shall be served personally by a member 
of the police force, and shall state the offense and the 
time and place of trial. In case any person so summoned 
shall fail or refuse to appear in obedience to such sum- 
mons, he or she shall be arrested forthwith and brought 
before the court. 

§289. The judge of said court, for good and suffi- 
cient reasons, may continue any case therein to such 
time as the ends of justice ma:y require. 

§290. In all cases where the punishment for violat- 
ing a law or ordinances, cognizable by said court, is not 
specified, it shall be that prescribed in section 71 of this 
code. 

§291. Any person convicted in said court shall, im- 
less otherwise provided, pay all costs of the prosecution. 

§292. If, in the investigation of any case, it shall 
appear that the police court has no jurisdiction of the 
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offense proven, the presiding officer shall commit th-e of- 
fender, or bind him over, to the court having jurisdiction 
of the case. 

§293. Any defendant dissatisfied with any decision 
of said court may carry the same to the superior court of 
Glynn county by certiorari, in the manner prescribed in 
section 70 of this code. 



Fire Department. 

§294. The fire department shall consist of one chief 
and such subordinate officers and firemen as th-e mayor 
and council may from time to time prescribe. 

§295. At all fires the chief shall be supreme in com- 
mand of the department and the entire apparatus that 
may be employed for the extinguishment of fires, and in 
his absence the command shall devolve on the assistant 
chief, and in the absence of both the oldest fireman in 
commission present shall take command. 

§296. The chief of the fire department shall ex- 
amine, or cause to be examined, twice a year or oftener, 
if he deems it necessary, the condition of the engine 
house, engines, hose and all other apparatus of the de- 
partment, and make a report of the same to the mayor 
and council ; making such recommendations as to an en- 
largement of his department and the increase of its effi- 
ciency as he may deem proper. 

§297. If at any time additions or repairs to any of 
the property belonging to the department shall be re- 
quired, it shall be the duty of the chief, in conjunction 
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with the committee on fire department, if the council ap- 
prove, to have the same done. 

§298. Any member of the department who shall 
bring any intoxicating liquor into the engine house or 
yard, or out-houses to the same, shall be suspended ten 
days for the first offense and for the second offense shall 
be discharged. 

§299. Any member who shall be under the influ- 
ence of intoxicating liquor, either on or off duty, shall 
be discharged. 

§300. Any member of the department who shall go 
into a bar-room while on duty shall be suspended 
two days for the first offense ; and for the second offense 
he shall be discharged. 

§301. Any member guilty of disobedience either 
about the engine house or at a fire shall be suspended 
or discharged, at the discretion of the acting chief. 

§302. Any member using profane or indecent lan- 
guage around the engine house, or yards, or out-houses, 
or at a fire, shall be suspended one day. 

§303. Any member leaving his post of duty without 
permission shall be suspended or discharged, at the dis- 
cretion of the acting chief. 

§304. Any member off duty faiUng.to report at a 
fire as soon as possible after an alarm shall be suspended 
not less than two davs, sickness of himself shall be the 
only acceptable excuse. 



THE CODE OF THE CITY OF BRUNSWICK, 121 

§305. Any member who shall go to sleep while on 
watch at night shall be susp^ended five days for the first 
offense, and be discharged for the second oflfense. 

§306. Any member taking part in toy political con- 
test, or discussing politics around the engine house, shall 
be discharged from service. 

§307. In case of a general conflagration or con- 
siderable fire, ten successive taps of the bell will be 
known as a general alarm, and is to call out tiie entire 
force of the fire departm^ent. 

Two successive taps of the bell shall be the signal 
that a fire is under control. 

One tap of the bell indicates that the fire is out. 



Licenses. 



§308. The mayor and council, as soon is practic- 
able after organization, shall annually enact a supply and 
license ordinance, to remain in force for one year, speci- 
fying the general subjects and rates of taxation for the 
current year, and the rates, terms and conditions ujjon 
which licenses will be granted. 

§309. All applications for license of any kind shall 
be in the form and upon the terms prescribed in ihe cu- 
nual ordinance regulating the same, and shall be ac- 
companied with the fees required. No license shall be 
granted for a longer time than one year, unless other- 
wise specially provided, and shall not be transferable 
except by consent of council. Licenses may be grant-ed 
to firms on the same conditions as to individuals. 
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§310. Licenses may be granted to applicants for 
the remnant of a year, at the pleasure of council. 

All licenses issued shall be registered by the clerk 
in a suitable book, and the register shall at all times be 
subject to the inspection of any member of council. 

§311. No persons shall retail any whiskey, wine, 
beer, cider or other spirituous, malt or fermented liquors 
without license from the mayor and council, to be is- 
sued by the clerk'upon the applicants paying the sum re- 
quired therefor, and otherwise complying with the pro- 
visions of the law. 

§312. Every person, firm or corpsoration wishing to 
retail whiskey, wine, beer or other spirituousj malt or 
fermented liquors, shall apply in writing at a regular 
meeting of council, specifying the place where it is in- 
tended to carry on the business; and the application shall 
be accompanied by the written consent of the nearest 
neighbors to the carrying on the business at the place 
specified. 

§313. All licenses to retail whiskey, wine, beer or 
other spirituous liquors, malt or fermented liquors 
shall give bond with two or more good and sufficient 
securities, to be approved by the mayor and council, 
payable to the mayor and coimcil, and conditioned to 
keep a decent and orderly house. 

• 

§314. The place of carrying on such business may 
be changed by consent of the mayor and council ; but no 
one shall be permitted to retail any spirituous, malt or 
fermented liquors in or upon any public square, street, 
alley or sidewalk of the city ; and no- person shall be per- 
mitted to sell in more than one place or establishment at 
the same tim^e, under one and the same license. 
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§315. No one shall run any omnibus, cart, wagon or 
other vehicle of transportation, for hire, whether drawn 
by horses,mules or oxen within the city,without a license 
from the mayor and council. Every dray, or licensed 
vehicle, shall be numbered in the order in which it is 
licensed, and the clerk shall furnish to the licensee its 
proper number, fairly painted or stamped on tin, receiv- 
ing twenty-five cents therefor ; and the owner shall have 
the same attached to some conspicuous part of the 
vehicle. 

§316. Every such vehicle, without its number, shall 
be considered unlicensed. 

§317. No person shall furnish meals or lodging to 
transient customers,as a hotel,tavern or restaurant keep- 
er, without first taking out a license for the same. 

§318. No person shall exhibit or perform in this city 
any line of equestrian exercises, rope or wire dancing or 
walking, concerts of music, fire works, sleight of hand, 
or theatrical performance, or give any other show or ex- 
hibition of any kind, without first taking out a license for 
that purpose; provided, that exhibitors for charity or 
literary purposes shall not be required to pay the license 
tax herein provided for. 

§319. No dealer in vehicles, not a citizen of Bruns- 
wick, shall offer for sale any carriage, buggy, wagon, 
dray, cart or other vehicle, in this city, without first ob- 
taining a license. The application for such license shall 
be accompanied by the affidavit of the applicant, set- 
ting forth that the number of each description of ve- 
hicle is correct, and that the list furnished is a true list 
of all the vehicles he has brought into the city for sale. 
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The party to whom such license is granted shall, before 
it is issued, deposit with the clerk the sum of five dol- 
lars for each coach, cab, hack, carriage or omnibus, and 
two dollars for each gig, buggy or other pleasure car- 
riage not before mentioned, one dollar for each wagon 
for two or more horses and fifty cents for each and every 
other vehicle not mentioned above, brought to this city 
for sale. 

The license shall set forth the number of each kind of 

* 

vehicle, and the amount paid on each one ; and on the 
return of said license, with a list and description of 
vehicles remaining unsold, and not bargained to be de- 
livered outside the city (verified by the oath of the party 
returning the license), the treasurer shall return pro rata 
the amount deposited on the vehicles unsold. 

The provisions of this section shall not be consid- 
ered as interfering with the right of licensed vendue mas- 
ters. 

§320. Every transient, itinerant trader in goods, 
wares and merchandise, or other property, except those 
who bring produce for sale from the surrounding coun- 
try, whether such goods, wares and merchandise, or oth- 
er property, are deposited in the cars, or at the railroad 
depots, or at any of the wharves or other unregistered 
place, in or out of the city, and sold by samples, or are 
unpacked and delivered for sale, before offering the same 
for sale within this city, shall take out license therefor, 
and every such transient or itinerant trader who shall sell 
or attempt to sell such goods, wares, merchandise or 
property in this city without license, shall on conviction 
in the police court, be punished as prescribed in section 
71 of this code. 

§321. Each and every peddler, before offering for 
sale in this city any goods, wares, merchandise or other 
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property, shall first take out a license therefor ; and fail- 
ing so to do, on conviction in the police court, shall be 
punished as prescribed in section 71 of this code. 

§322. No' person shall exercise the business of an 
auctioneer or vendue master in this city without first ob- 
taining a liceny, which shall not issue until the appli- 
cant shall have given bond, with two or more good and 
sufficient securities, to be approved by the mayor and 
council, in the sum^ of three thousand dollars, payable to 
the mayor and council and its successors, conditoned for 
the prompt payment of all dues and taxes for which such 
licensee may become liable to the city, for the making 
of quarterly returns and for the faithful performance ot 
all duties that may be required of him as such auctioneer 
or vendue master by the ordinances of said city. 

§323. No such licensed auctioneer or vendue mas- 
ter shall fail or refuse to do any business appertaining to 
his office between sunrise and sunset when called on to 
do so, or be guilty of any collusion or malpractice in or- 
der to deceive. 

§324. For license to carry on such business of 
auctioneer or vendue master, the licensee shall pay such 
sum as council may annually require, and in addition 
therto he shall be taxed on his sales at auction (except 
such as are 'exempt by law), not exceeding oile thous- 
and dollars in amount, one and one-half per cent; on 
the excess over one thousand dollars and under three 
thousand dollars, one per cent. ; on the excess over three 
thousand and under ten thousand dollars, three- 
quarters of one per cent. ; and on the excess over ten 
thousand dollars, one-half of one per cent. 
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§325. No auctioneer or vendue master shall be per- 
mitted to use his license in such manner as to allow 
any other person any part or share of the commissions 
or profits on the sales of such auctioneer or vendue mas- 
ter ; provided, that if there be two or more partners and 
license be granted to one of the partners, the license 
shall set forth the name or names of the other partner 
or partners, who may be allowed to share in such com- 
missions or profits. 

§326. Any person violating any of the provisions of 
the four preceding sections, on conviction in the police 
court of said city, shall be punished as prescribed in sec- 
tion 71 of this code. 

§327. Before entering upon the discharge of his 
duties, each and every lumber measurer or inspector, 
who shall be appointed by the mayor and council at a 
regular meeting, upon application in writing, accom- 
panied by satisfactory evidence of competency, shall 
give bond, with two or more good and sufficient securi- 
ties, to be approved by the mayor and council, in the 
sum of five hundred dollars, payable to the mayor and 
council and its successors, conditioned for the faithful 
performance of his duties as such lumber measurer or in- 
spector, and shall take and subscribe, before the mayor 
or some other officer authorized to administer an oath 

the following oath : "I, , do swear that I will 

well' and truly demean myself in the office of lumber 
measurer an inspector, to which I have been appointed, 
and, to the best of my skill and judgment, will faithfully 
and impartially discharge the duties thereof according 
to law. So help me God.'' 

§328. When the bond prescribed in the preceding 
section shall have been given and accepted and the oath 
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taken and subscribed and the license tax paid, the appli- 
cant shall receive a license, signed by the clerk, with the 
seal of the city attached, which license shall continue oi 
force until the day fixed for the expiration of all city 
licenses, unless sooner revoked as hereinafter pre- 
scribed. 

§329. All timber, lumber, staves or shingles 
brought to this market shall be inspected, measured and 
counted, and the statements of such measurements shall 
be made out in superficial measure. 

§330. All square timber, ranging timber, scantlings 
and boards, heading, shingles, pipe, hogshead and barrel 
staves shall be inspected, measured, counted and classed 
in accordance with the provisions of section 1600 of the 
code of Georgia of 1895- 

§331. Every vessel loaded wholly or in part with 
timber or lumber of any description, staves or shingles, 
and cleared at the custom house of this district for any 
port orther than a port of this State, may receive, if re- 
quired, a certificate of the measurement and inspection 
of such timber, lumber, staves or shingles, to which cer- 
tificate, if the cargo be for a foreign port, the seal of 
the city shall be attached, for which the measurer and 
inspector shall receive the sum of one dollar, and the 
clerk of council, for affixing the seal, the sum of seventy- 
five cents. 

§332. Any measurer or insi>ector who shall remove 
from the city or be absent or disabled so that he cannot 
attend to his duties, shall forfeit his license. 

§333. Each measurer and inspector shall receive for 
his services the following fees, to be paid by the seller. 
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the labor necessary to the measurement and inspection 
of the lumber to be furinshed by the factor, to-wit : 

For inspection and culling staves, per thousand. .$i .00 
For inspecting and culling shingles, per thousand . 30 
For inspecting and measuring ranging timber per 

thousand ^. 25 

For inspecting and measuring sawed lumber, tim- 
ber, per thousand 25 

§334. Every perrson pursuing the business of 
stevedore, or of loading, unloading or directing or super- 
intending the loading or unloading any water craft in the 
port of Brunswick, either for himself or another person, 
shall first obtain licnse therefor, in the following form: 

*' ^ having paid into the treasury of the 

city the sum of dollars, is hereby authorized to 

pursue the calling or occupation of a stevedore in the 

port of Brunswick imtil the day of ." Said 

license shall expire on the day fixed by council for the 
expiration of all licenses, and may be taken out for the 
whole year, or for the unexpired portion of a year, up- 
on the payment of the amount of the year's tax. 

Tax, Ad Valorem and Otherwise. 

§335. It shall be the duty of the mayor and council, 
as soon as practicable on each and every year, to pass 
an ordinance for the purpose of raising revenue for the 
support and good government of the city, for the current 
year, and for paying interest on bonds and other ac- 
crued liabilities of the city, imposing such specific and ad 
valorem taxes upon all persons, agents, companies, occu- 
pations and properties as are authorized by the charter 
of the city. 
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§336. Each and every person, firm or corporation 
liable for the payment of any tax, wheith-er specific or 
upojn property, in said city, shall fuimish the clerk with 
a return under oath — of all property, both real and per- 
sonal, in said city, owned or controlled by him, her or 
them on the day designated therefor by law of the city. 

§337. The following oath shall be administered by 
the clerk to all persons making tax returns: "I, 

, do solemnly swear that the return which 1 

now make is a just and true return of all taxable prop- 
erty which I am possessed of, held or claimed, in my own 
right or in that of another, within the corporate limits 

of the city of Brunswick, on the day of in 

the present year, or was interested in or entitled to, 
either in my own right or in the right of any other per- 
son or persons, as parent or guardian, executor, admin- 
istrator or trustee, and that I have affixed a true value 
to the personal property, according to the best of my 
knowledge, information and belief. So help me God.'' 

§338. All persons, firms or corporations owning 
any property, real or personal, claimed to be exempt 
from taxation by the city, shall make return of the same 
to the clerk on or before the thirty-first day of May in 
each year, setting forth on oath upon what ground the 
exemption is claimed, and showing of what the property 
consists and the value thereof, in order that it mav 
clearly appear from an inspection, of the record in the 
clerk's office what property of every kind, exempt frorn 
taxation, there is in said city, with its description, if real 
property, by metes and bounds or lot number, for the 
guidance of the city authority in the issuance of execu- 
tions against unreturned property ; and failing such re- 
turn,the property shall be proceeded against as other un- 
returned property. 
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§339. Immediately after the expiration of the time 
for making tax returns, the clerk shall proceed to ascer- 
tain what persons and property and other subjects of 
taxation are in default, from the most authentic sources 
in his pK>wer ; he shall assess the personal property, and 
if any real estate has not been assessed, he shall furnish 
the board of assessors with a list of the same, who shall 
assess it as in other cases. 

§340. Every person, firm or corporation engaged 
in any trade or business in said city is hereby required to 
register his, her or its name, business, calling or trade 
annually, at such time as the mayor and council may, by 
resolution from time to time, direct, in a book to be 
kept by the clerk for that purpose ; and persons coming 
into the city, and engaging in business after that date, 
shall so register within ten days after commencing any 
business, trade or calling, and take out the required bus- 
iness license. 

Sanitary Regulations. 

§341. The occupants of all houses, lots or premises, 
and the owners of all lots ot houses, unoccupied, within 
the city, shall keep the same in a cleanly condition. 

§342. No person shall be permitted to keep, on 
premises in this city, any boxes, barrels or other vessels 
having contained meats, tallow, lard or fish, unless thor- 
oughly cleaned immediately ujKwi being emptied, but 
they shall be removed to crematory as often as once 
every two weeks by the owner. 

§343. All persons who shall keep fresh meats, fish, 
oysters, fruits or vegetables for sale shall keep their 
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places in a cleanly condition. They shall thoroughly 
clean them daily ; they shall use such disinfectants about 
premises as will be furnished by the inspector. There 
shall not be sold, or allowed to remain on the premises, 
any tainted or spoiled meats, fish, oysters, fruits or veg- 
etables. 

§344. The owners of all dead animals shall imme- 
diately remove them to the crematory. Should no owner 
be found, the city marshal shall have the same disposed 
of as above designated; and in case the owner should 
afterward be found, the expense; of such removal shall be 
collected from said owner, either by execution or other- 
wise. 

§345. It shall be the duty of scavengers to re- 
move the contents of all privies at least once every week. 
It shall be his duty also to remove the contents of gar- 
bage receiptacl-es at least once a day, and to keep the 
streets, lanes or squares always free from rubbish and 
garbage. 

§346. The sanitary inspector and his assistants shall 
have their office at the city hall. They shall inspect all 
parts of the city, and see that the rules of the board of 
health ane strictly complied with, and shall put upon the 
police court docket all those failing to comply with the 
same. 

§347. The members of the board of health, sanitary 
inspector, marshal and police of the city shall have the 
authority to enter the premises of all persons within the 
city for the purpose of examining into the sanitary con- 
dition of the same ,and to give such instructions as may 
be necessary to have them put in proper condition. 
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§348. It shall be unlawful to keep any hog or hogs 
in the area embraced within the following described 
limits : Commencing at the Southern terminus of Mc- 
Cullough's dock, and running Northwardly along the 
water front to the Western terminus of **0" street ; and 
running thence Eastwardly along *'0" street to Cle- 
burne street ; and running thence Southerly along Cle- 
burne street to Gloucester street; and running thence 
Easterly along Gloucester street to the marsh; and 
thence following the line of marsh back to the initial 
point. 

§349. Whenever it may be deemed necessary for 
the public health, any person may be required by thC/ 
board of health to white-wash any unpainted fences or 
building upon his or her premises, by written order of 
said board of health, served by the sanitary inspe^rtor or 
any police officer of the city 

§350. Railroad companies are required to have all 
water closets and privies on trains locked while in the 
city limits. 

§351. All persons owning vacant lots shall keep 
weeds and grass mowed or cut dow^n on the same, as 
shall also the mayor and council upon streets and 
squares. 

\ 
§352. No person or persons shall permit any cellar, 

vault, private drain, sink, privy, sewer, or other place 

upon any premises or grounds belonging to- or occupied 

by them, to become oflFensive or injurious to the public 

health. All privies shall be constructed and used in such 

a manner as will readily afford access to nigfht soil carts 

for the purpose of removal of all accumulations there 
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from ; and all privies shall be, by the occupants of prem- 
ises kept thoroughly disinfected and provided with watei 
tight tubs or iron buckets for removing the excrement. 

§353. No person shall place or leave, or cause to be 
placed or left, in or near any highway, street, or alley, or 
public place, or in any private lot or enclosure, or in any 
pond or other body of water, where the current will not 
remove the same, any rubbish, dirt, soil, ashes, hay 
shucks, tin cans, decaying fruit or vegetable mattei 
whatsoever, nor keep in or about any dwelling house, 
bam, shed, store, shop or cellar, any of the aforesaid 
substances in any manner liable to becom-e putrified or 
offensive or injurio* to health, but shall rake and sweep 
up all filth, or trash of every kind, from the premises and 
place same in suitable boxes or barrels kept for that pur- 
pose, and put the same in a convenient place for garbage 
carts, and after cleaning apply fresh slacked lime. 

§354. No person, nor any occupant, or person hav- 
ing control or charge of any lot, tenement, premises or 
other place, shall cause or permit any nuisance to be or 
remain in or upon said lot, tenement, premises, building 
or other place, or between the same and the centre of the 
street or highway adjoining, but shall promptly have the 
same removed, through an immediate report of the same 
to sanitary superintendent, sanitary inspector or sec- 
retary of the board of health. 

§355- All petitions for cleansing, or abatement oi 
any nuisance, shall be made to the board of health, 01 
any member thereof, or to the sanitary inspector; stating 
distinctly the character of such nuisance, the premises 
where situated, and the reason for its abatement or re- 
moval. But if it becomes necessary to institute legal 
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proceedings against the party or parties complained of, 
the complainant shall, before such proceedings are in- 
stituted, file a complaint in writing with the board of 
health. 

§356. A noitiee, served on any owner, or occupant, 
or left at a private residence of the owner, or agent, or 
occupant, or if, after due search, neither can be found, 
posted on the front door, or wall, or fence, of such prop- 
erty, and a like notice sent to such owner's, agent's or 
occupant's last known postoffice address, shall be con- 
sidered sufficient and ample notice. 

§357. No person or persons aftall upturn the earth 
for grading or filling, excavating for building or other- 
wise, in any public or private place, between the first day 
of May and the first day of November of each year, ex- 
cept with the written permission of the board of health. 

§358. The owners, agents, occupants or other per- 
sons having care of dwelling houses, or any other build- 
ings, shall furnish the same with sufficient drain under- 
ground to carry off the waste water; and no person shall 
suffer any waste or stagnant water tO' remain in any 
cellar or upon any lot or vacant ground, by him owned 
or occupied, in any part of the city. 

§359- No manure from stables, barns or any othei 
places within the compact part of the city shall be al- 
lowed to accumulate until it becomes offensive to per- 
son's residing in the vicinty, or passing along any street, 
lane or highway. 

§360. The superintendent of the public schools shall 
not admit any pupil without satisfactory evidence that he 
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or she has been vaccinated ; and it shall be the duty of the 
city physician, at all times, to be prepared to vaccinate 
any pupil, who, from ix>verty, is unable to pay therefor. 

§361. It shall be the duty of every physician, sur- 
geon or other person attending any case of small pox 
epidemic, cholera epidemic, diptheria, scarlet fever, ty- 
phoid fever, measels, yellow fever, or other dangerous, 
infectious, contagious or pestilential disease ; and every 
householder, attendant or agent, in whose house any 
such disease may occur, to report every such case to the 
health officer immediately after receiving knowledge of 
same, giving the number of the house, street, ave- 
nue or land upon which it is situa^ted, and the name and 
age of the diseased person ; and the board of health may 
take such action as they deem expedient to prevent 
the spread of the disease. 

§362. It shall be the duty of the health officer to 
provide himself with such books, at the expense of the 
city, as are necessary for the complete record of births, 
marriages and deaths, and to make a monthly informa- 
tion of the same to the city council, at such times as they 
may deem it expedient. 

§363. It shall be the duty of the parents to report 
or cause to be reported to the health officer, all births, 
within three days after the same occur. 

§364. It shall be the duty of every person perfom- 
ing a marriage ceremony, to report to the health officer 
within three days after such ceremony, the names, ages 
and nativity of the contracting i>arties. 

m 

§365. It shall be the duty of the sextons of both 
white and colored cemeteries, to return to the health 
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officer within one week all burial permits, with the en- 
dorsement of the date of the burial thereon. 

§366. Any person violating, or causing to be violat- 
•ed, any of the preceding sanitary regulations, or any 
lawful rule or order of the board of health, or failing 
or neglecting to comply with any or either of the re- 
quirements of the same, upon conviction thereof before 
the police court of said city, shall be punished as pre- 
scribed in section 71 of this code. 



Sewerage and Plumbing. 



§367. All improved property within two hundred 
feet of any one of the public sewers, shall be connected 
' with the sewerage system of the city ; and it shall he un- 
lawful for any person to keep or maintain any such 
property unconnected with the same, or to maintain or 
use privy or' cess pool within two hundred feet of any 
sewer, or to discharge any sewerage into or upon any 
highway, stream, open drain, or water course, or into 
any drain, cess pool, or private sewer. 

§368. It shall be unlawful to make any connection 
with any of the public sewers without first obtaining per- 
mission therefor as hereinafter in this article provided. 

§369. No permit to make connection with a public 
sewer shall be granted until the plumber, licenised as a 
city plumber, to make connections with the public sew- 
ers, making application, shall pay to the treasurer a fee 
of two dollars for the privilege of making said connec- 
tion ; the treasurer's receipt to be endorsed on the city 
surveyor's i>ermit. 
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§370. It shall be unlawful to do any of the following 
acts: 

1st. To uncover the public sewer for any purpose, 
or to make any coninection therewith, or to uncover the 
public inspection or connection branches thereof, or to 
open any man-hole or flush tank, except with the written 
consent and under the supervision of the city surveyor ; 
or to do or cause to be done any injury of any kind 
to the pumping station, well, engines, pumps, boilers, 
force-main or out-let pipe, or to any of the appliances or 
property of the public sewers. 

2nd. To make or cause to be made any connection 
with a house, connection branch or public sewer, ex- 
cept under a written license for the work, signed by the 
city surveyor, with the receipt of the treasurer endorsed 
thereon for the fee of two dollars charged for the privi- 
lege of connection with the public sewer. 

3rd. To make or cause to be made'any connection 
by any other person than a plumber only registered to 
do such work, or to make such connections in any other 
manner than as follows : 

(a) Every pipe connecting with the sewer from a 
point five feet outside the foundation walls of the build- 
ing must be either of cast iron pii>e or salt-glazed vitri- 
fied earthen ware ; must be solidly laid on a true grade, 
and as near as possible on a straight line; all changes 
in its direction must be made with properly curved 
pipe ; must be jointed in the best manner, and covet-ed to 
the depth of one foot, with well rammed fine earth, free 
from stones and rubbish. Within forty-eight hours after 
the filling of the trench is completed,the paving or ballast 
must be replaced, and the street left in as good a condi- 
tion as it was before the trench was made for laying the 
pipe. . 
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(b) In all cases gaskets must be used to prevent 
lead or cement from running* into the pipe. 

(c) No drain connected with the public sewer shall 
be laid with a less inclination than one foot in sixty feet. 

(d) All drains connected with th^ public sewer shall 
be four inches in diameter. No earthen ware pipe shall 
be laid less than fwo feet deep. Pij>es laid at a less depth 
than the above shall be of cast iron with well caulked 
lead joints. 

(e) No person or corporation shall lay any pipe or 
conduit for any purpose whatsoever in any street within 
five feet on either side of the public sewer in such street, 
without permission of the committe on sanitation. 

(f) No more than one building shall be connected 
with the public sewer through one drain, without a 
special permission signed by the city surveyor. 

(g) Any settlement over a drain on any street or 
public way occuring within sixty days after the laying of 
said drain, shall be repaired at the expense of the owner 
of the property from which said drain was laid. 

(h) Notice must be left at the office of the city sur- 
veyor, twenty-four hours prior to the beginning of any 
work upon a drain or excavation ; and no material shall 
be used or work covered until inspected and approved 
by the city surveyor. 

(i) Permits to make conection with the public sew- 
ers shall be issued only when the plumbing in the build- 
ing to be connected is in accordance with the rules for 
plumbing as hereinafter in this article set fo»rth. 

(j) In opening treaiches in any street or public way, 
the paving or ballast must be removed with care; the 
sides of the trench must be sheeted or braced when di- 
rected; and in the manner directed by the city surveyor. 
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The eami thrown from the trench must be placed so as 
not to obstruct the gutter and so as to cause the least 
obstruction to public travel. Gas and water pipes must 
be protected from injury, and the trench enclosed and 
lighted. at night, and every precaution to prevent injury 
to persons or property during the progress of the work. 

§371. If any owner of real estate fails or refuses to 
connect any water closet, urinal or privy, upon any real 
estate or in any building tjiereon, when ordered so to do, 
after ten day's written notice, then the mayor and coun- 
cil shall cause the same to be connected ; and execution 
shall issue against said owner and the property for the 
cost of making such connection, and be enforced as pro- 
vided in section 60 of this code; and such delinquent 
owner shall be prosecuted, for so? failing and refusing, in 
the police court. 

§372. Before any plumbing or drainage work is done 
in a building and before any additions are made to old 
work, a plan and description of the work to be done, 
signed by a licensed plumber on blanks to be furnished 
by the city surveyor, shall be filed in the office of said 
surveyor; and no such work shall be done until such 
plan shall be approved, and a written permit to do the 
work issued by the surveyor. 

§373. All work done on such plans shall be subject 
to the inspection of said surveyor, and no alteration shall 
be made in the plan or in the work without first obtain- 
ing a special permit in writing from said surveyor. 

§374. Under no circumstances shall any mechanic 
doing the work of plumbing or hooise-drainage, or any 
employ of such mechanic, act as agent of the city sur- 
veyor to perforni the duties prescribed in this article. 
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§375- No part of plumbing or dxainag4iifehall be 
covered or concealed in any manner or form until it has 
been inspected by the inspector; and notice must be sent 
to sadd inspector when work is sufficiently advanced for 
the inspection thereof. 

§376. All material must be of good quality and free 
from defects, and examined, insi>ected and approved by 
the city surveyor before use, and the work must be exe 
cuted in a thorough and workman-like manner. 

§377. The drain, soil and waste pipes, and the traps, 
if practicable, must be exposed to view for ready inspec- 
tion at all times and for convenience of repairing. When 
necessarily placed within partitions or recesses within 
the walls, soil and w^te pipes must be covered with 
wood work, so fastened with screws as to be readily re- 
moved. In no case shall they be absolutely inaccessible. 

§378. When required by sanitation committe or en- 
gineer or surveyor, the soil or other vertical pipes shall 
be placed in a special shaft and between or adjacent to 
the water closet and bath room, and serving as a venti- 
lation shaft for them. This shaft shall be at leiast two and 
a half feet square* It shall extend from the cellar 
through the roof and shall be covered by a louvered sky 
light. It shall be accessible at every story and shall have 
an open but strong grating at each floor to stand on. 

§379. Every house or building shall be separately 
or independently connected with the public sewer. 

§380. When the ground is made or filled in, the 
house* sewer, that is to say that portion of the drain ex- 
tending from the public sewer to the main wall, must 
be of cast iron with joints properly caulked with lead. 
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§381. No house drain or sewer shall be laid through 
or under adjoining yards or houses. 

§382. All pipes must be laid in a straight line if 
possible. All changes in direction must be made with 
curved pipe, and all conections with **Y'' branch pipes 
and one-eight binds. No square bends or crosses will be 
allowed. 

§383. Any house drain or sewer pipe put in and 
covered without due notice to the inspector, must be 
uncovered for inspection at the discretion of the inspec- 
tor. 

§384. No brick, shot-metal, earthen-ware or chim- 
ney flue shall be used as a sewer ventilator, nor to venti- 
late any trap, drain, soil or waste pii>es, and the back ven- 
tilation of traps is prohibited. 

§385. Every vertical soil pipe and waste pipe must 
be of cast iron, and must be extended at least two feet 
above the highest part of the roof or coping, of undimin- 
ished size. It must not open near a window or air shaft 
which ventilates rooms. 

§386. Soil, waste and vent pipes in an extension 
must be extended above the roof of the main building, 
when otherwise they would open in fifty feet of the win- 
dows of the main house or the houses adjoining. 

§387. All pipes from the sewer connection to the 
top of the soil pipe must be four inches in interior diam- 
eter at every point. 

§388. No trap or manner of obstruction to the free 
flow of air through the whole course of the drain and 
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soil pipe will be allowed; and any mechanic who shall 
directly or indirectly place, make, cause or allow to be 
placed or made any trap, contraption or other obstacle 
anywhere in the course of such soil or drain pipe, shall, 
in addition to the penalty hereinafter prescribed, forfeit 
his license, and shall be ineligible to re-license for one 
year. And any other person offending as above shall be 
subject to the penalties hereinafter prescribed. No 
traps except those directly under fixtures will be al- 
lowed* 

§389. Every connection of a water closet, sink, 
basin or other vessel connected with a soil pipe or drain 
must be separated from it by a trap offering an obstacle 
to the passage of air equal to not less than one inch depth 
of water. 

§390. All pipes must be sound and free from imper- 
fections. Cast iron pipe must be heavy or extra heavy 
and fitting likewise. Light pipe must not be used. 
Lead waste pipe must not be lighter than **D*' pii>e, 

§391. All cast iron pipes must be thoroughly coat- 
ed inside and outside with coal tar pitch, applied hot, or 
with some other equivalent substance. 

§392. All connections of lead pipe with iron pipe 
must be made with a brass sleeve or ferrule of the same 
size as the lead pipe put in the heel of the branch of the 
iron pipe and caulked with lead. The lead pipes must 
be attached to the ferrule by a wiped joint. All connec- 
tions of lead must be by wiped joints. 

§393. Every water closet, sink, basin, wash tray, 
bath and other fixture, and every tub or set of tubs, must 
be separately and effectually trapped. 
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§394. All detiiils of plumbing work, such as water 
closets, sinks, etc., must be of a kind and quality to be ap- 
prov-ed by the city engineer or surveyor. 

§395. The discretion of the city engineer or sur- 
veyor in approving plans and accepting work shall be 
limited by the following requirements : 

§396. No water closet shall be set up in any house 
or building in which its walls are not fully and freely 
washed by the normal discharge of the closet at each 
operation ; nor shall any hopper closet be set up which 
has a trap of less than one and three-quarters inches 
seal. Pan and plunger water closets are prohibited. 

§397. Every trap constructed which is so situ- 
ated as to be subject to siphonage by momentum or by 
suction, shall be of a kind that cannot have its water 
seal broken by siphonage or shall have an effectual me- 
chanical seal. 

§398. No cowl, return bend or cap shall be used at 
the top of any vent pipe. 

§399. Every lateral branch extending more than 
ten feet from a ventilated soil or vent pii>e, with which 
it is connected, shall be independently vented through 
the roof of the building by a pipe of its full diameter. 
There shall be no trap in the course of such branch or 
vent pipe, each fixture being independently connected 
with it and having its own trap. 

§400. No fixture shall be trapped by having its out- 
let connected with the trap of another fixture. 
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§401. Traps must be placed as near the fixture as 
practicable, and in no case shall a trap be more than two 
feet from the fixture. All kitchen sinks shall be con- 
nected through a properly arranged grease trap. 

§402. All pipe openings, except from water closets, 
must be provided with strong metallic strainers. 

§403. In no case shall the water from a bath tub 
or other fixture be connected with a water closet trap . 

§404. Overflow pipes from fixtures must in each 
case be connected on the inlet side of the trap. 

§405. Every safe under a wash basin, bath or urinal 
water closet, or other fixture must be drained by a spec- 
ial pipe not directly connected with any soil or waste 
pipe, drain or sewer, but shall be discharged into an 
open sink upon cellar floor or outside of the house. The 
waste pipes from the refrigerators shall not be directly 
connected with the waste or soil pij>es, or with the drain 
or sewer, or be discharged into the soil. It shall be dis- 
charged into an open sink. Such waste pipes shall be so 
arranged as to admit of frequent flushing and shall be as 
short as possible, and disconnected with the refrigerator. 

§406. All water closet rooms must be thoroughly 
ventilated and have no direct connection by door or win- 
dow to any sleeping apartment. All water closets with- 
in the house must be supplied with water from special 
tanks or cisterns, the water of which is not used for any 
other purpose. 

§407. A group of closets may be supplied from one 
tank, but water closets on different floors are not per- 
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mitted to be flushed from one tank. No direct conunect- 
ing closets will be allowed. 

§408. The overflow pipes from water closets cis- 
terns must discharge into the bowl of the water closet, 
not into the soil or waste pipe, nor into the drain or 
sewer. When the pressure of the water works is not 
sufficient to supply these tanks, a pump must be sup- 
plied. 

§409. Tanks few* drinking water are objectionable ; 
if indispensable, they must never be lined with lead, gal- 
vanized iron or zinc. They must be constructed of iron 
or wood, lined with tinned and planished copper. Th-i? 
overflow must be discharged upon the roof or trapped 
and discharged into arf open sink, never into any soil or 
waste pifKe or water closet trap, nor into the drain or 
sewer. 

§410. Rain water leaders must never be used as soil, 
waste or vent pipes, nor shall any soil, waste or vent 
pipes be used as a leader. 

§411. No steam, exhaust or blow off pipe from a 
steam boiler will be allowed to connect with any soil on 
waste pipe or directly with the house drain. They must 
discharge into a tank or condenser, the waste from 
which, if to be discharged into* the sewer through the 
house drain must be connected on the se\yer side of the 
running trap. 

§412. Subsoil drains must be provided whenever 
necessary connected with the public subsoil drain, not 
with the soil pipe drain or sewer. 
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§413. No privy vault or school sink will be allowed 
in any cellar or basement, nor shall the general privy ac- 
commodations of a tenement or lodging house be al- 
lowed to be in a cellar or basement. 

•   

§414. No privy vault or cess pool for sew-erage 
,will be permitted in any part of the city. 

§415. School sinks must be of cast iron not more 
than two feet in depth, connected at the upper end with 
the water supply and at the lower end with a drain lead- 
ing to the sewer, and provided with an outlet at the 
lowest point and at the bottom, so as to admit of a com- 
plete discharge of the contents whenever tTie outlet is 
open and the sink flushed with water. 

§416. From a point five feet outside the founda- 
tion walls of a building, no material may be used, with- 
in the building, for soil, waste or vent pipes, other than 
wrought iron, or cast iron pipes with securely leaded 
joints, or lead pipes with soldered or wiped joints. Ce- 
mient or putty joints, tin or sheet iron pipes, whether 
galvanized or not, shall not be used. 

§417. No connection may be made at any part of 
the house-drainage system with roof gutters, or any 
other channel for the conveyance of rain water, save that 
plumbing fixtures may be supplied from tanks constructr 
ed to store rain water for such p.urpose. 

§418. All soil and waste pipes shall be as direct as 
possible, and all parts of the work shall be so arranged 
that they may be at all times re'adily examined and re- 
paired. Before the fixtures are placed in connection with 
the plumbing of any house or building, and before the 
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said pipe is connected with the drain,the outlet of the soil 
pipe and all openings into it shall he hermetically sealed : 
the pipe shall then be filled with water to its top, and 
every joint shall be carefully examined for leakage; and 
all leaks shall be securely closed before connesctions with 
the soil pipes are made ; except in case of inspection ot 
plumbing already existing, the peppermint or smoke test 
may be substituted by the city enginreer or surveyor. 

§419. The licensed mechanic employed to construct 
a house drain shall complete his work to within four feet 
of the mouth of the house connection branch of the pub- 
lic sewer. 

§420. The house drain shall be continued from tliat 
point, and connected with the house connection branch 
of the public sewer only under the immediate supervision 
of the city engineer or surveyor; and only after he shall 
have personally inspected and accepted the house drain 
and its plumbing connections, and satisfied himself that 
all is strictly in accordance with the requirements of this 
ordinance, shall such connection with the public sewer be 
made. 

§421. Applications for license to do any work un- 
der this ordinance shall be made in writing to the com- 
mittee on sewerage, blanks provided for that purpose. 
Every person, firm or corporation to- whom a license is 
granted shall file a bond, with good security, to be ap;- 
proved by the mayor, in the sum of five hundred dollars, 
conditioned to indemnify, and save harmless the city of 
Brunswick from all damages arising from connections 
and with the public sewers, and the persons occupying 
the house or premises. 
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§422. No person, firm or corporation licensed to do 
the work herein provided for shall undertake house 
drainage or plumbing work in any case, without having 
first received a special permit for such case. Applica- 
tions for permits for house drainage and sewer connec- 
tions must be madfe in .writing by the owner erf the 
property or by his authorized agent, giving the name of 
the licensed mechanic who is to do the work, and re- 
questing that the said licensed mechanic be duly author- 
ized, therefor. (Blanks for such application will be fur- 
nished by the city engineer or surveyor.) 

§423. To allow any surface water or rain water 
from the ground or roofs of houses or buildings to enter 
any pipe or drain or vessel or slop-stone connected with 
any pipe or drain connected with the public sewers, or to 
admit any drainage water from any cellar into such pipe 
or drain, shall be considered unlawful. 

§424. It shall be unlawful to throw or deposit, or 
cause to be thrown or deposited, in any vessel or re- 
ceptacle cottinected' with a public sewer, any garbage, 
vegetable parings, ashes, cinders, rags, or any other mat- 
ter or thing whatsoever, except faeces, urine, the neces- 
sary water closet paper, liquid house slops; or to allow 
any hou^e drain to be connected with any privy vault or 
cess pool, or under-ground drain, or with any other 
channel conveying water or filth, excepting the soil 
pipes and plumbing work of the house or building as 
hereinbefore provided. 

§425. It is made the duty of the city engineer or 
surveyor to enforce full compliance with the ordinance in 
relation to the sewer connections, the construction of 
house drains and plumbing work, a ad the exclusion of 
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all improper substances from th«e drai is and sewers, and 
a failure of duty in this respect shall abject such en- 
gineer or surveyor or agent to all |>ena vies- of this ordi- 
nance. 

§426. The commit te on sewerage or sanitation 
shall have the power to stop and prevent ^rom discharg- 
ing into the public sewers any private drain through 
which substances are discharged which arL' iiabje to in- 
jure the sewers or to obstruct the flow of the sewerage. 

§427. No connection shall be made w ith the main 
or lateral sewers from any out-house or privy, unless 
the foundation of same be constructed of masoiirv 
and have a cement floor, which building shall be con^ 
structed under the supervision, control and requirements 
of the sanitary committee and city engineer or surveyor. 

'§428. The city enginee:r or surveyor, when, in his 
judgment, any vent pipe or other plumbing should be 
extended, changed or modified, the owner or agent ot 
owner upon three days' notice, shall have the same ex- 
tended, changed or modified, as said city engineer or 
surveyor directs. 

§429. If any licensed plumber be guilty of doing or 
performing, or failing to do or perfom, any of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, upon conviction thereof in the 
police court, the license of said plumber shall be {medi- 
ately revoked, besides his being subject to the penalty 
hereinafter prescribed to be inflicted upon any person 
violating the provisions of this ordinance and no license 
shall be granted such plumber or plumbers for one year 
thereafter. 
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§430. Any person violating, either by acts of omis- 
sion or commission or otherwise, any provision of the 
preceding sefctions in relation to sewers and plumbing, 
shall, on conviction thereof in the police court of said 
city, be punished as prescribed in section 71 of this cod'C. 

§431. A special tax on all the taxable property in 
the city shall be levied and collected anriually,in the same 
manner as other city taxes, sufficient tO' produce enough 
money to pay accruing interest on the outstanding bonds 
of this city, issued pursuant to an ordinance adopted in 
council February 28, 1891. And the money so raised 
shall be applied to no other purpose than the payment 
of said interest. 

§432. A special tax on all the taxable property in the 
city shall be kvied and collected annually in like man- 
ner as other city taxes during the twenty consecutive 
years begining with the year 1901, sufficient, during the 
first ten years, to produce the sum of ten thousand dol- 
lars per annum, and during the next ten years to pro- 
duce the sum of fifteen thousand dollars per annum. The 
special taxes in this section provided for, together with 
the special taxes collected in prior years for the same pur- 
pose, to constitute a sinking fund for the payment of the 
principal of the bonds mentioned in the preceding sec- 
tion, and, so long as any of said bonds are outstanding, 
shall be applied to no other purpose. Said fund shall be 
kept separate and distinct from all other money and 
funds of the city, and to be safely invested, from time to 
time, with the income and increase thereof, under the di- 
rection of the mayor and council, in bonds of this city, or 
bonds of the State of Georgia, or bonds of the United 
States of America; which bonds so purchased shall be 
kept alive in the sinking fund, and the interest thereon 
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collected and re-invested as part of said sinking fund; 
said sinking fund moneys and the accumulations thereon 
and the securities in which the same are invested shall, 
at the maturity of the bonds mentioned in the preceding 
section, be applied to pay off and discharge the principal 
thereof ; and af Wsr the payment of all the principal and in- 
terest of said bonds, the balance of said sinking fund, if 
any, may be used for any lawful corporate purpose of 
the city. 

§433. It shall be the duty of the chief of the fire de- 
partment and of the marshal to make frequent examina- 
tions into the condition of the stov-e pipes and chimneys 
in this city, aided by the dieputy marshal and police- 
men. And the marshal shall require the owner or occu- 
pant of any house in which there is a dangerous stove 
pipe or chimney to rem-edy the same in twelve hours; 
and upon his or her refusal or neglect to do- so the mar- 
shal shall summon the party to appear before the police 
court, an<j if the evidence sustain the opinion of the 
marshal, that the said stove pipe or chimney is a source 
df danger the presiding officer of said court shall order 
the necessary alteration made at the expense of the 
owner or occupant, for which the clerk shall issue exe- 
cution, if necessary ; provided, that it shall not be lawful 
for any person or persons, whether owner or tenant, to 
have, use or maintain, or permit to be used or main- 
tained, within the corporate limits of the city, in any 
store, dwelling or other building, any stove pipe project- 
ing through a roof, wall, or other partition. 

§434. The mayor and council, upon complaint 
made by any citizen that any forge, smith-shop or other 
building is a source of danger from fire, shall proceed, at 
the earliest practicable moment, to investigate the same. 
They shall give notice, through the marshal, to the 
owner or occupant of such forge, smith-shop or other 
building of the time and place of such investigation, who 
shall be allowed to show by proof that the same is not 
dangerous or that the danger can and will be remedied 
at once. If after such investigation, the mayor and 
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council shall determine that the removal of. such forge, 
smith-shop or other building is necessary to the safety 
of the city from fire, they shall cause the marshal to give 
the owner or occupant thereof written notice to begin 
the removal or remedy of the same in twenty-four hours 
and complete it as rapidly as possible ;^nd if the said 
owner or occupant shall fail or refuse to remove the 
building or remedy the danger, the marshal shall forth- 
with have said forge, smith-shop or other building re- 
moved, or the danger remedied at the expense of the 
owner or occupant thereof, and the clerk shall issue exe- 
cution against such owner or occupant and the property 
for the amount expended in so doing. 

§435. The territory within the following bounds 
and limits shall be known as the fire limits, to-wit: Be- 
ginning at a point on the northern line or side of Howe 
street, one hundred and eighty feet from the eastern side 
of Bay street, and running thence northerly on a line 
one hundred and eighty feet distant from, a^d parallel 
with, the eastern line of Bay street, to a point one hun- 
dred and eighty feet from the eastern side of " Y" street, 
and running thence northerly, on a line one hundred 
and eighty feet from ''Y" street, to "C street, and run- 
ning thence easterly along the southern side of "G*' 
street to Reynolds street and running thence southerly 
along the western side of Reynolds street to Howe 
street, and running thence westerly along the northern 
side of Howe street to Oglethorpe street, and running 
thence southerly along the western side of Oglethorpe 
street to the northern side of London street, and run- 
ning thence westerly along the northern side of London 
street to the eastern side of Bay street, and running 
thence northerly along the eastern side of Bay street to 
the northern side of Howe street, and running thence 
westerly along the northern side of Howe street to the 
point of beginning. 

§436. Only buildings constructed of brick, stone, 
concrete or tabby shall be deemed fire proof and allowed 
to be erected within said fire limits; and it shall not be 
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lawful for any person to construct, erect or l>uild within 
said fire limits any house, shed, awning, tent, booth, 
temporary building, or other structure whatever ,"~of ma- 
terial other than brick, stone, concrete or tabby, and 
having a roof made of any material other than slate, 
iron, tin or other metal. 

§437. It shall not be lawful for any person to make 
any substantial alteration, in or repairs or additions to, 
any building within said fire limits, unless such alter- 
ation, repairs or additions be of the character defined as 
fire proof in the preceding section, without permission 
from the mayor and council so to do being first obtain- 
ed which permission shall not be granted except three- 
fourths in number of the men composing the mayor and 
council shall vote in favor of granting such permis- 
sion, and upon the vote on the question of granting or 
not granting such permission, the yeas and nays shall be 
called and shall be recorded by the clerk upon the min- 
utes. 

§438. Whenever any person or persons shall be 
building or about to build any house, shed or other 
structure of material other than those prescribed in sec- 
tion 436 of this code, within the fire limits, or making or 
about to make any such alterations, repairs or additions 
to any building therein, without permission from the 
mayor and council, obtained as provided in section 437 
of this code, the marshal or assistant marshal shall for- 
bid the ejection of such building, or the making of such 
alterations, repairs or additions, and direct the person 
or persons putting up the building or making the altera- 
tions, repairs or additions, or his or their agents, to de- 
sist from work thereon, and if said building shall then be 
in course of erection, or the alterations, repairs or addi- 
tions in process of being made, said marshal or assistant 
marshal shall require the owner or owners thereof, his 
or their agents, to remove the same at once from within 
6aid fire limits ; and if the same shall not be so removed 
within five days from and after the giving of such notice 
by the marshal or assistant marshal then it shall be the 
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duty of said officers to have any such building, altera- 
tions, repairs or additions torn down and removed out- 
side (rf the fire limits; and he shall, after such removal 
has been accomplished, file with the clerk of council an 
itemized report of the cosits and expenses incurred in 
tearing down and removing such building, alterations, 
repairs and additions ; and said clerk shall thereupon is- 
sue execution against the owner or owners of the prem- 
ises and against the property for the amount so e«:pend- 
ed by the marshal or assistant marshal ; which execution 
shall be levied and collected by the marshal as in case 
of the non-payment of taxes 

§439. Any person, whether owner, agent, contrac- 
tor or workman, in any manner concerned in violating 
any of the provisions of the six preceding sections or 
aiding or participating therein, on conviction in the po- 
lice court, shall be punished as prescribed in section 71 
of this code. 

§440. It shall be the duty of the sanitary superin- 
tendent to personally inspect and examine each and 
every building in process of erection, from time to time, 
within the limits of this city, and to require the owner 
and builder thereof to construct the same in accordance 
with the ordinances of the mayor and council, and the 
rules and regulations prescribed by the board of health. 
And any owner or builder of any such building, or agent 
in charge of the same failing or refusing to comply with 
any lawful direction concerning the same, which may- 
be given in writing by the said sanitary superintendent 
to said owner, agent or builder, on conviction in the po- 
lice court, shall be punished as prescribed in section 71 
of this code. 

§441. It shall be the duty of every person contem- 
plating the erection of any building in this city, to in- 
form the committees on sanitation and building permits 
of his or her intention so to do, and to submit to the 
said committees the plans and specifications of every such 
building, together with such other and further informa- 
t^'^n concerning the character of the buildings proposed 
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to be erected as may be required by said committees,and 
then and there to procure from said comtnittees written 
permission for the erection of the proposed building 
which permission shall be granted immediately by the 
said committees, if it is found upon examination that the 
proposed building violates no sanitary or other rule or 
requirement of the board of health, nor any ordinance of 
the mayor and council, and is in no manner likely to be 
a nuisance, or deterimental to the health of any portion 
of the city. 

§442. If any person, whether owner, architect, 
agent or contractor, shall, within the limits Oi this city, 
begin the erection of, or erect, any building without leav- 
ing complied with the requirements of the preceding sec- 
tion and obtained the permission therein required, such 
person, upon conviction in the police coiu"t, shall be 
punished as prescribed in section 71 of this code. 

§443. Any person erecting a building within sev- 
enty-five feet of another building shall, before sunset 
each day, remove all shavings and other combustible 
matter from such building to a place not less than one 
hundred and fifty feet from any building. 

§444. In every building over ohe story high, there 
shall be a scuttle, or opening in the roof, near the ridge, 
not less than twenty-six by thirty inches in size, or some 
other rapid and safe mode of access to the roof. 

§445. It shall be unlawful to store any unslacked 
lime within ninety feet of the building of another, with- 
out the consent of the owner of such other building and 
the permission of the committee on fire department. 
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§446. Any person violating any of the provisions 
of the three preceding sections, on conviction in the po- 
lice court, shall be punished as prescribed in section 71 
of this code. 

§447. No person shall handle, tamper, or in any 
manner interfere with or injure, any property of the fire 
department. 

§448. The fire department shall have the free and 
exclusive use of the streets during the prevalence of a 
fire ,and while drilling or practicing ; and no person shall 
drive any wagon, carriage or other vehicle across the 
hose or in the way of the said department, or in any 
manner obstruct or interfere with the work or practice 
of the sam-e. 

'\ 

§449. It shall be the duty of the marshal, with the 
consent of the mayor, in case of a fire to immediately 
place on guard a sufficient force to protect property in, 
or removed from, burning or threatened buildings. 

§450. Every dray and other like vehicle shall be 
subject to the call of the chief of the fire department or 
the marshal in case of fir-e ; and every person in charge of 
any such vehicle refusing to comply with any such call, 
without a sufficient excuse, and every person violating 
any of the provisions of the three preceding sections, 
upon conviction in the police court, shall be punished as 
prescribed' in section 71 of this cod*e. 

§451. Every person obstructing with rubbish, or in 
any other way^ an entrance to any engine house, or other 
place where any apparatus of the fire department shall 
be stored or kept, upon conviction in the police court, 
shall be punished as prescribed in section 71 of this code. 
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§452. All wharves erected! along the water front ot 
the city shall strictly conform to the wharf line estab- 
lished by the mayor and council ; and every person put- 
ting up a wharf, or part of the same, without regard to 
said line and not in conformity therewith, upon convic- 
tion in the police court, shall be punished as prescribed 
in section 71 of this code. 

§453. It shall be unlawful for any person to throw 
or put, or permit to be thrown or put by any person in 
his or her employ or control, any saw-dlist, binders, 
bark, slabs, dirt or other substances that will sink, on the 
water front of this city, below high water mark, unless 
he or she shall first construct a good and sufficient bulk- 
head to prevenit the same from being washed into the 
stream, according to such regulations and specifications 
for building bulkheads as may be prescribed by the 
mayor and council or the committee on harbor; nor un- 
til the bulkhead so constructed shall have been accepted 
by said committer as good and sufficient ; provided, that 
no bulkhead shall be built or repaired of any other ma- 
terial than brick or stone. 

§454. The owners, agents or persons in charge of 
all mills and shops on the water front are hereby re- 
quired to burn, or remove from the water front, all bind- 
ers, slabs, saw-dust and other like waste made at or by 
such mill or shop. 

§455. The clerk shall furnish any one desiring the 
same such specifications for the building of bulkheads 
as may be adopted by council or the harbor committee, 

§456. Any person throwing or putting, or permit- 
ting to be thrown or put by any one in his or her employ, 
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any of the substances prohibited to be thrown or put 
below high water mark, in the absence of a proper bulk- 
head, shall remove all such from the water instanter, and 
on failure so todo on notice from the marshal, that officer 
shall cause the same to be removed therefrom, and, by 
execution as in other cases, collect the cost of the remov- 
al from the owner of the abuttin^g property, or other 
person offending. 

§457. No person shall roll, or permit to be rolled by 
any one in his or her employ, any logs, stocks or timber 
into the stream or water front, unless he or she shall 
first have erected a good and substantial platform ex- 
tending at least ten feet from the top of the bank of the 
stream, with skids therefrom to the water, and a suffi- 
cient bulkhead at the junction of the lowest point there- 
of with the bank, to be approved by the committee on 
harbor. 

§458. The owner, tenant or agent of all lands upon 
which bulkheads may have been constructed shall keep 
the same in repair, and shall make the repairs in accor- 
dance with the specifications and regulations of the au- 
thorities named in section 453 of this code, whenever re- 
quired so to do by the marshal, within five days after the 
notice to do the same ; and upon the failure or refusal of 
such owner, tenant or agent to make the same, the mar- 
shal shall cause the repairs to be made, and sliall collect 
the amount of the cost of making the same, by execution 
as in other cases, from the person liable and out of the 
land. 

§459. Every person violating any of the provisions 
of the seven preceding sections, on conviction in the 
pK>lice court, shall be punished as prescribed in section 
71 of this cod'e. 
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§460. All vessels, except regular packets, in ballast, 
waiting for freight, light 6r occasional taking in, dis- 
charging or reloading a cargo at any wharf, shall give 
the inside berth to a loaded vessel that wants to dis- 
charge forthwith, and ev«y such vessel shall likewise 
give inside berth to a vesisel that wants to take on her 
cargo immeddately. Any vessel, except regular packets, 
taking in a cargo at any whiarf, shall give the inside berth 
to a loaded vessel if, at ..the time of applipaJiPA^ for such 
berth, there be no other vacant or equally suitable berth 
for such loaded vessi^U 1 , 

 i • I ' • • _ ' . • ... 

§461. Every vessel hauling past, or lying along side 

and making fast to= another vessel, shall put out in a 

proper manner good and sufficient fenders, and ke^p the 

same so placed as. to prevent injury to the vessel she 

may be Ijring along-^ide of, and shjJl likewise so place her 

moorii^s as to prevent injury to said vessel ; and, if dis- 

chargimg or taking in a cargo athwart another vessel's 

deck, she must also keep her plank or staging so fixed 

as not to cause injury. 

§462. Masters of vessels shall not permit ballast 
rubbish or dirt of any kind to be thrown into the river 
or harbor. All ballast or coal shall be thrown ten feet 
back, clear of the heads of the wharves. A heavy sail or 
tarpulin must be placed between the vessel and the 
wharf, extending under and five feet on each side of the 
stage, to prevent any from falling into tJie river. The 
sweepings from the deck, ashes from the caboose, and alj 
rubbish must be put on the wharf and carted away. 

§463. No vessel, while lying alongside the wharf of 
another vessel, shall be smoked for the purpose of de- 
stroying rats or insects, but must be first hauled in the 
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Stream and kept constantly afloat so as to be easily re- 
moved in case of taking fire. 

§464. No tar, pitch or turpentine shfeJl be boiled on 
any vessel's deck or within sixty yards of any vessel or 
warehouse. 

§465. No raft or timber shall be broken up in the 
river or the sound below high water mark, before notify- 
ing the committee on harbor and stating the place of de- 
posit of the binders. All timber must be put above high 
water mark or secured by a good bulkhead. 

§466. No vessel or boat l)ring alongside of any other 
vessel or wharf shall have a fire in the caboose, or in any 
other place on or under deck of said vessel or boat, ex- 
cept in an iron caboos^ ; and such cstboose or other fire- 
pli^-ce be well and safely covered' and surrounded with a 
good and sufficient caboose house, hut or other covering 
or enclosure. 

§467. All vessels over laying the city wharves and 
docks must pay proportional wharfage. No raft shall 
be kept across or in them for the purpose of loading ex- 
cept by permission. 

§468. The master of any vessel lying at anchor in 
any part of the river or harbor at night shall cause a 
good and sufficient light to be shown in some part of the 
rigging of such vessel at least twenty feet above her 
deck, which light shall be kept burning during all hours 
of the night. 

§469. Every vessel must always have on board a 
ship-keeper or other person capable of taking care of 
her. 
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§470. No person shall fire a gun, pistol or other fire, 
arm on any vessel lying at any wharf or at anchor in the 
river or harbor. 

§471. No steamer shall, while passing along the lin«e 
of the wharves of the city, exceed in speed four miles an 
hour; and, where two or more vessels are moored 
abreast of any of said wharves, the steamer passing will 
stop her engines and turn over slowly, using every pre- 
caution to avoid unnecessary suction until the vessels in 
her immediate vicinity are passed by. In passing near 
barges or flats employed at any point in the harbor, 
steamer's must be slowed down, and when necessary stop 
work as above specified until the barges or flats are 
passed. 

§472. It shall not be lawful for any person on 
board of any tug, lighter, steamer, vessel or other craft, 
engaged in loading or unloading or trans-shipping cot- 
ton or other inflammable merchandise while lying at any 
wharf in the city of Brunswick, or while lying in or nav- 
igating the harbor of Brunswick or other waters in the 
corporate limits of the city, to smoke any cigars, cigar- 
ettes, pipe or other ignited substance. 

§473. Every person violating any of the provisions 
of the thirteen preceding sections, on conviction there- 
of in the police court, shall be punished as prescribed in 
section 71 of this code. 

§474. It shall not be lawful for any master, captain 
or commander of any steam, sailing, or other vessel, to 
land, or permit to be landed, any person likely, as a 
pauper, to become a charge on the city; or for any con- 
ductor on a railroad to permit any such person tO' get off 

II 
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any car or train under his control, without the permis- 
sion of the mayor or acting mayor. 

Any person violating the provisions of this section, 
on conviction in the police court, shall be punished as 
pr-escribed in section 71 of this code. 

§475. The penalties imposed by the preceding sec- 
tion may be remitted upon the master, captain, com- 
mander or conductor oflf ending conveying the person or 
persons sa landed or allowed to get oflf the cars back to 
the port or place whence he or they came, or entering 
into bond, with good security, to be approved by the 
mayor, conditioned that such person or persons shall not 
become a charge on the city for the space of at least 
twelve months, and paying all costs of prosecution and 
all expenses incurred in the enforcement of this law. 

§476. It shall not be lawful for any vessel to be an- 
chored, or in any manner made fast to, or lie at any of 
the wharves or docks in this city, at right angles with 
the current of the tide, or in the manner generally known 
and called "head on/' or to lie or to be moored across 
the stream ; but all of the same shall be "moored, an- 
chored or made fast in such manner as that they shall 
lie and be in such position as shall have the bow and 
stern thereof upon a' line parallel or nearly parallel with 
the water front of such wharves or docks, or at angles 
not exceeding fifteen degrees with such wharves or 
dock ; provided, nothing herein contained shall apply to 
or aflfect any vessel whose bow or stern does not project 
beyond the wharf to which it is made fast. 

Any person violating any of the provisions of this 
section, on conviction thereof in the police court, shall 
be punished as prescribed in section 71 of this code. 
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§477. AH Stone or rock ballast discharged from any 
vessel or water craft in the harbor of Brunswick, shall be 
discharged at such place or places as shall, from time to 
tim-e, be fixed and designated by the committee on pub- 
lic works; provided, that this section shall not apply to 
any vessel required by the quarantine authorities to dis- 
charge its ballast at some other place; provided, further, 
that said committ-ee shall cause the rnaster of every such 
vessel to be notified upon the arrival of the same in port 
where such ballast must be discharged, and without de- 
lay to provide such master with a safe and convenient 
bexth, where the vessel may lie while the ballast is being 
discharged. 

Any person violating any of the provisions of this 
section, on conviction in the police court, shall be pun- 
ished as prescribed in section 71 of this code. 

§478. No lumber measurer and inspector shall, dur- 
ing his term of office, be or become the clerk or agent ot 
any lumber or timber buyer or seller, or lumber mill, un- 
der penalty of the forfeiture of his license, on conviction 
in the police court, or be punished as prescribed in sec- 
tion 71 of this code. And any measurement or inspec- 
tion contrary to the provisions of this section, or re- 
fusal or neglect to measure and inspect by a measurer 
and inspector when called on, unless already so engaged, 
shall subject the offender to the punishment afore- 
said ; provided, nothing herein contained shall prohibit 
mill owners from making or having made what is called 
a mill measurement of the lumber manufactured by 
themselves. 

No measurer and inspector of lumber, timber, 
staves, shingles or other like merchandise shall be di- 
rectly or indirectly interested in the sale thereof, with- 
out incurring the penalties herein prescribed. 
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§479. All timber, sawed lumber, staves and shing'les 
bought or sold within the jurisdiction of this city or for 
exportation shall be inspected, measured, culled and 
counted by a measurer and inspector, appointed as in 
this code provided for, and the measurement of each 
piece of lumber, scantling, boards and timber shall be 
coh"ectly marked thereon ; and any seller or owner fail- 
ing to have the same done, on conviction in the police 
court, shall be punished as prescribed in section 71 of this 
code; provided, nothing herein contained shall prevent 
the sale, for home consumption, of lumber or timber 
without such inspection and measurement, unless re- 
quired by the purchaser. 

§480. No person, other than those licensed in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of this code, shall measure 
and inspect boards, scantling, staves, shingles, ranging 
timber, cypress logs, oak or other timber or lumber with- 
in this city. And no person shall sell and deliver any 
lumber, ranging or other timber, staves or shingles, for 
exfK>rtation, before the same shall have been measured 
and inspected by a regularly appointed and licensed in- 
spector. And every person violating any of the pro- 
visions of this section shall be punished as prescribed in 
section 71 of this code. 

§481. No person shall deposit, throw or place, or 
cause to be deposited, thrown or placed, from any rail- 
road car or engine or vehicle of any description, any 
goods, wares, firewood, boxes, barrels, casks, logs or 
other obstructions, in or upon any street, alley or side- 
walk so as to obstruct the free passage and use of the 
same; provided this section shall not be so construed or 
to prohibit the use of the streets, alleys and sidewalks 
for the necessary reception of firewood, goods. 
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wares or merchandise or to prevent workmen employed 
in building or doing other necessary work from deposit- 
ing lumber, brick, mortar and other building materials, 
and remains of old buildings, on the streets, alleys and 
sidewalks contiguous thereto; but such workmen shall 
obstruct the same as little as possible, and remove said 
materials, rubbish, etc., as soon as it can be done consis- 
tently with the proper prosecution of the work in which 
they are engaged. 

§482. It shall be unlawful for any person to get on 
any wagon, dray or other vehicle without the consent ol 
the owner or driver thereof, and every person so offend- 
ing, upon conviction in the police court, shall be pun- 
ished as prescribed in section 71 of this code. 

* §483. All male persons in this city between the 
ages of sixteen and fifty years, liable to road duty under 
the law of the State, shall work on the streets of this 
city for six days in each and every year, at such time and 
times as they shall be thereunto summoned by the mar- 
shal or other officer, who shall cause to be served on all 
such persons a written notice, giving the name and place 
of meeting, stating the number of days work required 
and the tools to be brought and used, which notice shall 
be served twenty-four hours before the time appointed 
for the work to begin ; provided, that any person may 
commute the work for any year by the payment of two 
dollars into the treasury of the city at any time before 
the first day of July 

Every person failing to appear and work the streets 
in 'obedience to the notice aforesaid, upon conviction in 
the police court, shall be punished as prescribed in sec- 
tion 71 of this code. 

§484. Anything that worketh hurt, inconvenience 
or damage to others, or tends to the immediate annoy- 
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ance of the citizens in general, is manifestly injurious to 
the public health or sai-ety, or tends to corrupt the man- 
ners or morals of the people, or any considerable por- 
tion thereof, is hereby declared to be a nuisance and may 
be abated as such. 

• 

§485. Upon the recommendation of the board of 
health, information of any member of the police force, or 
the complaint of any citizen of the existence of a nuis- 
ance, the mayor shall order the clerk to give the person 
or persons alleged to be maintaining or keeping the 
same, or th-e owner of the premises whereon the same 
exists, five days' notice through the marshal, to abate 
the said nuisance or show cause before the mayor and 
council at the next regular meeting why the same should 
not be abated. " 

§486. After hearing testimony in the case if the 
matter or thing complained of should be adjudged a 
nuisance, the mayor and council shall order the marshal, 
if the oflfending party refuse, forthwith to abate the nuis- 
ance; and the clerk shall issue execution against such 
person or persons, or the owner of the premises, for th-e 
amount expended by the marshal in carrying out the 
order of the mayor and council. 

§487. Any person who shall cut or injure any 
tree, timber or plant in any of the streets, squares or al- 
leys of the city, or in any lot belonging to, or under the 
control of, any other person, on conviction in the police 
court, shall be punished as prescribed in section 71 of 
this code. 

§488. Any j>erson cutting down for any purpose 
any tree on the commons held by the city, or leased 
from the city by another, without special permission 
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from the mayor and council, on conviction in the police 
court, shall be punished as prescribed m section 71 of 
this code. 

§489. It shall be unlawful to build or kindle a fire 
on any sidewalk, or in any street or public square, lane or 
alley, or vacant lot, for any purpose whatever, without 
special permission from some member of the committee 
on fire departrnent; and any person so offending, on 
conviction in the police court, shall be punished as pre- 
scribed in section 71 of this code; provided, that black- 
smiths shall be allowed to build fires necessary to their 
work, in front of or near their doors. 

§490. Any person retailing any spirituous, malt, 
vinous or fermented liquor in or upon any public square, 
street, alley or sidewalk of the city, on conviction in the 
police court, shall be punished as prescribed in section 
71 of this code. And any person who shall tipple or 
drink any such liquor on any public street, square, alley 
or sidewalk, shall be punished in the same manner 

§491. It shall be unlawful to allow or erect any 
fence, railing, platform or steps, portico or other struc- 
ture beyond the lot line, or so as to encroach on any 
street, square, alley or sidewalk of the city. Any person 
maintaining any such encroachment shall remove the 
same within twenty-four hours after notice so to do by 
the marshal or other officer. Every person violating any 
provision of this section, on conviction in the police 
court, shall be punished as prescribed in section 71 of 
this code. Upon failure or refusal o'f the person or per- 
sons maintaining any such encroachment to remove the 
same in obedience to the notice herein provided for, the 
same shall be removed by the marshal, and the cost of re- 
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moval shall be collected out of the person or persons so 
offending- by execution as in other cases. 

§492. Any person who shall be guilty of throwing 
into the streets, squares or alleys of the city any water or 
other fluid, on conviction in the police court, shall be 
punished, as prescribed in section 71 of this code. 

§493. It shall be unlawful to tie or hitch any horse, 
mule or other animal to any tree, or the boxing around 
the same, or to any gate or lamp post in the city, or to 
tie or hitch or leave any wagon or other vehicle on any 
sidewalk, or so near the same as to obstruct the free and 
safe passage along the same, or to tie or hitch or leave 
any such vehicle upon any crossing or so near the same 
as to obstruct the free and safe passage over the same ; 
and every person so offending, on conviction in the 
police court, shall be punished as prescribed in section 
71 of this code. 

§494. No person shall ride or drive in the streets, 
alleys or public squares in a rapid or disorderly manner, 
or so as to endanger any person or property; no-r 
shall any person ride, drive or load any horse, mule, ox 
or cow, or any wagon, dray or other vehicle, on any 
sidewalk in the city ; and every person so offending, on 
conviction in the police court, shall be punished as pre- 
scribed in section 71 of this code; provided, that for 
convenience in loading heavy goods or articles, drays 
may back or drive upon a sidewalk, if the owner or occu- 
puant of the abutting premises shall so authorize. 

§495. It shall be unlawful to ride any bicycle, or 
other vehicle propelled by hand or foot of the rider, at a 
greater speed, upon any sidewalk in the city, than five 
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miles per hour; -and it shall also be unlawful to ride any 
such bicycle or v-ehicle within Hanover Park, or 
upon any of the following named sidewalks, to-wit. 
Those along E street ; those along A street, between F 
and L streets; those along Newcastle street ; those along 
Bay street, North of London street ; those along Glou- 
cester street ; those along Monk street. West of Norwich 
street; those along Mansfield street. West of Cochran 
Avenue those along Howe street west of Newcastle 
street ; those along Richmond street, South of George 
street, and those along George street. West of Coch- 
ran Avenue. 

Every person violtaing any provision of this section, 
on conviction in the police court, shall be punished as 
prescribed in section 71 of this code. 

§496. Pedestrians shall have the right of way at 
street crossings over all vehicles and persons riding, ex- 
cepting the fire department, funeral processions, mili- 
tary, civic and other lawful parades and processions. 

§497. Persoqs and vehicles going in Northerly and 
Southerly directions shall have the right of way over 
those going in Easterly and Westerly directions. 

§498. Persons and vehicles approaching each other 
from opposite directions shall take to the right. In 
passing persons on bicycles, tricycles or velocipedes, 
horse-back riders and drivers of vehicles shall leave a 
space of at least five f-eet between their horses and ve- 
hicles and said bicycles, tricycles and velocipedes. 

Persons and vehicles overtaking another from be- 
hind shall pass to the left. 

§499. In turning comers, all vehicles shall keep 
to the right of the centre of the street and as near the 
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curb as practicable, and shall pass overtaken persons to 
the left. 

§500. Drivers of vehicles, persons on horse-back 
and rid-ers of bicycles, tricycles or velodpedes shall not 
form in groups, so as to obstruct the way ; nor shall any 
such pass through any funeral procession or oxher lawful 
procession or parade. 

Vehicles shall never be driven two abreast. 

Riders of bicycles, tricycles and velocipedes shall 
not ride with both hands off the handk bars, or coast, 
when about to meet or pass; any other person or vehicles, 
and they shall at all times have full control of their 
mounts. 

§501. Except in case of an emergency, or to allow 
another to pass across, nio vehicle or horsejnan shall stop 
in any highway, elsewhere than near the curb. 

§502. Every bicycle, tricycle, velocipede, motor 
wagon or other vehicle of similar propulsion shall carry 
an alarm bell or gong, not less than ong and a half inches 
in diameter, which it shall be the duty of the rider to 
sound whenever turning a corner, or approaching to 
pass another vehicle or person, so as to give timely warn- 
ing. 

§503. Every public hack or other vehicle carrying 
passengers for hire, shall, whenever using any highwav 
in the city, show% from an hour after sunset to an hour 
before sunrise, a light or lights so placed as to be seen 
from the ffont and each side, and of sufficient power to 
be seen a distance of two hundred feet ; and every such 
vehicle shall also have the number of its license paint- 
ed on the outer side of each light in characters large 
enough to be easily read from the sidewalk. 
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§504. The driver of -every vehicle propelled by hu- 
man, animal or mechanical power, used for the purposes 
of hire, shall be not less than sixteen years of age. 

§505. It shall be unlawful to ride any bicycle, or 
vehicle similarly propelled, through the business streets 
of the city at a greater speed than eight miles an hour, 
or to go around the corner of any such street at a greater 
speed than three miles an hour; nor shall any wagon, 
carriage or other vehicle be driven on any such streets 
at a greater rate of speed than seven miles an hour, or 
turn any comer thereof at a greater rate of speed than 
three miles an hour. 

§506. Every bicycle and, vehicle of any kind pass- 
ing along any highway in the city shall be kept on the 
right of the centre of the roadway, except when within 
one hundred feet of the stopping and starting point. 

At all street intersections a space of at least ten feet 
shall be maintained between vehicles following one af- 
ter another. 

§507. Every bicycle or other similar vehicle on the 
streets between sunset and sunrise shall show a light of 
sufficient i>ower to be visible a distance of two hundred 
feet. 

§508. No more than two bicycles or other similar 
vehicles shall be ridden abreast on any highway in the 
city. 

§509. Every person violating any of the provisions 
of the thirteen foregoing sections, on conviction in the 
police court, shall be punished as prescribed in section 71 
of this code. 
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§510. It shall be unlawful to pile or burn any slabs 
or other refuse from any sawmill on any street, square or 
alley or lot in the city, without first obtaining permission 
therefor from the mayor and council ; and every person 
so offending, on conviction in the police court, shall be 
punished as prescribed in section yi of this code. 

§511. It shall be unlawful for any pferson to throw 
or shocrt, either by hand or with any sling, flip or other 
instrument, any shot, bullet, stone or other missle into 
or upon any street, square, alley or sidewalk or private 
lot ; and every person so offending, on conviction in the 
police court, shall be punished as prescribed in section 
71 of this code. 

« 

§512. Every person who shall fly a kite in any set- 
tled part of the city shall, on conviction thereof in the 
police court, be punished as prescribed in section 71 of 
this code. 

§513. It shall be unlawful to bathe in any of the 
waters of this city South of a line drawn due East from 
the; mouth of the canal, between daylight in the morning 
and dark in the evening, without a proper bathing^ dress, 
except in a bath house, and any person so offending 
shall, on conviction in the police court, be punished as 
prescribed in section 71 of this code. 

§514. It shall be unlawful for any gas or water com- 
pany, or servant of such, or any plumber, or any other 
person, after having opened a trench or hole in any 
street, alley, lane or square, to keep or leave the same 
in an unsafe condition ; and any person so offending 
shall, on conviction in the police court, be punished as 
prescribed in section 71 of this code. 
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§515. Every person who shall dig or take any soil or 
eartb from any street, square, lane, alley or sidewalk, or 
from any lot of land belonging to the city, without first 
obtaining permission therefor from the mayor and coun- 
cil, shall, on conviction in the police court, be punished as 
prescribed in section 71 of this code. 

§516. The allowing pools of water to stand for any 
length of time on lands in the city is detrimental to the 
public health and safety, and is hereby declared to be a 
nuisance ; and every owner of any lot of land in this city 
upon which pools of water collect shall, on the written 
request of the board of health, fill up such lot or ditch 
and drain the same, so that water shall not hereafter col- 
lect and stand thereon. If the owner of any such lot ot 
land, after receipt of such request of said board shall re- 
fuse or fail to comply with any such request, it 
shall be the duty of the marshal to abate said nuisance 
and cause the lot to be filled up or drained,and after so 
doing he shall file with the clerk an account of the cost 
thereof; and the clerk shall issue execution against said 
owner and the said lot for the amount so expended l>y 
the marshal, which shall be enforced as in other cases. 

§517. It shall be the duty of every owner of low, 
wet or marshy land in the city to cause the same, to be 
filled in with earth or graded to such an extent as that no 
matter can accumulate or remain thereon, after ten' 
days' written notice from the chairman of the committee 
on sanitation; which notice shall be served on said 
owner, or his or her agent, if any to be found in the city, 
or if said owner is a non-resident of the city and has no 
agent in the same, the said notice shall be served on the 
tenant in posession, if any. 

Upon failure of compliance with said notice .within 
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ten days after service of the same, it shall be the duty of 
the said committee to cause the required filling or grad- 
ing of the land to be done, and for the cost of the same, 
the clerk shall issue execution against the owner of the 
land and the land itself, to be enforced as executions in 
other cases. 

§518. It shall be the duty of every owner of any 
tank, basin, stand-pipe or reservoir, or other repos- 
itory or receptacle in which water may be stored for 
use and consumption by the public, to cover the same in 
a substantial and workman-like manner, under th-e super- 
vision of the mayor and council, and according to any 
plans or specifications prescribed by the same, and shall 
keep all of the same so covered. And all such covers 
shall be thoroughly and neatly cleaned as often as may 
be necessary, and kept in a thoroughiy good sanitary 
condition. 

Eveiy pers6n violating any of the provisions of this 
section shall be punished, on conviction in the police 
court, as prescribed in section 71 of this code. 

§519. Any person who may contract to light the 
streets of the city failing in any respect to comply fully 
with the terms of the contract, or failing to perform any 
undertaking expressed therein or arising under the 
same, on conviction in the i>olice court, shall be pun- 
ished as prescribed in section 71 of this code. 

§520. It shall be unlawful for any person or cor- 
I>oration supplying water to any sink, urinal, water 
closet, or any other fixture from which filth is moved by 
means of water, in this city, to stop or. shut off the sup- 
ply of water therefrom without first giving the marshal 
three days' written notice of intention so to do. 
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Upon receipt of such notice it shall be the duty of 
the marshal to at once notify the health officer and the 
sanitary inspector, in writing, of such intention to stop 
said water supply ; and those officers shall see to it that 
when the water is shut off from such sink, closet or other 
fixture, the same shall be in good sanitary condition and 
continue so while the water supply remains stopped 
therefrom, and to that end they may lock, nail or bolt up 
the access to such sink, closet or other fixture. 

Every person violating any provision in this section, 
on conviction in the police court, shall be punished as 
prescribed in section 71 of this code. 

§521. Whenever a violation of a penal ordinance ot 
this city shall be committed by a corporation, the pres- 
ident, superintendent or other managing officer thereof 
shall be prosecuted and punished for such violation of the 
same. 

§522. It shall be unlawful for any person who shall 
not have been authorized so to do to meddle with, alter 
or injure any machinery, pipe, meter, wire or other fix- 
ture, apparatus or property used about the business of 
furnishing gas, water or electricity to the public ; or to 
make any connection with any gas or water pipe, or elec- 
tric wire, or to tap any of the same ; and every person so 
offending, on conviction in the police court, shall be 
punished as prescribed in section 71 of this code. 

§523. It shall be unlawful for any person to operate 
any 'sprinkler," or other device for wetting the ground 
with water, with water from the sources which supply the 
mavor and council with water, at anv time between nine 
o'clock, p. m., of one day and four o'clock, p. m., of the 
next day. 
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Every person offending against the provisions of 
this section shall, on conviction in the police court, be 
punished as prescribed in section 71 of this code. 

§524. It shall be unlawful for any person to loiter 
or lounge around, or in or about, any factory, work- 
shop, warehouse, or other place where laborers employ- 
ed, without permission from the person in charge of the 
same, and every person so offending, on conviction, 
shall be punished as prescribed in section 71 of this code. 

§525. No street crossing shall be blocked or ob- 
structed by any railroad train, car or engine for longer at 
any one time than five minutes, and then only to allow 
the coupling and uncoupling of cars, cases of accident 
and absiolute necessity excepted. 

§526. When cars are pushed or backed by a loco- 
motive over any crossing on Bay street inside the limits 
named in section 530 hereof, during the day time, a man 
employed for that purpose shall walk in advance of the 
cars being pushed back, and he shall warn all person- 
approaching, or standing upon, or attempting to drive 
across, the railroad track, and it shall be his duty also, in 
case of danger to any person, or in case of an obstruction 
on the crossing, to instantly signal the engineer or fire- 
man in charge of the engine pushing the cars to stop and 
use all possible means to avoid an accident. 

No engineer shall start his engine, for the purpose 
of moving any car or cars, without being signalled so to 
do by the man employed for that purpose. 

§527. The bells of all engines and locomotives, 
while in motion, shall be kept continuoiisily ringing, and 
distinct taps or signals shall be given before starting. 
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§528. It shall not be lawful for any car, or string of 
cars, when put in motion by an engine, to be. detached 
jrom the engine or train until the same shall have been 
fully, stopped. 

§529. It shall be unlawful to empty the fire-box ol 
an engine of cinders, coal, ashes, fire or fuel, of any kind, 
on Bay street, between F street and the Southern ex- 
tremity of what is known as McCullough's Dock.

§530. It shall be unlawful to move any railroad car 
or engine within the corporate limits at a rate of speed 
greater than four miles an hour, except between Me- 
Cullough's Dock and Old Depot, and between Burbage^s 
Mill and the citv limits to the North. Provided, mail 
trains shall be allowed to travel six miles an hour any- 
where. 

§531. It shall be unlawful for any person, except a 
railroad employe, to jump on or off cars while in motion. 

§532. It shall be unlawful for any hackman, hotel 
porter or other person to solicit business upon the plat- 
forms of, or within, or around, the union passenger sta- 
tion, or the grounds thereof, or to enter any passenger 
coach in the city limits for the purfK>se of doing so, or to 
loiter or lounge around, in or about said passenger sta- 
tion, or the station grounds, when no train is there and 
none is due to arrive. 

§533. Every person \aoilating any provision of the 
eight preceding sections, on conviction, shall be pun- 
ished as prescribed in section 71 of this code. 
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§534. It shall be unlawful for any pers^on to smoke 
any pipe, cigar, cigarette or tobacco, or other like thing 
ignited by fire, upon any of the wharves of the city where 
any vessel or vessels are loading or unloading cotton, 
naval stores, hay, oil, or other inflammable merchandise 
or in any railroad depot, or yard where any such articles 
or inflammable merchandise or where any such cotton, 
naval stores, hay, oil, .or other inflammable merchandise, 
are stored and it shall also be unlawful for any person to 
make, have or use matches in any way in the hold of a 
vessel of any description, or on the deck of the same 
while such vessel may be taking in or discharging cot- 
ton, naval stores, hay, oil or other inflammable mer- 
chandise. 

There may be prepared and put up in conspicuous 
places on the walls or other places where any such in- 
flammable article or merchandise is handled' or stored, 
sign boards or notices, to the eflfeict that no smoking 
sihall be allowed, and it shall be unlawful for any person 
except the owner, lessee or agent of the: premises to re- 
move or deface any such signboard or notice. 

Any i>erson violating any provision of this section, 
on conviction, shall be punished as prescribed in section 
71 of this code. 

§535. It shall be unlawful to bring, or cause to be 
brought, into this city, any old sail, old rope, rag or 
other substance or thing of the kind usually designated 
as "junk,'' or to receive, keep, buy or store any of the 
same, or cause any of the same to be bought, received, 
kept or stored within this city, unless the same shall 
have been previosuly inspected and accepted by the san- 
itary inspector or the chairman of the board of health, 
and a certificate obtained from said inspecting officer 
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that the same has been so inspected and may be brought 
and received into the city. 

Any person violating any of the provisions of this 
section shall be punished as prescribed in section 71 of 
this code. 

§536. It shall be unlawful for any junk dealer, or 
owner or proprietor or employee of any junk house, to 
purchase from any person under twenty-one years of 
age any machinery or part thereof, or any appliance of 
any railroad shop, or gas or water works, or sample, 
waste or loose cotton, grates, mantles, or any part there- 
of, or any gas or water works fixtures, copper, or copper 
wire, or wire ordinarily used in street railroad companies, 
telephone, telegraph and electric light companies, heat- 
ers or boilers, or any appliances thereof, odds and ends 
of brasis or other metal, or articles of any kind that are 
useless for their original puropses, or metalic articles of 
any other character. 

§537. Every junk house and junk dealers shall keep 
a full and complete record, in a well bound book, each 
day of every article taken in or bought by him, giving a 
full description of the same, mark or marks, number, 
brand, monogram or letters of any kind on such article, 
and showing from whom every such article was received 
or purchased, and where the person or persons from 
whom purchased reside, giving street and number, and 
stating the hour of day when the purchase was made, 
and the amount paid for such article or articles; and 
every such junk house and junk dealer shall have their 
goods arranged in stock so as to enable the same to be 
inspected by the police department, and said junk dealers 
and junk houses shall furnish to the chief of police a full 
and complete list each day of every article so purchased. 
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from wham purchased, residence of the seller and the 
amount paid. 

§538. Said junk dealers and junk houses, and the 
books herein provided that they shall keep, shall be 
subject to the visitation and inspection of the police 
force of the city and the mayor and any member of 
council, and any citizen with a written order from the 
mayor; and any junk dealer or junk house refusing to 
admit such officer or officers or citizens into his or her 
place of business, or failing or refusing to produce such 
books for inspection, shall be guilty of disorderly con- 
duct and may be punished as hereinafter provided.

§539. No junk dealer or junk house shall box or 

bale, sell or ship, any article received or purcased until 

five days after the same was received or purchased 

§540. If the mayor, upon the trial of any case in the 
police court, shall be satisfied, and so pronounce, that 
any stolen porperty is found in the possession of any junk 
dealer or junk house, the mayor shall make such finding 
in writing, and, in his discretion, revoke the license of 
such junk dealer or junk house. 

§541. If any junk dealer, owner, proprietor or em- 
ploye of any junk house shall be convicted in the police 
court of any violation of any provision of the preceding 
sections, the license of said junk dealer or junk house 
shall be subject to immediate revocation by the mayor, 
and all licenses to junk dealers or junk houses shall be 
taken out and accepted subject to the provisions of the 
preceding sections 

§542. Any junk dealer or other persons violating 
any of the provisions of the six preceding sections, on 
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conviction, shall be punished as prescribed in section 71 
of this code. 

§543. Every person, firm or corporation, or agent 
or employe of any such, selling or oflfering to sell at re- 
tail ice in this city, shall keep properly regulated scales 
for weighing the same, and at the request of any pur- 
chaser shall properly weigh any ice sold to such pur- 
chaser, and weigh the same in his presence and before 
making delivery thereof, and shall charge and collect no . 
more than the true purchase price for the quantity of ice 
as, after being so weighed, shall be actually delivered to 
such purchaser. 

Any person violating any provision of this section, 
on conviction, shall be punished as prescribed in section 
71 of this code. 

§544. It shall be unlawful for any person to utter, 
write or circulate any false statement of the presence ol 
any contagious or infectious disease within the limits of 
this city; or to write, announce or insinuate by word, 
deejd or otherwise the presence of any contagious or in- 
fectious disease in the city without first ascertaining the 
actual presence of such disease therein. 

And it shall also be unlawful for any person to 
make, write, utter, print or publish the statement that 
any person has violated the foregoing provisions of this 
section, by doing any of the things herein msfde penal, 
or to make, write, utter, print or publish any statement 
that any person has been arraigned or tried in any court, 
for a violation of said provisions, in such manner as 
thereby to circulate, utter or publish the fact that ru- 
mors or statements of the presence of any such disease 
in the city have existed or been uttered, publishd or cir- 
culated. 
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Any i>erson violating any of the provisions of this 
section, on conviction, shall be punished as prescribed in 
section 71 of this code. 

§545. It shall be unlawful to handle and store com- 
mercial fertilizers on any of the docks and wharves, rail- 
road yards and terminals within this city. 

§546. It shall be unlawful for any person to wear a 
hat, bonnet or other like headgear inside of any public 
hall, theatre, auditorium, play house, or other place of 
public amusement or entertainment in this city, during 
the performance or delivery therein of any play, theatri- 
cal exhibition, lecture, show or other entertainment 
whatsoever. 

Any person violating any provision of this section, 
on conviction, shall be punished as prescribed in section 
71 of this code. 

§547. It shall be unlawful for any person to expec- 
torate, spit, or otherwise discharge any saliva, mucus, 
phlegm or other secretions of the body upon the floor, 
walls, doors, facings or any other part of the interior of 
any theatre, play house, auditorium, hall, hotel, or any 
other public building in the city where persons are ac- 
customed to resort for pleasure, business or any other 
purpose;. 

Every person violating any provision in this section, 
on conviction, shall be punished as prescribed in section 
71 of this code. 

§548. It shall not be lawful for any cattle, cows, 
heifers, oxen, bulls or calves to be at large in any part 
of that portion of the city bound'ed on the North by "H'' 
street, on the East by the Western line of Cochran Ave-

nu€, on the South by the Northern line of Dartmouth 
street, and on the West by the waters of Oglethorpe 
Bay. 

§549. The mayor shall appoint an impounding offi- 
cer, who shall serve during the pleasure of the. mayor 
and receive a salary of forty-five dollars per month, to 
be paid out of the treasury of the city as other salaries. 

The impounding officer shall be invested with the 
general powers of a policeman of the city; and it shall 
be his duty to seize and impound each and every cow, 
ox, heifer, bull or calf found at large within the limits 
named in the preceding section, and shall deliver the 
same to the marshal of the city or his deputy, who shall 
cause such animal to be confined in the city pound. 
Said marshal or deputy shall immediately cause written 
notice of th-e impounding of the animal to be given to 
its owner or his representative, which shall be served 
either personally or by leaving said notice at the most 
notorious place of abode of such owner or representa- 
tive. Upon payment to the marshal orchis deputy, within 
twenty-four hours after the seizure, of the sum of one 
dollar by the owner of the impounded animal or his rep- 
resentative, the animal shall be relleased and delivered 
to such owner or representative. 

§550. If, at the end of forty-eight hours, no one 
has appeared and claimed the impounded animal and 
paid the impounding fee, the marshal shall advertise the 
same for sale for the the space of five days, in the official 
organ of the mayor and council and at three public places 
in the city, and thereupon sell the same in like manner 
as other sales are made by said officer; provided, that 
any cattle so impounded shall be released and delivered 
to the owner of the same or his representative at any 
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time before the sale, upon the payment to the marshal 
of the impounding fee of one dollar and the further sum 
of twenty-five cents per day for -every day the animal re- 
mains in the pound after the first twenty-four hours fol- 
lowing its seizure, and the further sum of the cost of such 
advertisement of the same for sale^ 

§551. All moneys received by the marshal or his 
deputy by reason of the provisions of the foregoing sec- 
tions shall be promptly paid over to the treasurer, who 
shall deduct therefrom the sums mentioned in the last 
preceding section as being necessary to be paid for the 
release of the impounded animal, and cover the same 
into the general fund of the city; but o-f the over-plus 
then remaining, he shall keep a separate account, and 
pay the same over to the true owner of the cattle sold 
or his representative at any time within two years after 
the sale, upon the written demand and affidavit of such 
owner or representative claiming such over-plus. If no 
such affidavit claiming said over-plus be made within 
two years after th^ sale, then the said over-plus shall be 
covered into the general fund by the treasurer, and be- 
come the absolute right of the city. 

§552. No goat shall be allowed to run at large in 
this city South of K street. And it shall be the duty ot 
the marshal to impound every goat found running at 
large anwhere South of K street, and, if unredeemed 
at the end of three days, to sell the same at public out- 
cry. The redemption fee shall be fifty cents for each 
goat. 

§553. No hog or pig shall be allowed to run at large 
anywhere in the city south of K street, and it shall be 
the duty of the marshal to impound any such found at 
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large South of said street, and, after forty-eight hours* 
notice posted at the door of the 'court house and at the 
door of the postoffioe, and containing a description of 
each animal, with ears marks, he shall sell to the highest 
and best bidder at public outcry every such hog or pig 
which shall have remained impounded more than three 
days. 

The owners of any such im{x>unded animal may re- 
deem the same at any time before its sale by the payment 
of one dollar to the marshal, which shall be bv him 
turned into the city treasury, after deducting the expen- 
ses of catching and feeding. 

It shall be the duty of the marshal to cause the city 
to be; searched over at least twice a week for such animals 
running at large. 

§554. It shall be tuilawful for any horse, mare or 
mule to run at large in the city South of K street, and 
any such found at large South of said street shall be im- 
pounded and dealt with as is prescribed in section 549 et 
seq. of this code. 

§555. It shall be the duty of the impounding officer 
and of every member of the police force seeing a stone 
mule or horse, or a bull over one y^ar old, running at 
large anywhere in the city, to seize and impound the 
same, to meet and answer any fine which may be im- 
posed on the owner thereof, and promptly notify the 
mayor of their action. And a case shall be made in the 
police court against the owner of the animal, and, on 
conviction he shall be punished as prescribed in section 
71 of this code. And any fine imposed may be collected 
by levy and sale of the animal so impounded, by execu- 
tion issued and enforced as in other cases. 

If the owner of any such animal so impounded is 
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unknown, then, after being kept impounded five days, 
every such stone horse, mule or bull shall be advertised 
and sold as prescribed in section 550 of this code, and the 
proceeds of the sale of the same shall be turned into the 
treasury and be the property of this city. 

§556. It shall be unlawful for any person to over- 
load, or drive when overloaded, or cruelly beat, or 
cruelly drive, or deprive of necessary sustenance or 
shelter, any domestic animal, or otherwise tortue, or 
cause, unnecessary pain or suffering to, any of the 
same ,or to shoot, or otherwise maim or destroy, any sea 
gull or other harmless water fowl, or to cause any domes- 
tic bird or fowl unneceissary suffering from depriving 
the same of any necessary food and water, or carrying 
or transporting in a cruel mann-er, maiming or otherwise 
causing unnecessary pain and suffering to such fowl or 
bird. 

Every person offending against the provisions of 
this section, on conviction, shall be punished as pre- 
scribed in section 71 of this code. 

§557. It shall be unlawful to trap, injure or kill 
with any stone, sding, gun or O'ther device, any bird 
within the limits 6f this city, except such, good for 
food, as are found in the marshes; and any person so 
offending, on conviction, shall be punished as prescribed 
in section 71 of this code. 

§558. It shall be unlawful to keep or maintain any 
slaughter house or pen in this city South of M street. 
.And any person desiring to slaughter one or more an- 
imals South of said street, shall, before doing so, obtain 
permission of the board of health, and the owners or oc- 
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cupants of the property nearest the place where it is de- 
sired to slaughter such animal or animals. 

Every person violating this section, on conviction, 
shall be punished as prescribed in section 71 of thi» 
code. 

§559. Every i>erson owning or keeping any dog in 
this city shall register same annually in the office of the 
clerk, in a book to be kept by said clerk for that pur- 
pose, specifying the particulars of the breed, sex and 
name of the dog, which shall be entered on such book 
by said clerk. 

For every dog so registered the owner or keeper 
thereof shall pay into the treasury of the city the sum of 
one dollar per annum. 

§560. At the time of such registry and the payment 
of the tax, as required in the preceding section, the clerk 
shall issue to the person registering the dog a tag or 
badge inscribed with the word "Registered" and the 
year for which the registery is made ; which tag or badge 
shall be worn by such dog for that year. And any dog 
found in the city without such a badge or tag shall be 
seized and impounded by the person designated by the 
marshal for that purpose. 

Any person owning or claiming a dog so impound- 
ed may redeem the same at any time within three days 
by paying into the treasury of the city two dollars and 
the further sum of ten cents per day for each day the dog 
remains impounded. If, at the end of three days after the 
impounding of the dog, it shall not have been redeemed, 
the same shall be killed. 

§561. Any person hiding or harboring, or permit- 
ting to be harbored or hidden on his premises, any dog 
which has not been registered or upon which the said 
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tax has not been paid, or otherwise violating any provis- 
ion of the preceding sections, on conviction, shall be 
punished as prescribed in section 71 of this code. 

§562. The dogs seized, as provided in section 560 
shall be impounded with the keeper of the guard house, 
and the treasurer shall pay to the person catching such 
dogs fifty cents for each dog delivered to said keeper of 
the guard house, upon the presentation of the receipt of 
the said keeper of the guard house to the treasurer. 

§563. It shall be unlawful for any female dog in 
heat, or proud bitch, to be at large in any street, alley, 
lane, square, park or any unenclosed lot in this city. And 
any such so at large shall be shot and killed on sight by 
any member of the police force. 

Any owner of any such proud bitch, or female dog 
in heat, knowingly permitting the same to be so at large, 
on conviction, shall be punished as prescribed in section 
71 of this code. 

§564. If any horse, mare, mule, colt, ox, cow, calt 
of any other animal shall be found running at large in the 
city, the appearance of which shall be off ensive 'to the 
sight, from its poverty, sickness, lameness or other 
cause, the marshal shall notify the owner thereof to take 
up and confine such animal, and on his neglect or failure 
to do so, the marshal shall cause the same to be removed 
without the limits of the city, and such owner, on con- 
viction in the police court, shall be punished as pre- 
scribed in section 71 of this code. 

§565. ,It shall be a nuisance, and unlawful, for any 
person to beg, ask or solicit, from house to house, any 
money, wares, clothing, food or other articles of or from 
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any person in this city, without first having then and 
there written i>ermission from the mayor so to do; and 
any person violating this section, on conviction, shall be 
punished as prescribed in section 71 of this code. 

§566. It shall be unlawful for any person to sleep 
on or in any street, lane, alley, square or park of the 
city or to sleep upon the private lands enclosed or unen- 
closed of another, without the permission of the owner, 
and the burden of showing such permission shall in all 
cases rest upon the defendajit. Every person violating 
this section shall be punished as prescribed in section 71 
of this code. 

§567. It shall be unlawhil for any person to break 
any horse, mule or other animal upon any street, lane 
or square in the city, and any person so oflFending, on 
conviction, shall be punished as prescribed in section 71 
of this code. > ••, •

§568. It shall be unlawful for any person or cor- 
poration to attach any electric light, telegraph, tele- 
phone or other similar wire to any shade tree upon any 
of the public streets, squares, lanes or alleys of the city, 
and every person so offending, on conviction, shall be 
punished as prescribed in section 71 of this code. 

§569. It shall be unlawful for any telegraph, tele- 
phone or electric light company, or any other person, to 
have or obtain any telegraph, telephone, electric light 
or other similar poles upon any of the public streets, 
squares, lanes or alleys in the city, except the same be 
painted with two good coats of paint from the ground 
upward to a height of twelve feet ; and it shall be unlaw- 
ful for any such company or perspiji to put up any such 
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pole in the city without having the same first painted as 
aforesaid. 

Every person violating any provision of this section, 
on conviction, shall be punished as prescribed in section 
71 of this code. 

Unpainted poles shall be a nuisance ,and it shall be 
the duty of the marshal, after five days' notice to the per- 
son or company owning or claiming the same, to remove 
all such from off the said streets, squares, lanes or alleys 
at the expense of such person or company, to be collect- 
ed by execution as in other cases. 

§570. It shall be unlawful for any person to haul, 
dray or transfK>rt any heavj substance, or heavily laden 
wagons, upon the shell and paved streets and drives in 
the city, and every person so offending, on conviction, 
shall be punished as prescribed in section 71 of this code. 

§571. It shall be the duty of every j>erson owning 
or renting any building or lot lying upon any street in 
this city to keep the sidewalks in a cleanly condition, 
and, where there are brick sidewalks adjacent to such 
property, such renter or owner shall keep the same free 
from grass and other vegetable growth. 

Every person violating this section, on conviction, 
shall be punished as prescribed fn section 71 of this code. 

§572. It shall be unlawful to operate any pile driver 
engine, hoisting, donkey or other portable engine any- 
where in this city without first placing thereon and main- 
taining in good order a proper and sufficient spark ar- 
rester on the smoke-stack thereof ; which said spark ar- 
rester shall be inspected by the chief of the fire depart- 
ment and pronounced sufficient by him before the said 
engine shall be operated. 
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Every person violating any provision of this sec- 
tion, on conviction, shall be punished as prescribed in 
section 71 of this code. 

§573. The drinking fountains, seats and benches on 
the Eastern half of Hanover square in this city are here- 
by appropriated to and shall be exclusively used and en- 
joyed by white persons, and only white persons shall be 
allowed to have or take any water from the spigots and 
fountains on said side of square. 

And the drinking fountains, seats and benches on 
the Western half of said square are hereby appropriated 
to colored persons, and shall be exclusively used and en- 
joyed by them, and it shall be unlawful for any white per- 
son to take or use any water from any of the fountains Or 
spigots on that side of said square. 

§574. It shall be unlawful for any person to cut, 
hack or otherwise injure any tree, plant or foliage, or 
pick or take any flower in the said Hanover Square, nor ' 
shall it be lawful for any person to walk upon or other-* 
wise injure any grass therein. 

§575. Any person violating any of the provisions of 
the two preceding sections, on conviction, shall be pun- 
ished as prescribed in section 71 of this code. 

§576. It shall be unlawful to mutilate, or in any 
manner injure or deface, any monument, tombstone, 
gate, fence, railing or other fixture in or around any 
cemetery, or to break down, injure or destroy any wild 
or cultivated flower, shrub, plant or tree therein, or to 
deface or carry away any ornament of any kind/from any 
grave,tombstone or monument,or to do any other act in- 
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jurious to the property in or about any cemetery, or offen- 
sive to good taste and morals. 

§577. All brick, rubbish and building materials shall 
be removed from the ceimetery by the person having the 
same there, within twenty-four hours after the comple- 
tion of the work for which any such were used. 

§578. Any person violating any provision of the 
two preceding sections, on conviction, shall be punished 
as prescribed in section 71 of this code. 

§579. There shall be set apart in every cemetery, 
under the direction of the committee on cemeteries, a 
portion of such cemetery for the burial of strangers, and 
of transient or resident paupers. 

§580. It shall be unlawful for any dealer in spiritu- 
ous, vinous or malt liquors to open the door of any 
. place, whether store, shop, room, closet or other place, 
where any such liquor shall or may be kept for sale, at 
any time during the Sabbath day or night; or to sell, 
give or furnish to any person any such liquor on the 
Sabbath day or night; and every person so' offending, 
on conviction, shall be punished as prescribed in sec- 
tion 71 of this code. 

§581. Any merchant, billiard table or ten pin alley 
keeper, or other dealer who shall keep open the doors 
of his place of business or trade or traffic therein, on th-e 
Sabbath day or night, and any person who shall do or 
cause to be done any work or labor on that day, except 
it be of charity of necessity, shall, on conviction in the 
police court, be punished as prescribed in section 71 of 
this code. 
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§582. It shall be unlawful to keep any barber shop 
open in the city after half-past ten o'clock a. m. on the 
Sabbath day, or, after that hour to do any work therein ; 
and every person so offending, on conviction, shall be 
punished as prescribed in section 71 of this code. 

§583. Any person who shall write, paint, draw, 
carve or cut any letter or letters, word or words, or de- 
vice, on, or in any way mutiliate or deface any church, 
public building, private house, wall or fence, belonging 
to another in this city, or put any bills on the same with- 
out the owner's consent, on conviction, shall be punished 
as prescribed in section 71 of this code. 

§584. Any person who shall maliciously or careless- 
ly break, injure or deface any street lamps or post, or 
gas fixture belonging to another, or injure any pump, 
tree, or boxing aroimd the tree, or any other property of 
the city, on conviction, shall be punished as prescribed 
in section 71 of this code. 

§585. Any person who shall wantonly injure or de- 
face any sign or ornament attached or belonging to any 
store, office or private house, or public or other building 
in this city, or detach or remove any door or gate or 
other thing attached or belonging to any building or 
fence, on conviction, shall be punished as prescribed in 
section 71 of this code. 

§586. Any person or persons intending calling a 
public meeting of the citizens of this city, or of Glynn 
county in the city of Brunswick, for political purposes, 
shall notify the mayor or chief marshal of such intention 
and the time and place of such meeting before such 
meeting is held, and on failure so to do, such person or

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persons, on conviction, shall be punished as prescribed in 
section 71 of this code. 

Upon receiving such notice it shall be the duty of' 
the mayor and marshal to attend such meeting, with a 
sufficient force of police to preserve. peace and order. 

§587. Any person who shall fight any chicken 
cocks ,or fight dogs, or engage in horse racing, or bet 
any money or other thing of value upon any cock fight, 
dog fight or horse race, in this city, on conviction, shall 
be punished as prescribed in section 71 of this code. 

§588. It shall be unlawful to fire off or discharge 
any firearms or fire works of any kind at any point with- 
in the following limits : Beginning at the intersection of 
P street and Altamaha canal, and running thence East 
along P street to Cochran avenue, thence South along 
Cochran avenue to N street, thence East along N street 
to Cleburne street, thence South along Cleburne street 
to J street, thence East along J street to the Town 
Commons line, thence along said Town Commons line 
to the Northern boundary line of the Norrie and John- 
son lease, thence along the Northern boundary of said 
lease to the Wiestern side of Oglethorpe B^y, Academy 
Creek and Altamaha canal to the point of beginning, 
without first obtaining permission from the mayor, and 
every person so offending shall be punished, on convic- 
tion, as prescribed in section 71 of this code. 

In all cases the burden of showing the mayor's per- 
mission shall be on the defenclant. 

§589. Any person who shall leave any horse, mule 
or other like animal, or team of any such, upon any pub- 
lic square, street, alley or way in the city, loose or un- 
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hitched, upon conviction thereof, shall l>e punished as 
pre6cri))ed in section 71 of this code. 

§590. All houses in this city shall be numbered in 
accordance with what is known as the decimal syst-em, 
that is, one hundred numbers to each square, that is to 
say : Houses shall be numbered North and South from 
F street and East from Bay street. And each ai;d every 
owner or occupant of a house or part of a house which 
is not properly numbered as herein required, shall ob- 
tain from the city surveyor, or such other person as may 
be appointed by the mayor and council therefor, the 
proper number for such house, according^ to the plan 
made by W. E. Porter, for which he or she shall pay to 
said surveyor, or other person, a fee of twenty-five cents. 

The owner or occupant may determine the form, 
size, material and location of his or her number ; but it 
shall be put up in a conspicious place on the house. 

A number shall be allowed for every thirty feet of 
street front, and a half number for any less distance. 

Every person violating or refusing to comply with 
any provision of this section shall be punished as pre- 
scribed in section 71 of this code. 

§591. It shall be unlawful for any minor (without 
the consent of the parent, guardian or other person hav- 
ing control of the same, and then only upon lawful bus- 
iness), to enter any place where intoxicating, liquors may 
be kept for sale at retail, nor shall any minor loiter or 
lounge alx)ut any such place. 

Every person keeping or having charge of any 
such place, permitting a minor to enter the same ex- 
cept on lawful business and with the consent of the par- 
ent, guardian or other person having control of the 
same, or permitting a minor to loiter or lounge about 
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such a place, and eivery minor violating th«e law of this 
section, on conviction, shall be punished as prescribed in 
section 71 of this code. 

In all cases the burden shall be on the defendant to 
show the consent of the parent, guardian or other per- 
son having control of the minor. 

§592. It shall be unlawful for any female to haunt, 
lotier or stand or be in, around or about any place in 
this city where intoxicating liquors are kept for sale at 
retail; and the owner, or j>erson having charge of any 
such place, shall prohibit and forl>id fejmales haunting, 
loitering or being in or about such place. 
' Every owner, or person having charge of any such 
place, and every female violating any provision of this 
section, on conviction, shall be punished as prescribed 
in section 71 of this code. And in addition to said pun- 
ishment, the owner of the place shall suffer forfeiture of 
his license, which shall be revoked by the mayor and 
council. 

§593. It shall be unlawful for any female prostitute, 
or woman of lewd or bad character, to walk, loiter, sit 
or stand in any street, square or all-ey, or public place in 
this city, at any time between sunset and dawn. 

It shall also be unlawful for any male person to walk 
or talk, in a familiar manner, with, or be in company of, 
any such woman, knowing such her character, between 
the said hours, in any such street, square, alley or public 
place; or for any such woman to walk or talk, ih a fa- 
miliar manner, or to be in company of any male person, 
not a member of her own family, in any of said places, at 
any time between said hours. 

Every person violating any proArision of this section, 
on conviction, shall be punished as prescribed in section 
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71 of this code. Provided, that the defendant may 
show, when arraigned for violations of this section, ^hat 
the act complained of was done of necessity, and such 
showing may be accepted by the court, in its discretion, 
as justification for the ofifense. 

§594. Any person who shall use any obscene, vul- 
gar or profane language, or shall behave in a rude, bois- 
terous or violent manner, or shall do any act of malicious 
mischief, or otherwise act in a disorderly manner, shall 
be guilty of the offense of disorderly conduct; and any 
person who shall engage in quarreling, fighting or act- 
ing in a tumultuous or riotous manner, or committing 
any act tending to disturb the peace and quiet of the 
city, shall be held guilty of the offense of disturbing the 
public peace ; and every person so offending , on convic- 
tion, shall be punished as prescribed in section 71 ot 
this code. 

§595. Any person who shall appear in any public 
place naked, or in an indecent or lewd dress, or shall 
make any indecent exposure of his or her person, or that 
of another, or be guilty of any indecent or lewd act or be- 
havior, or shall exhibit or sell, or offer for sale, any ob- 
scene, vulgar or licentious book, picture or painting, or 
who shall exhibit or perform in any hall, house or pub- 
lic place in said city, any indecent, immoral or lewd play 
or dance, or who shall sing to a public audience any 
sacriligious, indecent or vulgar song, on conviction, 
shall be punished as prescribed in section 71 of this 
code. 

§596. Any person who shall be found drunk, hoot- 
ing, hallooing or making any other unnecessary or un- 
usual noise, to the disturbance of any citizen, on convic- 
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tion, shall be punished as prescribed in section 71 of this 
code. 

§597. Any person* who shall permit persons of dis- 
orderly character to assemble at his or her house in the 
corporate limits of this city, to the common disturbance 
of the citizens residing in the neighborhood thereof, 
shall be guilty of keeping a disorderly house, and, cwi 
conviction, shall be punished as prescribed in section 71 
of this code. 

§598. Any person who shall oppose or resist the 
nlarshal, or any person in his employment as such, or 
acting as, or performing the duties of, a policemen, in 
the discharge of his duty, on conviction, shall be pun- 
ished as prescribed in section 71 of this code. 

* 

§599. It shall be unlawful, in any manner, to inter- 
fere with any officer of this city in the discharge of his 
duty or tO' aid or assist any person, arretted by any of- 
jficer, to escape from his custody, or from the guard 
house when coaifined therein, or from the custody of 
any guard or superintendent of the chaingang, and 
every person so offending, on' conviction, shall be pun- 
ished as prescribed in section 71 of this code. 

§600. Any person who shall escape while under ar- 
rest or in the custody of any officer of this city, or while 
being confined in any jail or guard house or other place 
of confinement, or from any chaingang, in this city, on 
conviction, shall be punished as prescribed in seiction 71 
of this code. 

§601. Any person in this city between the ages of 
eighteen and fifty years, who upon being summoned by 
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the marshal, deputy marshal or any policeman, the 
mayor or any member of council, to aid in suppressing 
an affray, breach of the peace or other outrage, shall re- 
fuse to do so, or refuse to arrest, or to aid in arresting, 
any offender against the laws of this State or any ordi- 
nance of this city, shall, on conviction in the police 
court, be punished as prescribed in section 71 of this 
code. «

§602. Any person, not a policeman of the city, act- 
ing or assuming to act as such, wnithout lawful authority 
so to do, on conviction, shall be punished as prescribed 
in section 71 of this code. 

§603. No person shall sell, or permit any one in his 
or her employ to sell, any intoxicating liquor by the 
quart, to be drank on the premises, without taking out 
license as a retailer; and every person so offending, on 
conviction, shall be punished as prescribed in section 71 
of this code. 

§604. If any person, not herein authorized, (except 
such as may be appointed by a court), shall act or offi- 
ciate upon any survey, or perform any of the duties 
herein required of the board of port warden, such per- 
son so offending, o-n conviction, shall be punished as 
prescribed in section 71 of this code. 

§605. Every driver of a licensed dray, or other sim- 
ilar vehicle, who shall, between sunrise and sunset, re- 
fuse to carry a load to or from any part of the city, 
through ill will or obstinacy, or without a sufficient ex- 
cuse, when pay therefor is tendered, shall, on convic- 
tion before the police court, forfeit his license. 
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§606. If the owner or driver of any dray, or other 
like vehicle, shall demand or exact more than the rate 
of drayage fixed by the mayor and council, or if the 
owner or driver of any omnibus, hack, carriage, cab or 
other vehicle used for the transportation of passengers 
shall demand or exact of any person going to or coming 
from either of the depots, or steamboat landings, more 
than the rate of fare fixed by the fiayor and council, the 
person so offending, .on conviction in the police court, 
shall forfeit his license. 

5607. Any person failing or refusing to register in 
the terms of this code, or to make his or her returns 
within thirty days after being notified so to do, on con- 
viction, shall be punished as prescribed in section 71 of 
this code. 

5608. It shall be unlawful for any person to camp 
anywhere in the city with a wagon or other vehicle and 
team, except at such place or places as may be desig- 
nated by the committee on fire department for that pur- 
pose, and every person so offending, on conviction, shall 
be punished as prescribed in section 71 of this code. 

§609. It shall be unlawful for any person to throw 
from cars in Bay street, on the east sidel of the railroad 
track, between Gloucester and Mansfield streets, any 
lumber, shingles, staves, wood, brick or iron, without 
first obtaining permissiDn from the mayor; and' every 
person so offending, on conviction, shall be punished as 
prescribed in section 71 of this code. 

§610. The railroads entering this city have permis- 
sion to place one track each along and through Bay 
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street aiid the extension thereof to "Dennis Folly/' sub- 
ject to the following" provisions : 

I St. The centre line of the track on the western 
side of said street shall be placed sixty-two and one-half 
feet from the western line of said street and extension 
thereof. The track on the eastern side shall be sim- 
ilarly placed with respect to the eastern line of said 
street. 

* 

2nd. The cross-ties must be flush with the surface 
of the street. 

3rd. The railroad companies shall bring the street 
to such a grade as may be established by council at any 
time. 

4th. The crossings shall be kept up at all street 
intersections. 

5th, All owners or persons doing- business on the 
wharves along the entirej waterfront from the head of 
Bay street to "Dennis Folly" shall have the privilege of 
having connections by rail with the tracks on the wes- 
tern side of Bay street, to be made under the supervision 
of the proper railroad authorities, who shall place and 
keep them' in safe and convenient condition for crossing 
at all points. 

6th. All freight amounting to a carload or more on 
such wharves as have such connections shall be received 
and delivered by the railroad companies whenever re- 
quired. 

7th. Said companies shall receive and deliver at 
.some point, to be agreed on as a general delivery and re- 
ceiving point by council and the railroad companies, 
all freight in smaller quantities than a carload, when 
the same shall not have been consigned to wharves with 
which the said connections have been made. 
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8th. No discrimination shall be made for or against 
any person doing business in said city by any railroad 
company. 

9th. All expenses incurred by the city in opening 
or extending Bay street shall be paid by said companies, 
and also all expenses that may arise from grading, lay- 
ing down the tracks, keeping up the crossings of the 
tracks and connections on wharves, to be used in com- 
mon by said railroad companies, and never by any one 
company to the exclusion or disadvantages of the 
other. 

loth. The mayor and council shall always have and 
may exercise, a supervisory power over the said railroad 
companies' Bay street lines and connections, on all 
wharves and elsewhere located in the city. 

I ith. A wilful and persistent violation of any of the 
provisions of this section shall forfeit all the rights and 
privileges herein granted and flowing to said railroad 
companies in their use of Bay street. 

§611, Any person owning property, or lessee of 
property, or merchant doing business, at any point on 
the east side of Bay street, between Howe and' Glouces- 
ter streets, desiring a railroad side-track tO' connect his. 
premises with the railroad tracks in said street, may file 
a petition to the mayor and council, stating therein all 
the facts, and pray for permission to lay and maintain 
such side-track, in order to facilitate the conduct of his 
business, or that of his lessees or tenants, and the same 
shall be granted by the mayor and council if, upon ex- 
amination, the mayor and council shall deem it advisable 
so to do. 

§612. Within one month from and next after the 
granting of such petition, the petitioner shall have the 
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right to c6nstruct said side-track, as in his petition was 
described, and as may be necessary to connect the prem- 
ises described in said petition with the main line or sid'e- 
track of either railroad company operating tracks on 
Bay street within the limits named in the preceding sec- 
tion, and to cause such sid'C-track to be connected with 
the tracks of such railroad companies, in a proper man- 
ner; provided, that such side-tracks shall be laid, and 
maintain^ upon such grades and with such curves and 
angles, as may have been furnished and directed by 
th-e city surveyor, and approved by him after the con- 
struction of such side-track ; and providled, further, that 
such side-tracks shall not be laid across th€ rails of 
either of the railroad companies on said street w^ithout 
the consent of the co'mpany whose rails are sought to be 
cix>ssed, but the same shall be constructed so as to con- 
nect with the nearest line of rails maintained by either 
company, and connected therewith in a proper manner, 
and that the connection shall be made under the super- 
vision of the railroad company with w^hose track the 
connection is sought to be made. 

§613. Every side-track which may be constructed 
or maintained under authority of the preceding sections, 
shall be so constructed that vehicles may cross the same 
at any point on said street with ease and safety, and so 
that the public use of said street shall in no wise be im- 
paired or hindered and no cars shall bie allowed to- stand 
thereon in such position as to in any way impair, hinder 
or obstruct the use of said street by the public. 

§614. All the ordinances, by-laws and regulations 
of the mayor and council, on the subject of railroads and 
the use of the same in the streets, shall apply to and 
govern, so far as applicable, the side-tracks constructed 
under authority of the preceding sections. 
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§615. It shall be the duty of every person owning 
or occupying any lot in the city to keep all wells, cis- 
terns, pits or holes of any kind therein securely covered 
or enclosed, so as to prevent injury resulting therefrom 
to the persons or property of others ; and every person 
who shall permit any such well, cistern, pit or hole in the 
ground to remain open, unenclosed or otherwise so ex- 
posed as to be dangerous, after being notified by an of- 
ficer of the city, on conviction, shall be punished as pre- 
scribed in section 71 of this code. 

§616. Upon presentation to the mayor of any valid 
lease to Town Commons property, not attested so as to 
admit the same to record, he shall sign a ratification of 
the original lease, in favor of the lessee, or those hold- 
ing under him. Such ratification shall be endorsed i^p- 
on the lease, and shall be in words following, to-wit: 
"State of Georgia, County of Glynn, City of Brunswick. 
— By virtue of a resolution of the mayor and council of 
said city adopted on the 15th day of July, 1891, appear- 
ing in the minutes of council, Volume **E," page 299, I 
do hereby ratify and confirm the within lease for all the 
purposes therein contained, unto the lessee therein 
named, and to those legally claiming under him.

§617. Each and every one of the series of bonds is- 
sued in 1893 and 1894, known as the sewerage bonds, 
wl^ich have not been heretofore sold or disposed of for 
the purpose for which they were issued (such remaining 
bonds being sixty-four in number and for the sum of one 
thousand dollars each), be held in trust for the sole and 
only purpose of redeeming the bonds of said city issued 
in 1879 and 1880 and maturing in 1909, and which said 
last named bonds now outstanding bear seven per cent, 
interest from date and aggregrate sixty-two thousand 
one hundred and fifty dollars in face value.

§6i8. It shall be unlawful for any person, not 
a member of the train crew or otherwise connected with 
the running of said train, to ride upon any railway en- 
gine, passenger coach, freight or other car within the 
railway yards in the city of Brunsw^ick, when the same is 
not actually engaged in the transportation of passen- 
gers ; provided, that this section shall not apply to per- 
sons authorized to ride thereon by the proper officiate 
of the railway company controlling the same. Any per- 
son violating the provisions of this section shall, upon 
conviction, be punished as prescribed in section 71 of 
this code. 

§619. All pilots are requested to inform the 
masters of vessels of their duty to report to the dock and 
harbor master's office within twentv-four hours after ar- 
rival at the city. 

V5620. The masters of vessels shall brace 
around the yards, cathead the anchors and rig in the jib- 
booms whenever required by the dock and harbor mast- 
er. The master of any vessel shall move his vessel when 
required to do so by the dock and harbor master; and 
any master refusing to do so when ordered by the dock 
and harbor master or his deputy, the vessel shall be 
moved, if necessary, wath tug or tugs, and proper crew 
employed, at the expense of said vessel. 

§621. Masters or consignee of any vessel wish- 
ing to move shall give the dock and harbor master suffi- 
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cient notice to enable him to give her a clean berth. The 
dock and harbor master must be the judge of the time 
required. 

§622. No vessel shall be moved, after being 
placed at the wharf, without the permission of the dock 
and harbor master. 

§623. No vessel, other than regular packets 
arriving in the city, shall be docked without the permis- 
sion of the dock and harbor master. 

§624. No vessel shall anchor in the channel of 
the river known as the **shoal,'' from Cook's warf to the 
lower end of the jetties, at any time; nor shall any ves- 
sel anchor in the channel in front of the city for more 
than twenty-four hours without permission from the 
dock and harbor master. 

§625. The mayor and aldermen shall annually 
elect a dock and harbor master, whose term of office 
shall expire upon the first regular meeting of council in 
each year after the regular organization meeting, or un- 
til the election and qualification of his successor. He shall 
be subject to removal by the mayor and aldermen for 
wilful neglect of duty or other good and sufficient cause. 

§626. It shall be the duty of such dock and har- 
bormaster to see that the harbor regulations of said city 
are properly observed and enforced; and he shall be at 
all times subject to the commands and direction of the 
mayor or acting mayor and the railroad and harbor com- 
mittee. It shall be his duty to deliver to each master of a 
vessel upon arrival in port a copy of the harbor regula- 
tions.

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§627. Every steamer, ship, bark, brig, schoon- 
er or other vessel under 1,000 tons register requiring 
and using the services of the dock and harbor master 
in furnishing ia dock, or in the settlement of disputes and 
disagreements between masters involving harbor regu- 
lations, shall pay to said dock and harbor master a fee 
of five dollars ; and all such vessels of 1,000 tons and over 
shall pay said dock and harbor master a fee of ten dollars 
for such services. Each vessel involved in such dispute 
or disagreement shall be liable for its pro rata part of 
such fees. 

For shifting, moving and re-docking any steamer, 
ship, bark, brig, schooner or other vessel, the dock and 
harbor master shall be paid the following fees : 

Vessels under 500 tons register .$3 .00 

Vessels of from 500 tons to 1,000 tons register $5 .00 
Vessels over 1,000 tons register $8.00 

And any such vessel so shifted, moved or re-docked 
shall be liable for the payment of the prescribed fees. 

§628. It shall be the duty of such dock and har- 
bor master to submit a report to the mayor and council 
at the end of each month, giving a statement of all fees 
collected by him; and he shall pay all such fees into the 
treasury of the city. 

§629. Any person violating the provisions of 
the two foregoing sections, or refusing to pay the fees 
prescribed by §627 of this code, on conviction there- 
of in the police court of said city, shall be punished as 
prescribed in §71 of this code. 

§630. The dock and harbor master shall be re- 
quired to take and subscribe, before entering upon the 
duties of his office and in the presence of some officer au- 
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thorized to administer oaths, an oath for the faithful per- 
formance of his duties, and shall be required to give a 
good and solvent bond in the sum of one thousand dol- 
lars, conditioned for the faithful performance of his du- 
ties, to be approved by the mayor and council. 

§631. He shall not be permitted to leave the 
corporate limits of said city without the written consent 
of the mayor or acting mayor, nor until a deputy dock 
and harbor master has been duly appointed by said may- 
or or acting mayor. The mayor or acting mayor of said 
city shall have authority to appoint a deputy dock and 
harbor master, who shall have authority to perform all 
the duties of the dock and harbor master in the absence 
of the latter, or in the event of his inability to perform 
the duties of the office. The dock and harbor master 
shall be charged with all time lost far any cause, and the 
compensation due for such lost time shall be paid to the 
deputy dock and harbor master performing the duties 
of said dock and harbor master during such time, unless 
such deputy shall give to the mayor and council a writ- 
ing releasing it from liability and agreeing to look to the 
dock and harbor master for his pay. 

§632. The dock and harbor master shall be 
designated as special harbor policeman, and shall be re- 
quired to enforce the police regulations of this city and 
to wear the regulation police uniform, except that the 
cap worn by him shall be inscribed with the words, 
*'Dock and Harbor Master.''

Rule 1st. Meetings of the council shall be held reg- 
ularly every Wednesday, at 7 p. m., unless otherwise 
ordered by resolution of council. Special meetings may 
be called by the mayor on his own motion, or at a writ- 
ten request of three members of council, notice of which 
the marshal shall give every mem;ber, if practicable. 

Rule 2nd. The mayor and four members of the 
council, or, in the absence of the mayor, five members 
of the council, shall constitute a quorum for the tran- 
saction of business. 

Rule 3rd. The mayor shall preside at all meetings, 
preserve order and decorum, and shall appoint all com- 
mittees, unless the council shall otherwise direct, in 
which case they shall be appointed by ballot. 

Rule 4th. In the absence of the mayor, the chair- 
man of council, and in the absence of both, the chairman 
pro tempore shall preside. 

Rule 5th. The following order shall be observed in 
the transaction of business, but may be suspended by 
two-third's vote of council : • 

1. Reading minutes. 

2. Unfinished business. 

3. Petitions and communications. 

4. Report of special committees. 
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5. Report of standing committees. 

6. Report of officers. 

7. Resolutions, orders and ordinances. 

8. Accounts. 

9. Adjournment. 

Rule 6th. At the commencement of each regular 
meeting the clerk shall read the minutes of the last reg- 
ular and all special meetings that may have been held, 
and upon their confirmation by council they shall be 
signed by the officer presiding as soon as transcribed by 
the clerk. Before the minutes of any previous meet- 
ing of the council shall have been confirmed, any mem- 
ber may move to reconsider any question, motion, res- 
olution or O'ther matter or thing contained in the min- 
utes of such previous meeting; provided the member 
voted with the majority on the question, and if such re- 
consideration be agreed tO' by a majority of the mem- 
bers present, the subject matter of such reconsideration 
shall be the first business in order to be disposed of. 

Rule 7th. All questions shall be put by the officer 
presiding. The members shall vote viva voce, unless 
otherwise provided by the charter, or by ordinances of 
the city, majorities determining all questions, unless- 
otherwise provided. The mayor may, at discretion, call 
any member to take the chair, to allow him to address 
the council, or to make a motion. 

Rule 8th. Whenever it shall be required by one or 
more members of council, the yeas and nays shall be re- 
corded. 

Rule 9th. All elections shall be by ballot, and a ma- 
jority of the votes cast, (all members present voting), 
shall be necessary to a choice, and when a majority shall 
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not be had on the first ballot, the voting* shall continue 
until a majority is obtained. 

Rule loth. All reports and resolutions shall be in 
writing. A motion for adjournment is always in order, 
except when a meimber is addressing the chair upon 
some question then under consideration. 

Rule nth. Each member when speiaking shall rise 
and address the chair. No' interruptions, excepts for ex- 
planations, shall be permitted while a miember is speak- 
ing upon such matters as may be! before council; and 
all personalities in discussion are strictly forbidden. 

Rule 1 2th. The officer presiding shall decide all 
questions of order ; but any member dissatisfied with the 
ruling may appeal to council, whose decision shall be 
final. 

Rule 13th. For non-attendance, or other neglect 
of duty, without proper excuse, to be judged of by coun- 
sel, any officer or member of council may be fined, as 
the mayor and council, or a majority of them, shall de- 
termine. The money arising from such fines may be 
used in the discretion of council. 

Rule 14th. Applications, petitions, or other com- 
munications to council must be in writing, and in all 
cases the same must be referred to a committee before 
any action is taken thereon, unless the council shall oth- 
erwise direct. 

Rule 15th. When any ordinance or by-law is sub- 
mitted to the mayor and aldermeiU, it shall be read at the 
meeting at which it is introduced, and at the next reg- 
ular meeting of said mayor and aldermen, the same shall 
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be read twice and may be passed on ; and the regular 
meeting of the mayor and aldermen shall be fixed by 
them and changed from time to time by resolution or 
ordinance without reading the same but once. But ordi- 
nances and resolutions touching quarantine, or passed 
in the exercise of the power of said mayor and aldermen 
as to quarantine, may be passed at the same meeting 
when introduced, whether regular or adjourned, or 
called meeting, and after being read one time. The vote 
upon all ordinances unless otherwise ordered, shall be 
taken on each section separately, and after the several 
sections shall have been acted on, the vote shall be 
taken on the entire ordinance. 

Rule 1 6th. No account not examined and certified 
to be correct by the appropiate committee and approved 
by auditing comimittee, shall be passed. 

Rule 17th. Every committe shall report upon the 
subject or subjects referred to it at the succeeding meet- 
ing, or show good cause for their failure to do so. 

Rule iSth. The mayor may, if he desires, vote on 
all elections by council, and shall have the casting vote 
in all cases of a tie. 

Rule 19th. The members of the council shall for- 
bear from private conversation, and preserve silence un- 
til a member who is speaking shall have taken his seat 

Rule 20th. The following shall be the standing 
committees of council, tO' be appointed by the mayor, 
to-wit : 

Committee on finance. 
Committee on public works. 
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Committee on sanitation. 
Committee on police. 
Committee on fire department. 
Committe,e on light and water. 
Committee on charity and hospital. 
Committee on taxes and revenue 
Committee on auditing. 
Committee on purchasing. 
Committee; on harbor. 
Committee on railroads. 
Committee on education. 
Committee on building permits. 
Comimittee on tax sale property. 
Committee on town commons. 
Committee on cemeteries. 
Committee on public buildings. 

The several comrnittees shall consist of three mem- 
bers each, the first named of whom shall be chairman.
